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THE TENNASERIM PROVINCES. 

The slip of territory o|^ the east side of the Bay of Bengal, ceded to us by the Bor- 
mcso at the close of the late war, and known under the name of the Tenass^rim l*ro- 
^rinees, extends along the sea coast from the mouth of the river Pak-chan, in iat. 10” 13* 
N. to that of the Salween, iti Iat. 16® 4* N., This river, which forms oor boundary 
with the Burmese, has a due north and south course, and our possessions extend along 
the banks to Iat. 18’> 30’ N., where it is joined^by an inconsiderable stream called the 
Tboung-yeen, having its sotiice^in th^ range of mountains which from the* eastern 
boundary of the provinces and running about N. E. till its junction with the Salvecn: 
the country thus forms a kind of paralellogram, about 500 miles in icpgtii aj}d vaprin^t 
in breadth from 40 to 80 and containing about 30,000 square miles. It is divided into 
fourprovinces, those of Amheist,Y4, Tavoy and Meigui. Tlfht of Amherst, the most nor¬ 
thern province of the four, is a poitioa of the old province ofMartahan. It extends along the 
coast fi cm the Salween to the Thoung-yecn in lat. l.»® 13*. It may be mentioned here, that 
the Burmese deny our light to this province by the treaty of Yandaboo, and so loose ami 
vaguelyislhiscclcbiated treaty drawn up, tliatby oneaiticle the Burme.se* claim to it is un¬ 
doubted, though by a following article this right is annulled. The first article alluded 
to states, that H. M. of Ava cedes to the jlritish the provinces of Mergui, Tavoy and Y6, 
u ithout any allusion to any part of that of Martaban, while the other states Sal¬ 

ween shall he the boundary between us and the Burmese. The chief town of Ambers 
Province is Moulmcin, or, as it should be more correctly written, Manlamy.'haing. At the 
roncliisiun of the war, when the tow* of Martaban, togelhei with the territuiy on the W 
bank of the Salween, was given up to the Burmese, the whole population accompanied ns 
and the piesent site of Moulmuin being fixed upon by Sir A. Campbell as the inilitarj 
cantonment, the people natnially flocked to the neighbourhood, and their numbers beinj 
very considerably increased by the emigratio^j of the Pegners, that toijk place after tin 
defeat of thcii attempt to icgaiii their independence in 182G, a legular town soon sprnn; 
up, which has yeaily inciea.sed hj the influx of people from dilfereiit pfirts of India 
and is now a flourishing and important settlement. It is situated neaily opposite th 
old (own of Maitaban, in lat. 16^ 23’, at the conflux of three large rivers, the Salween 
ttie Of (la and the Attian, theie uniting in one stioain, which disgorges itself into the se^ 
by two months, inclosing between them Ihe Island of Bilou-kioun. The town consist 

of one long street, following the course of the river a distance of neagly five miles, froi 

which others diveige at right angles; but owing to the predilection of the natives for tin 
immediate hank of the river, and to the circumstance of the military cantonment occupy 
ing a large space ofthc ground at tbe hack of the main street,ithas been found impasstblt ti 
render tlie town compact or to extend it inwards from the river ; it has consequently 

straggling nppoarancoand gives the idoaofbeing far ni irg ^xtensive ani P'mjl^us that 

it actually is. The cantonmonjt occupies the site of an old Burmese townTw "denvtei 
by the stupendous bund within’which it*is iiiciosed on the N. W. and S. face.s, having < 
range of low heights on its E. faoS, surmounted by pagodas. It had, however, long beoi 
deserted, and when fixed on as a oantoment, was thk^y covered w\lh trees and iindift 
wood. It forms a quadrangle, about a milo in length by half a mile in breadth, with 

in which are the barracks for theVoops and the residences .of the oflicers. Beyond th 
soulhoin face of the cantonment, at the distance of half a mile; are situMed the res 
dences of the civil oiiiners together with the cuteberry and other civil buildings. Th 
ommissionei s liouse is situated on a rising g^ohnd near the river, having an cxteii

e *** t is n continnallon of the long range of heights before alluded to, extending 
ew mi es down and havli^g its summits crosrned with pagodas. Few seendh*08 
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exceed in beauty the first view of the town of Mouiinein, when soiling up the river. The 
numerous shipping air anchor, the thickly clustered huts of the natives on the banks, 
the oantonment arfd residences of ESuropean officers on the higher ground, backed by the 
pagoda heights, the high hiiis of Martaban on the opposite bdnk ali with pagodas on 
their summits, the lofty mountains at a distance, and the evergreen and verdant face of 
the country, form a toot ememhle most delightful, to tho^e especially who are accustomed tcf 
^the monotonous plains of India. The town now contains about 16,000 inhabitants, chiefly 
Burmeseand Taliens, with about2,b90 natjvesof India and GOO Chinese. The first houses 
erected ipi the establishment of the place, were of o()'irse of the poorest description. 
Theregraduallygavo way toothers of more substantial mitoria*ls,bntn')w brick and mortar 
houses are fast runniag up, and where fires occur among the old houses, which owing to 
the combusir&le materials with which theyare built and roofed are frequent, brick build¬ 
ings are erected on their site^ 

Amherst town is situated at the mouth of the navigable branch of the united streams, 
in lat. 16«. 4’. This spot was selected by Mr. Grawfurd as the site of tlie cantonment and 
contemplated new town, but was disapproved of by Sir A. Campbell, who tlien fixed on 
Mouimein. Amherst would, no doubt; have been a more pleasant and, perhaps, a more 
healthy station for the troops, owing to its bcindon the sea side; but as the capital of the 
provin ge, Mo uimein is decidedly preferable/ being ninrc central and at all times 
accessimc, whereas during thfi S, W. Monsoon, canoes and other small boats cannot 
often for days together, venture down the river. Mr. Crawford had planned a splendid 
town here: widb streets were marked olf and named, and several giants of land had al¬ 
ready been issued to individuals, when the arrival of ^ir A. Campbell, put a stop to the 
imaginary towti, and the orders of the Supieme Government pioliibited any further giants 
from being given. Amkerst is consequently now, nothing more than a villtige Mith about 
1,500 inhabitants, and novessela enter its harbour, but all proceed straight up to Mouimein.

The three rivers before mentioned as uniting into one stream at Mouimein, intersect the 
province in different diiections, and with their smaller tiibutarics, affuid rapid and easy 
communication over the country. The Salween has its'souice in the Himalaya moun¬ 
tains, from whence its course is nearly due south ; but owing to the numerous obstructions 
in its bed, is not navigable, even for canoes, beyond our northern boundary. One of these 
n^strnctious, indeed, occurs within our boundary in the shape of a liar of rocks running 
across the stream, rendering the passage dangerous to canoes even, wiion tlie liver is at 
its lowest; bat when swelled by the periodical rains, or by the melting of the snow on the 
mountains, such is the impetuous rush of the water, that pven logs of timber arc dashed to 
pieces. About 15 or 20 miles stmtii of this rapid, the Silween is joined by two other 
streams, the Yambaing from the eastward, and the Yoousaien from the westward ; thence 
it forms ett^road and noble stfefim to its mouth, with high steep banks and inletspcrsed 
with nameroas islands. The rise of the river during the rains, is nearly 30 feet, and those 
islands are mostly overflown at that (ierlod; the water leaving a deposit on them, their soil 
is/xtremely rich. The popnlatioA^ong the banks of this river, and indeed of fill the 
xiren except in the vioinity of thelown, is extremely smnty, and little or no oulUyation 
, is to be met with. The Gyne is formed by two rivers espied the Dagyne and Uouudrow 
teaving tbeir,soarce8 in the eastern boundary range of mountains, and uniting about SO 
^ilesN. E, from Mouimein. It is a winding and contracted streaih, but tbe^ftte of 
water is very considerable and often pTorflows the banks. The Attran has its sonree in 
the same range, bat in a very i^iffeibnt diteotion, as its oenrse is nelirly N. W, 
aslnggish, deep and narrow aMam and the rise of its*4raters, faring the Monsoon, is 
mnet^less than tbnt of the other two. 
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The population of (ho province without the town, is about 35,000 living in villages nod 
chiefly engaged in agriculture. Each village has a head man called aThooggee, who Ur 
paid by a commission of 10 per cent, on the amount af revenue, which collects and pays 

into the treasury. His*dutiea are multifarious. He keeps the accounts, collects the re* 
venue, and is answerable for the Police of his village. In this latter respect, however, his 
• duties are very light; for snob is the quiet, tractable disposition of the people, that crimes 
are very infrequent in the 'villages. It is only in the town that the bad characters find 
any field for tlieii depredations, as such pers^s arp'immediateiy detected in the small 
community of a village, wltu.se^ahabitaiits themselves will never allow tfaem,to reside 
among them. Instances nr? very frequent of villagers petitioning for the removal from 
among thorn, of peisons in whom they have no confidence, and immediate attention is 
always paid to such applications, by calling on the obnoxious personage'fiither (o re¬ 
move or to give security for his good conduct. Under the^urmese rale, the Thooggee 
was a much more important personage, invested with more power and claiming more privi¬ 
leges and perquisites than under the present Government. The Office was hereditary in a fa¬ 
mily, and if the Thooggee felt Itiniself secure in the favor and protection of any powerful 
member of the Government, there was but iittie limit to bis authority over his villagers. 
Though shorn of much of its value in the eyes of.tlie natives, yet by judioious manage¬ 
ment the office is still one coveted by them. It is made elective among the villagers, 
the qualifications being those of having Itind in the village apd being able to r^d and 
write; but once elected lie cannot be deprived of his sitwation without the*^4i^tence of 
the chief aiithoiity in the province. By referring to them for their opinion in ail petty 
village disputes that may be brought up,—by calling on them for the characters of dis¬ 
putants, and by treating them with due observance and attention, they are looked up to 
and respected by the people, and become most valuable instruments in tbe Government 
of the countiy. Over each distiict, containing within it a eertain»number of villages, is a 
head man called Gaunggyatip, who is the firstreferred to in all matters of interest that may 
occur within his distiict. He is invested witfi sm.^il judicial and poiicfi powers; and in 
matters beyond his cognizance, he first investigates and reports to head quarters. He is 
tlie medium of camninnicatioit with the Tliooggees, and sees that all orders given to them 
are carried into effect. He goes^Iio round of liis villages, listens to complaiots, .settles 
disputes, and icpoits the state of his district to the officer in civil charge. He does not 
cellect revenue, which is paid in direct to tbe treasury by the ThoQggee.s, but he collects 
the accounts of t1ic*villages under him, and furnishes a general one of his distiict. Su¬ 
perior to the Gaiinggyaups, are the chief native officers of the proviifbe, called tbe Tseet- 
kais and Akwonwons, the first for judicial and police and the other for revenue. The 
Tsectfcai is invested with judicial and magisterial powers subordinate to tbe officer in 
civil charge. To him are reported, in the first instance, all crimes and offences that may 
be committed, and if beyond his oognizance, he brings them before his superior and takes 
ail the steps that may bu necessary for bringing the ol^iMers to justice. Tihk Akwon- 
won keeps the revenue accounts, receives the revenue from tbe Thooggees and with them 
lodges it in tlie treasury. • • 


Appeals lie from the decisions and orders of*the native oncers to (he oflieer 
in civil charge, and from Mm to the Commissioner, hot litigiousness is not a 
eharaoteristic of the people of this country, and it is a fact that moj-e than one 
halflir the suift instituted in the civil courts, are sabseqnenlly settled among 
the parties themselves and withdrawn. This absence of liligiousness, however, is en- 
^•raged by thefimple and natural forma of proe^ediifln which oittain in the civil courts. 
'A person having a olaiiDi on another, applies to the offleef, native or European, sitting 
in the court. He is desired to state the nature and subject of bis claim, and if ot*thn' 
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(»oe of it, it oppeMS utterly frivolous or nnlonuble, it is rejeoted; if it uppesrs that tho 
eialmant hu neglected to perform some aot which would strengthen hU claim or obviate 
tho grounds of roCasal on the part o| him from whom he claims, he is recommended to 
do this.and then apply to the court; in short, tlie Judge adopts sueh measures and gives 
such advicy, as from the claimant's own story (who is often a simple, ignorant being, un* 
able to tell his story without mueh^questiooing and enquiry) are likely to prevent the • 
claim from coming into Court at all. The claim admitted, t^e other party is summoned 
to answer it,->when both are heard,^the merits of the plaint and defence ascertained, 
snob evidenee as may be necessary examined, and a decision passed. No peculiar forms 
of plpdtng are called for; each man tolls bis owp story ^n hki own language, is exarotn* 
cd and eross*examined till the points on which it hinges are ascertained, and is assisted 
to^bri^g fongard ail the most favorable arguments ho has to urge. Witnesses are exa¬ 
mined and oross-qnestioned in the presence of the parties and of the whole court, and 
every means are adopted to chick litigation, to secure a fair and impartial as well as quick 
decision on all suits, and to prevent the civil court from being made nse of as an engine 
of vexation and harassment. So far is this latter point carried, that on any claim be- 
ing made against a person residing at any great distance from tlie courts, to perform tho 
journey to which wonid withdraw him from his family, and cause him wait for a consider¬ 
able time, it is, if of no great importance, referred to the Gaonggyaup for prior investi¬ 
gation, and itsis .found that such snits are geoert^ly settled among the parties. Trial by 
jnry wa »* n *i*g duced into the Te|iasserim Provinces many years ago, by the late Conmiis- 
stoner Mr. Maingy. The rules under which it is conducted are those which were at one 
time in force in the Madras presidency, established by the acting Governor Mr. Gioeme, af¬ 
ter the death of SirT.Munro.and subsequently abolistied by Mr. Lusbington. It docs not 
qppear to be appreciated to tho extent that might have been anticipated; but do not ail 
such institnlions, and ajj measores of Government, calculated to improve the moral and 
intellectual condition of-tbe people, require for their appreciation a more advanced .stage 
of diviiixation, then that to which this people have arrived, but just emancipated as they 
are from a pure system of despotism. There is one feature, however, in their icccption of 
trial by jury, which goes far to disprove the assertion that it is not duly appreciated, and 
which is highly honorable to them. The persons summoj^ed as jurymen, have invariably 
refused to accept the allowance of one rupee per diem anthorixed to be given them for 
their attendance. This proves that they are aii ve {o tho honor conferred on them in bearing 
a prominent part in the trials of their countrymen, bat not that they arc yet equally so to 
benefits arising fcom sueh an institution. 

Equally simple and divested of all forms and complieatioo, is tho mode of collecting 
the lapd revenue. The Government portion is one-fourth of the produce, which during 
the first few years of our Government, it was the practice to ascertain anqually by dif¬ 
ferent mo^MPof measurement nndmlassifleatiun of the lands; but in order to relieve the 
people from the pertodieal delays, the harassment and vexation to which this system 
often sultjeeted them, a septennial settlement has been gande with eaeh individual onlU- 
vator in the following manufr. On a review of the total amonnt paid each of fdrmer 
years by the lands of% village, of tie qaantity of land in each village hitherto nneatti* 
Mjjpd and likely to be made nse of under a more enaonraging system, and of tho general 
]^ins of the villagers to increase their eultivation, a certain amonot of prodnee was fixed 
tM the demand from that vUlage, wbiob the people of it were called tfii to assess among 
themialves; this being done, a paper yns given to each map, s^ng that snob ^ould be 
the amonnt domandoblefrom him MnasSly and no n^re, however mueh He might iaoreasa... 
the extent of h|»w»llifatton,an*4iwliMovef part of thwprovlnep he might choose to^ 
taHjill^ate. 
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Periona not inoinded in tbe original aettloment, are at liberty to enter it, thereby, of 
coarse, increaaing the ainoant of rereoae from the village, where tlysy may take op land. 
There are several minor detaila which it is not ncceagary to give here {Suffice it to aay 
that the plan has increaaed tbe Government revennc, greatly extended the enltivation. and 
afforded much satiafaolion to the people, by fixing the demand from them and* allowing 
^eachcultivator as he proceeds to work, to know beforehand what portion of his prodoce 
he will have to give up, theilby stimulating him to raise as much as possible. The plan, 
however, is one adapted only to a comparatively^smal^txtent of cultivation and to the pe* 
culiar people of the country. It requires that the European Officer should annqjtlly visit 
each village to hear and decMe all clainas for remission on the ground of sickness, innn* 
dations, &c. All such claims being heard on the spot, in the presence of tbe assembled 
villages, the elders of whom are always called upon for their opinions and fo* form*pnn> 
chayets tor visiting the lands of tbe claimants, the troth i.^easily come at, especially as 
it is found that the people of a village are peculiarly jealous of ungrounded remis* 
sions being extended to any one of their number, and would certainly not allow,—which 
perhaps might be effected under such a plan in other countries,—that any person should 
engage in cultivation without being included in the village settlement and consequently 
free from any payment. At the harvest of eaol^year a review is taken of the price of 
grain during the preceding year and a commutation price fixed. This was found in> 
dispensable in lieu of a fixed oommutalion price owing to the extremely fluetuating 
price of grain from 10 to 40 rupees pr. 100 baskets or 61 hlaunds. 

Id Revenue and Judicial matters, and in fact in all tbe capacities in wbich the European 
officers are called on to act, the admirable system cstablrshed by the late Commissioner, 
Mr. Mdingy, of rendering themselves perfectly and at all times accessible, is strictly 
followed, ily frequently travelling over tbe cuuntry, stopping ag each village, as.vcm> 
bling the villagers, listening to their complaints and representations, all abases are check- 
ed and restrained and the confidence of the people is established in the wish to secure 
them a just and impartial Government and to promote their comfort and happiness. In 
these periodical visits, no form nor state is kept up, not are the villagers called on in the 
slightest manner to furnish iabopr and provisions, a circumstanee which they do not 
slightly appieciate, considering the heavy contributions laid on them in foimer times 
when any of their rulers took it into tbeiy heads to travel.

The trade of Monimein is fast growing in importance, though owing to its being a free 
port and the principal direction of the trade being inland, it is very difficult to give any 
statement of its amount. From Mgulmein we have access to the wholeS. E. portion of Ava, 
to the whole country to the Northward uptothe frontiers of China,—of which, however, very 
littleis yet known,—and to Siam. To Ava oar piece goods and other manafaotures find 
their way to a large extent, and among the Northern Shall Aales, there is a grofUng disposi¬ 
tion to have a commereial Intercourse with us. Unfortanately, however, tbe most consi¬ 
derable and wealthy of these statqs are dependeaton*and tributary to Ava, whose rulers 
appear jealoas of the interooarse hitherto held with as. and tboagh they disclaim all sa|{h 
ij^ntions, yet evidently place every impediment they can devise to^revent it. In form¬ 
er years a considerable Caravan mf these people need to visit Moolmein by the route of 
Shoaygaino and Tongo, but of late years they have been sabjeeted to so mapy exactions 
qnd oppressioQs from the authorities of the towns on their rente, that they have given up 
tileir visits* The object bM been to open another jronte for them free from all such ex- 
pMtions, and.thisAias already been partially gained by ^pating an offi«er(Dr. Riohnrdson) 
Vl^tbe Chiefsof an independent bill tribe, oalled tbe> Red^Kayens, who hold possession of a 
Slip of territory on tbe west bank of the Salween river, about 130 miles fiom Moaj^mein

mUsioit «a» aoocessfii) in obtaiitUig tbo consent of those chiefs for the oomoiestod pas* 
sago tbroogb thoff coantry of caravans, and one has made tbo experiment this year, bring¬ 
ing ttitli them 4U0 hnilocks laden with stiokiao and other articles.* They have fortunately 
met with a good market for their lac, and there is consequently every reason to expect that 

their visit will he repeated next yfar in greatly increased numbert. . •

The Shan states on the Bast Banl^of th^ Salween, adjoining ns to the N. and N. E., are 
dependepton and tributary to Siam. With them our intercourse has long been close and 
friendly,and of a nainre to prove most beneficial to the interdhts of the provinces, as from 
thence are obtained the large supplies of cattle requsite for the oonsumption of the Euro- 
pcan'troopt.' Prior to their being obtained from that quarter, oattle were often brought 
from Madras at a moat enormjtus cost; and when snob supplies failed, it was found neces¬ 
sary, in order to supply moat, to oblige the inhabitants to give up tlieir buifaioes; and 
though the price given them was liberal, yet it was felt a heavy grievance and highly inju¬ 
rious to the eultivation, by withdrawing so many animals from the plough. Beyond these 
Siamese Shan states to the N., lie others dependent on Ava; and to theN. E. op to the fron¬ 
tiers of China, is an immense extent of country, of which we absolutely know nothing at 
present, but with which, in the course of time, we shall, no doubt, have constant and bene¬ 
ficial intercourse. Hopes were confidently entertained that Moulmein would be this 
year visTiea Cy a caravan of Chinese traders, a portion of that which annually comes 
down to our Northern Sliaii neighbours, and who bad been fallen in with lust year hy Dr. 
Itichardson, to whom they expressed an earnest wish to extend their journey to the coast. 
What has prevented them from carrying their desigfl into execution, is as yet unknown, 
ajid it is greatly to be hoped that the cause is aecidental and that next year they will be in¬ 
duced to come down, ^ch an opening for our trade, is one not to be neglected, and every 
means should be adopted to induce some of these people to visit us once, leaving it then 
to their own judgment as to the advantage oPkeeping up the intercourse.* 


* Since the above was wniten, the non-amval of these people at Moulmein has been explained. In 
cotnpliance with a request made by them to Dr. Kicliaidson, an int^ipreter was sent at the close ol the last 
year, to accompany them down from Limmay and Laboung, the 8b«y states on our noitliein frontier, where 
Sr. R. had fallen in with them. After a very long absence, this man returntd with the following letter fr<'in the 
chiefs of the caravan, and seven Chinese. I'hese latter remipoeiloaiy a very few days and rqoined their coun¬ 
try-men, seemingly well pleased and satisfied at the prospect held out of their in iuturevobtaiamg a good market 
mmitf tbvit goods. The letter is addressed to Dr. Richardson and docs them great credit, as evincing an bonora- 
hie regretat the breach o(^beir promise and frank confidence in us. 

" We write this letter to your Lordshtp, beseeching heaven for your continued welfare, ficc. The year 
before.last your Loidship met uc at Cheng-wye (Limmay) and invit^ ui to visit your country and trade 
with your people, promising us also the services of a messenger to guile us there, which offer we consider as 
a marker great bivor shewn to us. We accordingly found on our arrival at Cheng-wye (Limmay) the pro¬ 
mised metaengcr, who had been waiting for us these 3 or 4 months past. It was our intention to have accom- 
> panted your mdlleager, but in conseqneffcPofour arriving here late in the season, from having experienced 
heavy rains in our journey, and the delay oecurrtog in purcbii^ag our stqck of trade at home, wa are obliged 
to defer doing'so this season, fearing we shall have no time to return to our country before the setting in of the 
Mine. To he faithful to our peoause, we nowaend a few of our bretSren with some articles of merchaudjxe • 
OB their return, they wtU be able uvgive us every information regarding the trade of your country. ' 

We again renew our praise of vinting yTur Lordship’s coantry, and expect to be there on the commehdiTy 
nent of our next grand feaUvai, (about the middle of December nextjyto return you our tMnkf and to amui* 
* l/ourLoididiip that we will not require the services of t messenger or guide to conduct us thither. We beg 
ym will nor be fitspleaied with us for not fulfilling our promise this time j tad wishing your Lordship, through 
the fnvpr of Heewen, every blessntg, health proaperity, dtq. *

The chief articles of export from Moolmein, are rice and teak timber. The amoont 
of the former is very variable and depends on the demand from the Straits and China. 
The latter is an article for which the demand is constant, and fortunately the forests are 
of that extent as not to be soon exhausted. Ttiey dTe about S. E. of Moolmein on the 
banks of the 4ttran river, and 4pe tiumprons minor streams that ton into it. The folhMir> 
ing extracts from the jourtfal of a genfleman who lately visited that part of the eohntfy, 
are interesting, as describing not only the extent of the forests, hot several other featorex 
of the country, instead of proceeding up the river, he gained its soured froiA ano> 
tiler direction, going by sea to Yd and striking olf fre^ thence in a direction to the 
three pagodas, a celebrated boundary mark in former times between the Burmese and 
Siamesb. 

“ nth 4farcA.—Marched at day break this morning to the S. E. and in two {toon reach* 
ed a place called “ Motsomah Meu,’* (widow town) of which the only remains are a 
tolerably large tank and a bund enclosing a space of 200 paces square without any fiuit 
trees. None of the people with me can give any account of ttie origin or time of exis¬ 
tence of the place, and 1 have been able to And nothing About it which could afford any 
clue or give rise to any surmise on the subject. Distant from cultivation of any kind, 
bearing no traces of productiveness, and situated on the borders of an enemy's country, 
it is difficult to conceivo for what plirpose it can have been erected, unless the three pa¬ 
godas, may at one time have been frequented by Pilgrims, for whose temporary conve¬ 
nience the place may have been intended, the Bund being elevated more as a proteo- 
tiun against wild beasts than against men. 

• • 

“ Wo visited the three pagodas, which are about four miles S. S. E. from this spot, 
with a tolerably trodden path the whole way. I had expected to see the ruins at least 
of three large pagodas, and wsls much disappointed to find nothing but three heaps 
of black stones within lU feet of each other, and the highest not more than 8 feet high, 
oil as black, barren and uninviting a spot as can well be fanci.-d. I should certainly 
have passed these heaps without remark, bad they not been pointed out to me. They are,... 
1 fancy, as they have ever been, for there is no appearance of their 7ia\ing sunk or crum- 
Jl^ed away. The spot is surrounded by bills on every side, und in addition to this, the 
mist was veiy low and thick, \|hieh prevented our seeing far round. There being no 
water within four miles of the pagodas, we were obliged to retrace our steps to Mot- 
fomah Meu, weie there is a tank. The distanoe is exactly four miles, S. S. E. to N. W. 

The afternoon was very het and ehise till three o'olook, when we had a slight thnn- 
der storm and smart shower, which was very refresfing and oooled the atmosphere for Uis 

resPof the evening. » ’ ’ •

The origin of the three pagodas appears to be as little known as that* of Motsomah 
Men, the account given being a fabulous one and fheiir date laid as far back as six years 
after Oaudama^attained bTeikbaii^ at wbiob time iti^aidhe gave three of the hairs of 
bis head to two traveikers, a SiSmese and a Burmah. A dfspute having arisen as to which 
should have two of the hairs, an old woman suddenly made her appearance and fettled

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(he oentMverny, hj preposing that eaoh of the dispatAiili ehottld haire one only and she 
the tbirdt and tha^thcy sboald eaoh eroet a pagoda over their respeotivh relic, the lady 
baUding hers between the other two.* After this work was completed the parties separated, 
one to become King of Siam, oral! the countries to the S.Eastwarh, and the other King of 
those to the N. W.

"The people have been outlnalldireotions to-day seeking for cinnamon trees, which they 
say exist in the neighhoarfaood. Itta amusing to hear them talk of the dread with which 
12 years ago they would hare ventured to roam so,near tg their dreaded enemies' (Vonti- 
of. Only one of them has ever been here before, aifd then it was by oompolsion. They say, 
*** bad we come here during the time of the Onnnan Oovernment, we should have eomo 
like thieves hr cats, watehing every bough and leaf and not venturing to the right or left: 
now, we have been here two d|y*s without fear of molestation, and have seen every thing." 
This evening a small bundle of the hark of the cinnamon tree was brought in, but of a 
very inferior description, having been taken from too young a tree. 

"19IA.. 1 went myself this morning in quest of cinnamon, and at tho very bottom of a ra¬ 
vine, the ground in which is, even at this'season wot, and sheltered on every side from the 
rays of the sun by the over hanging trees on the sides of the bills which form the ravine, 
we discovered 5 oi 6 trees growing in cinsters, from which we took a good quantity of 
baik. Thelcaf is arromatic as wbll as the bark, which latter, however, docs not acquire its 
fall strength till after it has been well dried in the son. After some search we succeeded 
in getting half a dosen young tiees, which I got carefully taken up and intend taking 
to Monlaiein. 

" N. B. I hare sinoe<found that this is the cassia legnea and not the cinnamon." 

The teak forests are found on both sides of the river, in patches of greater nr less ex¬ 
tent, from within about 10 miles of the three pagodas down to " JD.iler Creek,” a distance 
by the river of fully 100 miles, Miough in a direct line not mure than 40. Some of the 
patches consist merely of a few tree.s fioni 100 to 500, aiod^ and near the banks, but those 
of greater extent arc usually further in land, running along the bases and sides of hills, 
from whence spiiog small streams which run into'lhe Main river and jenahle the woods- 
to float down the trees after dragging them to the banks by means of elephants and 
strong trucks. * 

« 

Tho forests having been thrown open to the piibiio sineg 1829, the axe and the saw liavo 
been, and still are, every where busily at work; every forest is occupied; those on the banks 
of the Main river; chiefly by Burmese, who have preferred them, owing to* the superior 
facilities for iSiringing down tho timlier, without reflecting on their limited extent or eon* 
sideifni; bow soon (bey must be exhansted. The'Suropean timber cutters have there¬ 
fore soqnred the larger forests,* to whom it was less on objbet to meet with few difficulties 
thin to secure a wide field for tiiei;^capital and enterprise. The limits of eaoh location 
are generally well defined, in most instances by intervening belts of jungle, in whieb n^' 
m teak tree appears, and in others by the course of a niftlah or a bill. Each person Is 
secured in thAuninterrupted occupation of bis forest, in which, however^ he has no pro¬ 
prietary right! each cotter receives a written permit to cut within the limits as assigned to 
him. On the arrival of the timber at Moujmein, a duty of 16 per oent. Is^evied, either in 
kind or in cash, at a valuation reg|Rated by the market rates. 

---- 1 -s-,-- 
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The trees are osaallj killed in the months of February and Mareb, tvben thftSftF'*^ 
down, by notching through the bark ail round, and allowed to stand tb^ for l| or a yearo 
to season, without which they will' not float when fulled. Some of the cutters are in the 
habit of sawing the timber on the spot into planks, by which means they ean.raft it down, 
at any season. Others bring it down in logs, but this can only be done during the rains, 

• when the wAtor in the river rises some 25 or W feet. >At this season (March) the river 
for neaily half its coarse is fittle more than a succession of shallow rapids, so sbailow that 
our canoes, the largest not drawing above 16^ or Ithlnohes of water, are obliged to .be 
diaggcd ovei, all hands jumping out for this purpose. , « ■ 

There are other extensive forests on our northern frontier, though chiefly^ on the other 
side of the boundary stream ; but, as before mentioned, the natural impediifients in the 
Salween river render the rafting of timber down it a difiiijpU and dangerous operation. 
There arc teak forests also of some extent on the Burmese side, but the timber is inferior 
ill quality and size. A considerable quantity finds its way annually to Moaimein, but 
so destitute is now that part of the country of population, that bands are not to be ob> 
tained for felling it. Some favorable terms have lately been offered to our wood-'Oatters 
to induce them to work theie. • 

Eflbrfs ai c now making for introducing in the provinces, thecnitivation of Ute Pernam¬ 
buco cotton, though the experiments hithoi to tried have b*een on a small and most in¬ 
significant scale, in spots ill selected and without any care or attention paid te the cul¬ 
tivation ; yet there aio grounds for looking forward to this most important branch of cul¬ 
tivation being eventually can led on to a laige extent, and once saccessful in the pro¬ 
vinces, all the .surrounding states will soon adopt it. Under such ciicorastances, the 
Tenasseriiii Provinces, .so far from proving an expense to the stfite, would become one of 
its most valuable acquisitions, and such a field being opened for European capital andskill, 
they would soon become in a manner ooloutzed. No climate in India is so well adopted 
to the European constitution. Though subject during one half of the year to excessive 
lains,—the fall in 1835 being nearly 220 inches, and daring three months to a heat equal 
to that of alino.st any pait of Indifl, yet neither the heat or the moisture appears to eflfeot 
the European, though proving in some measure delcterous to the natives of India.

There is no doubt whatever that sugar-cane and indigo will grow gxtremely well in thr.i> 
country, and the cultivation of the former is alieady carried to .some extent, but at pre¬ 
sent the very high price of labour interferes with any speculation in these lines. The popu-' 
lation is so extremely scanty and the demand for labour so great, especially in felting 
and bringing down timber, that an able bodied man can with ease earn his or 15 -Rs- a 
month. No individual can be hired as a common daily la^ojircr under half a rupee a day, 
and as both sugar-oane and indigo require labour not only in their cultivation but in pre¬ 
paring the produce for the mariret, it i,?useless to expect any individual will engage bis 
capital in such speculation ; neither could any hopes be at present hold out, of sueeess 
atten jibg his operations. Much has lately been eifeided towards reducing the price ef 
labeur by hiring ont the services of some of the numerous convicts annually transported 
to the Provinces from Bengal and Madras. They are to be obtained at 5 or 5 Ra a man 
a month, aeoordiag to the distance from the town at which they are emploj^d, and it is 
generally acknowledged that they are vatuablo labourers, the best men only being se¬ 
lected to enjoy tl||^ privilege of beingfreed from^tlfeir irons and living ont of the jail: 
the hold that is obtained over them, by the certainty (h^ any misbehaviour on their parts 
will be attended by a ruturn to both jail andiions, causes them to become steady and

T£, laasmall province lying south ofthat of Amherst,between the latter and Tavoy,.hRT* < 
ing'for its sontbern boundary the river Uenga, which enters tiio sea in lat. 14»3a.* The 
town of T£ is sitnated about20 mifea up a river of the same name, in lat. 13'. It 
contains a population of abont SOOsouis only,chiefly Talieiis, and has notiiitherto been made 
the i%sidenoe of an European officer. It is a pretty, retired spht and its people are a proof 
of the extremely peaceable and orderly disposition of the Natives of Utis country ; for 
though occasionally visited by the European officer of Government, it is seldom found 
thatthereareany disputestosedtie among them, and even the most petty oflTenccs are of very 
infrequent oeoorrenoe. Tiie people are mostly engaged in riee cultivation, and an infe- 
rior quality of teak is procured some distance op the river, with which large native trad¬ 
ing boats are constructed. Owing to a bar at the moutli of the river and to extensive sand 
and mud batiks lying off it, it is appioacbable only by small vessels, and iargesized boats, 
when laden, cannot enter. • 

South of T6 lies the province of Tavoy, the second in size and importance of the pro¬ 
vinces. The town of Tavoy, thSugli situated 40 miles up a large river of the same name, 
is yet only 8 miles from the sea in a direct line, such being there the brriuith of the 
tongue of land dividing the river and the sea, forming a point in lat. 36'. The 
mouth of the Tavuy river forms a splendid harbour, fitted to receive and Mhcltcr the largest 
vessels, easily accessible and navigable to a distance of 30 miles for ships drawing 13 or 
14 feet, having its deep*water olose to the right bank. Unfortunately, there is little or 
no ground at the mouth of the river fitted for the establishment of a town, as the hills slope 
down almost to the water’s edge. Still, were the resources of this province, in trade and 
prodnetion, equal to those of Moutmion, there is no doubt the town would ere this have 
been removed to a more convenient distance from the river’s mouth. As it is, the obstruc¬ 
tions in the river for the last 20 miles, are so nnmerous bs to preclude a nearer approach 
to vessels drawing more than 9 or 10 feet. The town is situated on the left bank of tht. riv¬ 
er, and was considered by the Burmese a strongly fortified place, and was more than once 

Mlhe rendezvous of their forces in their attacks on Siam. When taken by us, it was sur¬ 
rounded by a high briek wall, having an interior plat form nearly level with the top. 
Each face was nearly half a mile in length. Round the north and river faces, at a dts- 
tanoe of about 400 yards, was an innei wall of smaller V,eight and less substantial build, 
enclosing the suburbs of the town. To the Siamese such a fortification was impregnable, 
and traoes arc still very distinct of the encampment of the Siamese Army which beseiged 
the town some SOyeariago, and'bfockaded it for several months, though without success. 
The walls are now fast disappearing, the materiafS being Employed for making roads or 
for any private pnrpose. The populltion at present consists of 9,300 souls, and is rather 
on the decline than otherwise, owiq^ to the superior field for mercantile enterprise afibrded 
at Moolmein. Tavoy has no inland trade, having oommunioation only wiUi Siam, with 
vrbiicb'noantry, as before stated, our intercourse is very liutited, not that Siam is jealous of 
auoH overlaiid intercourse, but that a more easy access is provided to her by water. The 
ur|l9lh popuifition of Tavoy province is about 36,000 scattered over the Country, chiefly on 
the banks of the Main liver. In villages, which being of older standing than those around 
Moulmein, present a far mote sqlhstanlial and comfortable appearance. Rice is the 
ehief prodaettoii of tiie oountrf, of which large qnantftim are qnnualty exported to the 
Struits. Teak does not gvewu in tiie province, but It abounds in a description of timber

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(tliingan) but little Inferior to teak, and equally adaflieif to skip and liouse/bqUdidg«' «|h; 
equally obnoxious to white aatij It is to be bad in uttliniited quaatity and of the tarfost, 
size. A ship load of it was some years ago sent to CMoutta, but owing,the prejoddees. 
wbioh there exist, against all timber not bearing the name of teak, searce fk look wa^ 
vouchsafed to it, though it is said that those who did purchase it, found reason to congra* 
•tulaif themselves on obtaining a cheap and valuable bargain. Tin and iron ores are to 
be had throughout the Province. The former is collected in small quantities by the na,ir. 
lives and is very rich, yielding 70 and 80 per c^nt. of^etal; but it doesnot appear to 
abonnd so extensively in any oni^place, as to be likely to yield a profit were thg collee*' 
tion engaged in on a large sdhie. The iA>n ores have never yet been collected, though 
the speeiiuens o btained appear to be rich. 


Under the Burmese rule the very name of “ Tovnyer" was a^term of reproach, the people , 
of this province being considered more addicted to drinking, opinm smokiog and their 
attendant vices, than those of any other part of the kingdom. So far was this opinion .of' 
them carried, that every other town throughont the provinces, had a space ontside their. 
walls called UicTavoy district, exclusively appropriated for Tavoyers, who were not allow-, 
ed to enter the town at night. During the first few years of our rule, there was ample 
proof of the justice of these suspicious, them being mot e ci iinus and petty offences com¬ 
mitted in this province, than perhaps in all the othei^ pat together ; but a more pure and 
impartial adiuiiiistraiion of justice, combined with the fidid that is now open to all for 
procuring a comfortable and honoiahte livelihood, has tended gradually to improve the 
morals of these people, and the Tavojors aie now asoiderly and peaceable a population, 
as that ul the other Provinces, —crimes of iiiagmtude are of rare occurrence, and those of 
minor degice ate annually on the decicasc. 

• 

Mergui, the most southerly of the provinces, extends from that of Tavoy to the river 
Pakchau in Id'’ Id’, which ilividos the Britisli possessions on the coast from those of , 
Siam. The town of Mergui is Situated in 12“ 21’at the mouth of the Tenasserim river, 
anil contains a popiilalioii of t>,.jOd souls. The houses are built round the bases of a elus-. 
ter of low hills whose summits ariacrowned with pagodas and temples and on the top of. 
one of which are the bariacks of the troops, together witii most of the European officers’ 
icsidcnccs, than which more delightful sites are seldom seen. The hill rises almost ab« 
ruptly from ilie watef, a street only seperating them. It commands a widely extended ^ 
view of the sea, studded with islands of ait sizes and descriptions, an^ is completely open , 
to its refroshing breezes. Few people can visit Mletgui without admiring the beauty, 
its scenery or lienclilting by the si^ubrity of its climate; but it has little else to recommend, 
it as a residence, 'riioiigh the eye ranges over a wide expanse of water, yqt but few ves¬ 
sels are over sepu making their way towards tlio port ^ and though the vicinity of tb.e sea, 
with all its agreeable acooinpanimcnts of superb tisherieift Boat sailing, &c. be highly de-. 
iigbtfui for a shoi t time, yet the vieciusioia of the place and its precarious commnnieatiqn^. 
with the world, tender a rcsidon<'.e«thoie oxceediiigly*ilull and monotanous to those who 
have mo duties to perform or are in no way related tu the place. ^, 


The harbonr is easy of access tofesseU of :K)0 or 400 tons, which can ran in amt anolHir. 
within a few yatds of the wharf,perfectly sheltered froiii the moil violent wc^tbri by the 
small island of iVla^amacan lying parraHei to the town at the distance of about 1 a luiic. 

Mergwt-’wvis earfier kaowo, however, to Europeans thup aoy other part of the coast. W% 

read in.old boefcs and gageUeos,iff its baing formerly tbesitkof an Euglish factory, and in 

one it Is stated, that the £. X, Company being jealous of the prosperity of some EngKah

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BierobattW iw^ivg ttiew, an armed tesselwaa sent over from MadriwwitU inUrncUons 
to her eomitmnder so to demean himself towards the author|tiea of the place, as to iosalt 
and.diegatt them and indaoo them to expel the merohanta. In this he succeeded. The 
iataoUon of seizins and murdering them was discovered, and they <fled with preeipitalion; 
hot the commander of the vessoliost his life. Subsequenlly the French seem to have esta¬ 
blished themselves in the place, bat were eventually driven out by the Siamese. .The * 
gallant defence of a handful of French against a whole host o'f Siamese, is matter of his¬ 
tory. Daring the last war with Fraif^, Me/gul and the neighbouring islands seem to have 
been much resorted to by French privateers, and the old inhabitants still remember a visit 
fiwnthe British neet (Admiral Wauon it is suptiosed), the butting out a Frenoli vessel 
during the night, and a visit in state the next day from the Admiral to the Burmese Oo- 

veinor. 


tn former times, no donhl, Mergui was a much more important piano than it now is, as it 
formed the chief, if not the only,outlet fortbe produce of Siam, which must have come over- 
land to Tenasserim and fioin thei.ee down the river to Mcrgul, Tenasserim is spoken of 
in old books, as a large, populous and flourishing .;ity, but it has long been deserted, nor 
do such remains of.t as now exist, in any w.iy indicate such a place as is described. It 
has a stockade v»ith a bund and one or two b.irk bastions, but it is not of any ex¬ 
tent and the few pagodas within, are not of that size or beauty which would designate it 
as the site of aonce populous add flou.isl.ing place. It is situated about 50 miles E. of 

Meittiii at the junction of,two rivers, insignificant during the N. E. Monsoon, but wide 

and iH,.idstrcam> during the rains. One of these has a duo N. and S. course and is 
aeni rHlIy called the Tenasserim river It is formed by the junelion at a point about 
60 miles East of Tavoy town, of two streams, one running from the northward, the other 
from the southward. After junction the united streams rut. round the northern base 
of a ridge of mountains and pruceed southerly towards Tenasserim. Its banks show 
siaos of having been at one time populated^ but are now quite deserted, except by a 
few tribe!! of Kayeus. a wandering race without fixed habitations, and who mostly shun 
all community will, other people. F.om the banks of this river arc obtained the largo 
ouantUlcs of sapan wood annually brought to Mergni# and exported from thence to 
Calcutta. It IS cut by the Mergni people, who proceed up the river from that place, 
early in the rains, m boats, cut the wood, raft it an bamboos and so bring it down. The 
takes about 6 or 7 weeks, and often two aie made, during a seasAn b, the same pea- 
pie. Each boat is u*nder engagement to deliver all the wood cut by the men in her, to 
Le merchant of the place at certain agreed rates, and advance, aie made to them be¬ 
fore starting. The rates vary from 4 i to 7 Rw per UW vi,s (355 pound.,) and wliei. tl.e de¬ 
mand is great, men arc to be had at Tavoy who proceed overland from that place to the 
Tenasserim river and convey their rafts in a similar manner to Morgui. X ^aty of 16 per 
cent on the market price is leNibd at Mergui. This produce is the chief artiolo of ex- 
port from Mergui. Rice is grown, but not to any extent beyond the consumption of the 

place. ” , 

*FroiB Mergni HieliT io the souther boundary of our possessions In this quarter, is an 
immense tract of fertile but unpopulated country. Thriinghoui it. however, there exist 
si^ of its hawing heoo once peopled to a oonsiderablo extent ; but owing, it is suppos'd, 
to Uie drvesta*tlng and barbarous warfare that had uninterruptedly cxisfed between Sian, 
and A»«. from the lime of Abmpra, to our couqne.sl of the country, the population lias 

Enlaces iith the Stes of some *tt them denoted by wells find fruit, trees. WUh.n tbwe 
laatC years, a considerable number of people from the nolghbomlog Siamese states 
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hate <>mi!i;rated into onr prov^eoa, to envape tiio grindioK exactions \J whi«b'< thiy-, -, 
ate sahjected. Tliese people mve been settled in some ofibe sites amv« ailtidedto^'' 
and have been assisted with sniali advances of money to enable tnem to clear'tbo. 
land and raise their own subsistence. Such people, however, are far froia^ proviofc 
valuable addition to the population. Looked on and treated by tbeir own^rulers «w 
• littlo* better than staves, the freedom they enjoy under us is too sudden and - tno 
great for them. They aro sunk in apathy and iistlessness and look to nothing beyond 
a mere temporary subsistence of the most wretojied ddheription. Hopes are Mtertoined 
that this tract of country will e^ntually be found adapted to the eultivatiou^ of some 
of tho valnabic species of .^erican Cotton, and experimeuts arc now making witb* thn 
Pernambuco and Sea Island. 

Among the islands of the Mergui Archipelago appertainiijg to ns, considerable eotiec> 
tions arc annually made of tho edible bird’s nests; an articicr depending for its vaJae 
•n the extraordinary taste of the Chinese, among whent it sells fur upwards of its weight 
in silver, though to European palates, utterly tasteless and useless except as a thickener 
to soups or slews. The collection is sold as a monopoly and yields anuually a large 
sum to the ticasury. • 

After this brief desciiption of each province, it remains to say a few words on the gene¬ 
ral subject of our possesaiuiis io that quailer. • 

The following statement will doubtless possess considerable interest:

Two tilings are wanting to the prosperity of live provinces and to^enable them to con¬ 
tribute more largely than at present towards the payiiujjit of their own expenses t po¬ 
pulation and the inti oductiou of some article of produce that may attract tho skill tmdi 















oftpilalof E«|toe«tna and other eoloniats. The latter, indeed, in a great meaanre involvea 
the fhrm6r»Aa n^uld anj speeies of caUivation be eventn^ly found aaffioiently attraetive 
taanob aia^Qista, they will be under Abe necessity of biinging labourers with tbom, as the 
Itormeise. leasing alone the very high wages they aie now enabled to demand and to re* 
eelve, would be found ill adapted for field or plantation labourers. A Burmah has no 
idea of the constant, unvarying, daily work that would be required of him, under fuefa i 
cirouinstanoes. He is too indolent, too unsteady. He wilf labour hard perhaps for a 
noath or two at work that be likes bud tia^ been accustomed to, such as elearing jangle 
or fellingytimber, but he will then pass an equal time in dping nothing, living on the wages 
be'has earned. Be is inoapabie of steady labour and has nevei^et felt tiie pressureof want 
to stimulate him to habits of industry. It does not appear that any description of produoe 
bas yet been Introdneed that would answer the above purpose. Experiments are in 
course throughout tbe oountry^with the Pernambuco cotton seed, and if it succeeds ample 
ieformatton on tbe subject will no doubt be heieafter afforded. A small sample of the 
cotton grown and forwarded to Mr. Patrick at the Glo’ster mills, was much prized by that 
gentleman, who declared it to be superior to any he bad ever seen grown in India. 

The question bas often been mooted.—What advantage results from the retention of 
tbeTeaasserim Provinces?’' It may be answered ns follows:— 

Ist. With the exception of thb months of the Irrawaddy, we now hold possession of tbe 
whole eastern side of the Bay of Bengal. There is no doubt that daring tbe last war with 
France, the Tenasserini coast with the numerous islands of it, afforded refuge to the 
enemy's cruizeis ilnring tho violence of tbe south we8t*Mon50on, from whence a few days 
sail only, brought them at once into^tbe track of our merchant vessels ; whereas our men* 
of'Warwere generally obliged to proceed to Bombay daring that season and required 
weeks to return to the Bay. Trinconialio, whatever it may now be, was then a most un¬ 
healthy station, and proved the grave of oar shfps’ crews. In ease of a future war, not only 
are our enemies deprived of a resort to the coast, but the advantage is transferred to our* 
selves, and, if necessary, a naval station might with ease bo formed either at Mergui, at the 
month of the Tavoy river, at King’s Island between Tavoy^nd Morgiii, or at St. Matthew’s 
Island south of Mergui, the latter being described by Capt. Ross as one of the finest har¬ 
bours in the world. , 

< 

Our position in tbe Teaasserim Provinces, overawes both Ava and Siam. In case 
of a ruptuie with the former, we have easy access to Rangoon, cither by sea or land, and 
a few marches would carry an army into the very heart of the country, seeuring possession 
of all the rich and populous towns and districts lying on tbe route from Martaban to Ava, 
acountry possessing a large proportion of Talain population, whom a signal fij^om us would 
raise in revolt against their prescnttruleis, and who are known to be even now watching 
an opportunity of quitting the country and placinii^liemscltos under our own protection. 
Out neighbourhood is a subject of dreed and alarm to Siapt, and tends to keep up in that 
pdwer an adherenoe to tbe tieaties she has made with us, and to render her desirous of'be- 
in^on a friendly footiag wiUi us. *

On the score of humanity, our position on tbe Tenasserim coast is of wide-spread 
and Iqapprecia&le benefit. We have pot an end to the devasiing and savage warfare that 
constantly existed between Ava and S^nm. It is not the population of the provinces 
alone that are now freed from the inroad Of their enemies, and from the Almost as much 
dreaded presence of tbe forces obtheir former Government,«ent either for their proteeiion 
^r to^taliate by siinilai inroads; but the states on our northern frontier and the fron- 
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tier \tfOv\nces of both Siam and Ava, equally enjoy the blesiings of peatfS and 
Oar northern neighbours are d|epty sensible of, and ((ratefal for, the ben|etewethti»a^(M^d^ 
them, and in their oommnnioations with u», the subject is often dwelt upon. ** Wo are An 
longer," say they,—** obliged to confine ourselves within the walls of our towns^to cultivaie 
our fields by stealth with arms in our hands, and to live in constant dread of onrsetves er 
t our yives and faiuilies being carried off into irrenicdiabic slavery," Again, (lie exantpie 
of a more liberal, just and upright Government in their immediate neighbourhood, haslwd 
the elTeot of wonderfully improving that of the cpnntri^ bordering on us. That of Rangoon, 
in particular, has been under th| necessity of foregoing the system of rapacity qnd oKtat- 
tion which formerly existed; when the sole object of the individual entrusted with tf»e 
Government, was that of filling his own and the purses of his relatives and friends. They 
well known that such a system would not now bo endured, and that if resorted*to, th« peo¬ 
ple have a refuge at hand. It is a well known fact, that about two years ago an anony¬ 
mous petition in the name of the people of Ualla (a largo town opposite Rangoon, mt 
tire other side of the river) was read before the Viceroy in full Durbar, to the effect that 
the Government of the town was pursuing a system of exaction that was intolerable, and 
unless redress was afforded them, they would quit the place in a body and eiuigrate to 
Moulmein. The petition, as may be supposed, wps not a little startling, and every means 
was resorted to ascertain how it came into Court. Ail enquiries were ineffeetual, bat the 
petition was attended to withoat delay. 

• 

4thl^. From our position in this quarter, we may look to an eventual friendly inter¬ 
course with a wide and hitherto unknown extent of country, watered by the Salween, 
the Menaiu and Cambodia rivers, with their numberless tributary streams. We have the 
prospect, as already described, of being annually visited by caravans from the frontier of 
China; our own traders aie fast pushing their way among the intermediate Shan states, 
tributary some to Ava some to Siam; and new routes are opening for the people of those 
states to visit us, withoat subjecting theniseiVes to the exactions they Asually undergo in 
passing through the territories of their almost nominal masters, who, when once the be¬ 
nefits of such a commercial intercourse have been felt, will find it no easy task to put a 
stop to it. • 

Such, then, arc the advantages derived from oar retention of the Tenasserim provinces. 
Eight years have sCen the site of a long desected Burmese town converted into a flou¬ 
rishing and important settlement, the resort of traders from all parts of India, for whom* 
an opening has been effected to hitherto unknown regions; the blessings of peace and 
order have been conferred on myiions among whom war, rapine and pillage existed in 
all their horrors; and the road is open for the spread of civilisation and knowledge among 
people, of whpm a few years ago we were entirely ignorant. How cheering, also, to the 
friends of Christianity, is the prospect that now opens wf^soocessful result to the labours 
of the persevering and antiring missionary, lathe Tenasserim Provinces lie takes bis 
stand, seonre from molestation os interrnption, qautiiies himself for his ardaoas duties, 
and'hither confining bimself to the different people to be found in tb'e provinces them¬ 
selves, or boldly throwing himself into the snrrounifing conntries,*preaehes the Gospel 
to thousands and distributes the printed “ Word of God among all around him. He 
basto deal with a comparatively anpVejadiced and qnbigotted people, and fte success of 
the American (tHhre is no Eogiisb) Mtsaiou in Burmah, is aiihost unprecedented in (he 
annals of missionary labour. . 
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OUR^ELATIONS WITH CHINA 

CONSIDERED WITH REFERENCE TO THE CASE OF LORD NAPIER.

AUlioogli the pamphlet.s of’Messrs. Gordon, Lindsay, Matheson, and Sir Georg’s Staan- 
ton have been some time before the public, and must be familiar to all those who take any 
nitcie.st in Anglo-Ciiineso politics, a few observations suggested, by the perusal of these 
woiks, to one who has no other interest in the settlement of the important questions at 
issue between China and Gteai llritain, than Ibat'which belongs to him as a citizen of the 
woi Id, may still be found to possess some claim to attention. Under that impression they 
Hie submitted to the public. ^ 

The advocates fur non-intcrfereiioe with China, rest mainly upon the broad principle 
that when we go to a foreign port to trade, we are bound to submit to the terms proposed 
by that nation, and to its laws generally, while we remain in such port—or go away ; 
but this piinciplc, so undeniablyjuslinthcabstiact,must, however, as Mr. Lindsay remarks, 
be received with some modifications ; there must, it is olcar, be q limitat’on to submission 
even in ibis case ; for as in the intercourse of individuals, though a man may refuse to receive 
another, if he goes further and kicks him dcfwn stairs, the kicked m&f at least demand a 
leason. 

So sweetly you bade me adieu, 

Rut why dtd you kick me down siairsl 

• 

and the kickei must incur the responsibility of the Aicibec’r resentment, if the answer be 
not satisfactory : so in the intercourse Donations, although one Government may exclude 
the suhjerts of anotfier from trade or lesidcnce, it may not subject them to indignities 
while they do trade or reside, without iucurring the responsibility* of resentment. This 
illustiation is homely, but it is emphatically applicable to the ease China and Hritish sub* 
jocts resident therein, and particularly to the treatment of Lord Napier. 

It is quite true, moreover, as Mr. Matheson shews, that China cannot now, consistently 
with reason and Vattel, claim the benefit of the abstract principle slated ; because she has for 
foi two hundred yeais permitted u.s to tiadewith her, and either avowedly or tacitly recognized 
I ights and privileges, sanctioned now by The law of tong usage, sacred every where, but more 
espeejaiiy so in China, aocordinglo the professionso? the Government of that country, where 
precedent is constantly, often falsely, pleaded as an answer to the clajjns of justice anddho 
dictates of common sense. We have only hitherto asked from the Chinese, however, 
what is oonsi.stent with reason anil the practice of civilized nations, and clearly reconoil' 
able with the priojiipie of reciprocity, as respects our conduct to that nation. We permit 
Chinese to come to our ports and trade with whom they please, or reside‘wherever they 
may find it conviq^iont to locate themselves. As ^o'Penang and Singapote, it might be 
urged that they confer advantages on us by their coming—that we are too glad to have them 
at those places; but in*Caicnlta we are certainly independent of them and there we have 
plenty o^tbem, rather troublesgme subjects, yet they enjoy every] piivilege of ^fflritisli 



citizens. Wliawoutd be said by the oUilized Ooveinmenta of Enrope and* America, (the 
Chinese Governin'nt peihaps caies not for its subjects,) wen we to denonoce their settlers 
as barbarians who must be (governed without the laws, to limit them and any Chinese 
vessels coming to tiade to Baiasore roads, and to compel their wives to reside at Pondi* 
cberryt Allowing, as we do, to Chinese all and more than all the privileges we ask finni 
them, on what principle of justice—by what law of morality oi of nations, aie wo preplud- . 
ed from demanding reciprocity ? 
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We have, then, to enquire wbeth^ wc have any indignities or injuries to complain of. 
Passing over the more romote examples of insult and injdry e^peiionced by us, which aio 
so well*sketched in Mr. Gordon’s clever and instructive pamphlet—conceding for the sake 
of argument, as he does not give his authorities, that as to some of them be may be mis¬ 
taken, let us come at once to the ca.se of Lord Napier, as an instance so flagrant, that it 
cannot be passed over without <-stain on the national character of Groat Britain. That 
some, perhaps many, of our fellow'siibjscts in China and elsewhere, whose integrity and 
intelligence are equally beyond dispute, hold that Lord Napier was entirely in the wrong 
and that he provoked and deserved much of the ill treatment he experienced, i.s beyond 
di.spnte; and in Sir George Staunton, those who take this view of the case have found a 
distinguished leader, who has not hesitated to afliiiu that His Lordship came to China 
unprovided with any pioper oflicial document—that the Cliinc.se bad no voucher for his 
authority but “ his ipse dint —the ipse dixit of a man whose veiy first act within the Chinese 
territory, wa.s to violate their laws”! It is dilhcult to listen to, or to lead, such assump¬ 
tions as these with patience, notorious as the fact is, that whatever the Chinese function¬ 
aries may have pretended to tliocontiary -tiowevei grea( their o/firial ignorance of his Lord- 
ship’s rank or status, (an ignorance they would not allow to be removed) they could not but 
be well aware that the man who came with two men of war, which afterwards act their 
batteries at defiance, and ihade them tremble in their shoes, must be a man of authority. 
Still it must be coiic^eded that if Lord Napier had conic to China unprovided with any 
authority from his Goveinment entitled to find credit with the Chinese authorities, and 
which he was ready to produce, the error would have been a fatal one, and the fart of liis 
being unprovided with such a document, sufiicient to justify Lord Palmerston’s impeach¬ 
ment ; but when we come to apply the infallible te.st of truth to these bold assertions, they 
dwindle away at once into mere quibbles or turn out to be assumptions having no founda¬ 
tion in fact. Thus on examining closely Sir George Staunton's statement respecting 
Lord Napier’s having np propdl oflicial document, we find it qualiOed by the words, “ from 
his own goferoiaeot addressed to Chinese authorities," in other words Lord Napier did not 
bring a “respectful missive,” as the Chinese would call it—to whom? to the Emperor? 
Ob ! no ; we must not approach the Emperor; no, but to ^llovernor Loo III “ His Majesty 
William the 4th, King of Great Britain and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &e., .sends 
greeting to His Excellency Governor Loo”! I No truly. Lord Napier was Aot the hearer 
of a doenment so dignified ; but he was the bearer of a Cumniission under the Sign Manu ■ 
al, appointing him Chief of His Majesty^ Superintendents; he come in a man-of-war—a 
frigate; his authority was instantly recognised by British subjects in China, and npiess 
Hfdljordship had been^lepoted to PeAin, what other voucher did ho require ? If the 
Chinese authorities were offMaltg ignorant of his rank and oj the riroumstannes described, 
*aiM) wbich were matters of suflicient notoriety, whose fault was that? Sir George Staun¬ 
ton. oomplatna, ihdeed, that they bad no voucher but his Lordship’s ipse digiit; but'why bad 
they not? Why, but because they would not admit his Lordship to an interview with the 
Viceroy, to which be was entitled by his*rank—a rank recognized by hisofellow-suhjects 
in Canton and beyond doubt malys known to the Chinese|r-of whioh they had as much 
etidenee as they have required in other eases precedents which folly justified His Lord- 
ship in insisting open an interview for the purpose of aommunlcating in dnetfrom his 
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authority and inslractiona.* 'Eiie Chinese, indeed, deny these precedents/and in an ediei 
ot the Governor of the 2d Soptlmber, declared that on examining they f^d that Minieterl^' 
had had no tritercourse with outside barbarians; but the precedents are matters of bisto*'^ 
rical fact which cannot be set aside by the impudent assertion of a Chinese'functionary. 
In llie same edict, it was also falsely affirmed by the Governor, that ‘‘it cduld not be 
knovyi wliethei Lord Napier is an offirer or a meichant! yet before the date of that edict, 
thiee Mandarins of high rank, deputed by the Governor, had waited upon Lord Napier!^ 
viz,, the Ktoanrhow Fno, the Chaaehow Foo, and Kwang dtiow hee, an honour never yet paid by the' 
Chinese Government to any merchant whatever; and had the Viceroy granted to his Lotd" 
ship the same icei-ptiun be h*ad conceded to others of equal or inferior rank, his Excellency 
would have been duly informed of his Lordship's commission and functions ; bqt this 
reasonable lequest was denied, and the Mandarins who waited on Lord Napier, refused even 
to be the bearcii of a leitei fioin his Lordship to the Governor; and then the Chinese autho¬ 
rities plcaii the nfficul ignoianec causedh y themselves—(4s can$equenee$ of their own act, as a 
junttfiration of then own wrong tf Such conduct is worthy of them, alike consistent with 
tfiiMi nouons of dignity and morality; but it is unworthy of a gentleman of Sir Georgo 
Suiinton's I'liaiacter, to adopt their paltiy pretexts and their special pleading casuistry,

A voi V favoniitc illustration of the vindicators of the conduct of the Chinese in the Napier 
rase, adopted by Sii George, and the idea of ^vhich is derived apparently from one of the 
Chinese edicts, is thi',:—“ What if an envoy were be dcputeii to a European Court, and with¬ 
out deliveiiiig his credentials, without any vuucliei for his authority or identity, but his own 
tpse diitt, slioiiid eomc to that court and insist on residing there contrary to the orders and 
wishes of the Gove.iumcnt of the enulitrybut the answer to this alleged parrallel case, 
so fieqiientlv and so ftxiiltingly advanced, is not diffionU.

AuUn fot one moment*to the paltry pretext, that the authorities of Liver¬ 
pool were ljfnaraolo/lher 3 aj: 0 iff^dC/i///oief</acf/oflarf—/ia(/nerer seen bis ciedentfals, 
When the only cause of such ignorance was their refusal to admit an interview sanctioned 
alike by reason and by numerous precedents? No,—such a plea may be adapted to Gliincsc 
' morality; but such wretched casuistry could be an insult to the understandings of the 
oiviliaed world. ' . 

.It is a mistake to suppose that a mere questionV>fybm was involved in this demand 
of an interview with the Viceroy—it is equally an error to treat the concession even of 
• form Qr oereomny in China, as a matter of no importance; fur the concession of a form 
there, is often the sacrifice of a very important principle. Had Lord Napier foiwaided his 
/i commission through the Hong Merchants, or applied through them foi leave tu re.side at 
Canton, he would not only have submitted to what would have degraded him in the esti- 

f 

mktion of the Ciiinese auiliorities, but he would from tliat very cause liave placed himself 
in a position that would have rendered him utterly useless and powerless to protect 
British interests in that remote quarter.^ It is urged, indeed, that be would still have 
been in a position similar to that of the Company’s Chief; but he would not; for a 
▼pry obvious reason, that he never could have had that influence which the Company's 
uetvants owed to the ciroomstanos of their being dealers to an en.irtuuus aaiount on behalf 
of their Honorable Masters, while Lord Napier, though a representatiee of tiadc, nut 
trading at all, would have been in a very dilTerent situation ; and had liis eomniu' 
'l^ication svith the authorities been made through the Hong Mereliants, Mi. Dent oi Mr. 
HMdine would have had more influence than the Chief of Hi.s Majesty's SupprinU-niionts, 
or ftaa ali tbeSuperinte^dcuts onmbined, and might easily at any time lure thwarted 
bis*or their views and measures, bad they been so disposed. It is idle, ther|fore, to talk 
ef the (koHity witif which, by consenting to the proposed indignity, his Lonlalnp and 
bU colleagues might have quietly slipped into the shoes of the Companv’s Select ('mn* 
mittee. In short, the Company’s servants derived their vast inlliieni-e fiom the c.untni 
' they wielded; the Chief bearing hh Majesty's comnii.ssiqn, eonid o'eaily dc.ive In', only 
fVem rank and authority; but the meanest Mandat in would have ianglicd ut the iile.i of Ins 
Wtifc or autboiity aflerbe had descended tu petition through Jie Hong Mcu;liant«; for ihe 
wealthiest of the Hong Merchants, whatever secret iiifl-icnuc his nuic wealth may give 
'bliii, would kaw-tou fh public to the meanest Mandarin in oflice; since in Ihe code 
. of the Chinese Aristocracy, the vocation of the merchant is degiading, and UiIn mlu is 
constantly enforced ; it is, in fact, a principle of Chinese polity never ovoiluoked. The 
'sUaation,theD,inwbicirsuoha proceeding as that of humbly petitioning through the Hung 
'liletehants would have placed His Lordship, every one who weighs these facts may 
laBderstand; that it would have Lean one quite devoid of power and dignity and of ail 
..utility^ every unprejudiced man must admit. , 

By some who espouse the cause of the Chinese against Lord Napier, it is con- 
^jpttdpd that hi> Lordship could not have submitted to petition through the Hong Merchants; 
^>^91 ilt^y ibal the great error, the original sin of the onse, was tliat of 

,^^|^ing ovt a Kdbleman and a commissioned officer. That is a mere assumption, but it 
is BIMther branch question. It is enough now to maintain, that the Taepan, sent out 

eoneeqnonoe of a, request of the Chinese anthorities, was a man of high rank bearing 
‘ Mis Ma jesty’s'commission and insttuo^joas to reside in Canton, These qualifications fully

Tliat Lord Napier went up to Canton williont that permitfiott obtained tlirungh tlie 
Hong Merchants already distsussed, is true ; but that he proceedu.t tlicre clandestinely, is 
noMrue: and again tliosu who vindicate the Chiiieso lantlioiities are chaticuged to siiev 
what law of the Empire his Lordship violated. A writer in the Chinese ob*

Yet without attempting to prove the charge of violating a law of tlio empire, Sir George 
SUtiniun* leasons upon it as estabiislierl, and founds on it his |weepiug condemnation of 
Liid Napier’s proceedings from first to last! Sir George is a high authority on aquesttoo 
ol CluiieKc l.iw, but he is opposed in this instviice by men as welt-versufit in the laws and in 
the l.inguitge o< China as liiiuself, They are British subjects, however, and the wortliy 
Bironct, adopting the preurfrypliilanthropy of those who espouse with th^ zeal of parti- 
zans the cause of the Cliinc|p against British subjects, employs Chinese casuistry 
and pii'fers Chinese evidence in siippoit of that cause, and could of course pay no attention 
to the facts or argunieiiis of foieigners yi China, however distinguished these may bo for 
tnlegnly, intclligeift'i', and an acquaintance with the language, manners and customs of 
the “ central tloweiy land but he would have paid more respect, pdihaps, to the admutsion 
of Governor Loo himself, that Lord Napier had not iArouff/iout, violated the lam of Chitut! 
and at all evciiu the weight duetto such an autlionty cannot be questioned. In Goverhur 
Loo’s memorial, no. 14, to the Einpeior, reporting tho drpnrture of Lord Napier from 
Canton, liis Bjtccilency declares that although he. Lord Napier, had *'enterlaiaed ahsvrd 
•uionarp fancies, HE YET HAS SHEVYN NO REAL DISREGARD OF THE LAWS.” . 

In oonsidering this ease, we have nothing to do with Governor Loo's inconaistuncies or 
the opniradictioDs in his various »ports. It is for him to reconcile them; but io this adntt** 
lion of his, in one of his latest reports to the Emperor, of Lord N%pier’s proceedings.-jse 
have &n answer to the plea, the pretext of bis Lordship’s having violated th^Jaws. that 
cannot be gainsaid; and whatever Sir George Staunton may say to it, on iJtiEii.Voint. atv 
least, the whole i|urld besides wilt admit that Governor Loo is a better aathorHy'than the 
worthy Baronet.

The answer U that 
Lord Napier never did cause any such piocinination to be pranardod. What he did do in 
that respect, w^a this. Seeing his piooeediiigs misrepresented and the grossest oaliintnios 
and insalts widelv disseminated by the Chinese authorities, he did cause to be placarded, a 
brief but clear and, in my judgement, plain and forcibloyet temperate exposition of lhe,rea{ 
stale of the case, no. 7, of the OiHcial documentst entitled “ luteretting to the Chineat Mer^ 
eh»fUa. Present state of relations between (H^ina andGreat Jirttain.Trueandofficml document”. Many 
ot the Foreigners thowglit the publication of Ihit document (premature, but theieisnota woid 
in it'inviting rebellion, unless the exposure of the mwrepresentarions of Governor Loo, are to 
be «0 deemed; and that wa.s jiisiified by the shameful slander directed against his Lord* 
ship; butevew that applies no stronger language to the Governor than that of charging 
' M'mwith ignoiance and obstinary. 

. The farts already advanced, establish the conclusion, that the Chinese authorities were 
wholly without justiRcation for refusing Lord Napier the interview he required. Their 
treatment of his Lurdsiiip, when he was leaving Canton, is too painful to dwell on ; and it 
h tttonrnfui to reflect that any British sabjeets should be swayed by passion, prejudice or 
aelAshness into an attempt to defend such* gross treachery and inhumanity. Sir George 
Staunton, however, is so completely carried away by his pseudo-philanthropy in favor 
oC the Chinese, that with the zoal^of a partisan, he waves all candour and fair dealing, 
and' sinking facts which it would be troublesome to answer, leaps at once to his 
^haired conclusion. lie alludes only to the detention of Lord Napier at llangshea'i, 
vyhteh ho treats as a mere customary matter or as a rosnU of precaution : now u lint arc the 
fapts of the CR.se ? Why those exhibited in the following .statement. His Loidship having ho- 
oorae seriously ill, Dr. Colledgc, the medical officer in attendance on him, urged the necessity 
of his resigning all further^ttention to business and procee-ding to .M.acau.

The iiagaist was re> 
ceivetl by the mind i;in, bnt cOiild flu it uothiuf sitisf.ictory as to the probable Umt when we should proceed to 
M icao Pioviike 1 .It length beyond ail endurance, by this cruel display of power, f requested the linguilt 
to arToint< toy me to the m in.l.iiiu's boat, wmch he did without anv kind of reiuctance ; and on the linguisi'e 
seirliii'j up iny n ime, an intei view, was immediately afforded ms. Througli him, I inhst fully explained lord Na- 
p>ei s nirciiniis, and the dangei of del.iy undei such circumstances. Thu mandarin replied, that he must coil* 
suli with the lliang-haii auihiiriiies, be'tore III-roul.l promise to re/e.ise us, but that he would lose no time^ 
repre'enting my statement. No further .'■ommanicatiou took place until 1 o'tdnck p. m., when this said 
duiiii, accompanied by two others of an inrcrior rank to himtell, came to us, and handed me the Heanga^n 
pass.

severe labor and anxiety whicti devolved upon him while at Cautoa. 

“ His lordahipV health began to fail about the beginning of Sepipniber, tad an attoekhf fever uqiertonadcn 
the 9'th, a period replete with events of a mist harassing descnptioo, aud auder circaraatanoes the most i&adw 
vantageous to the uatute of such an affection. Reeling compelled from a high sense of obligatim to hit

covety of his health ; at this time the violent symptoms of the fever subsided, and a change diene wu loqlgd 
M necessary for its re-establishment. The 2)iit, hn lordship embarked for MIcao, attcompaeied by Mfr. 
Cfolladge, and passed the following day comfoitably, although much annoyed from acourrences dreedy detoifed. 
Oq tlie 23d, during ihecrtMl, oeedlemafed vexatious detention, experienced amongst. ^ ndse of gonge, crack¬ 
ers, and dring of salutes, which our mandarine kept op by the boats in attendance, hi a^to «f lepeated lemoa- 
ftrances, his lordship sufiTenid a relapse of fever ; and he landed at Macao ou the tnoriung'of tne 28tb, «toi(« 
ethane^-and altogwerin a wens stato than be had ever been feom the commencement of bh illness.

And what was the pretext for the inhumanity which 
Caused It-a pretext which even the Chinese are ashamed to Ufge, but which is putforth for 
them by one of their Britiidi admirers and defenders—Sir George Staunton » Why, that the 
objector the delay was to prevent his Lordship getting down to Maoao before the frigates 
wer,e, thirty out of (he river; but the frigates, aeoordinU to ^tbe Chinese official report, 
passed the Bogue on the23d. The detention of Lord Napier at Ilansbean, although be 
irad been uitpeeessarily delayed before, commenced on the 23d, and was continued until 
.V. M. of the 25tlr, so that there is not a shadow of excuse for it. But what are we 
to say to Sir George Staanton's%andour in talking of detention only, as if there had been 
* nothing in the circumstances of the ease to render that detention in any form cruel— 
as if there had been nothing done to aggravate that detention and increase its per- 
nicions effects in a ten-fold degree ?

But what then, when redress is called for, what is the answer?-an attempt to deny 
ordispiuve those indignities and cruelties to which his Majesty's Superintendent in China 
was subjected !—no; bat we are told by (i,g lHaritiug Ilerild, for example, that “ the tea® 
will siucll no worse for them?" Such is the language of a journal, the organ of a party 
perprtanlly whining over our depgr^ng or dcpaited glorytl True it Is, that "the teas will 
taste no worse fur the treatment of Lord Napier ; but to those to whom the national honour 
Is dearer even than bohea» the quest^n addressed is, whether that treatment does not 
merely justify but render it imperatire on the BriUsh Government a demand amph 
reSreu for the past and snffioieot security for the fu (are.

* to furnish a pielext for making delays and difficulties, they were quite right. The Chinese 
authorities would still have said, wo don’t want a rae/ian-wo want one to coininunieato 
through the Hong, whoever heard of a Siiperifttendent of trade communicating with the 
Emperor; for a letter from Jdinilters th«y would have treated as they did laird Napier 
—they would not have received it except tiiough the Hong. In fact they woultl have 
refused to allow Lord Napier to como to Canton at all, except after humble fietition; for tbey 
would dearly not have recognized him as an ambassador, but merely as a Taepan adcording 
to their idea of the office—and as sneh precisely the some objections as were raised 
would have been made ; hut what do Ministiy say to ttie case? If the want of such doou 
ments justifies the Chinese, in what a situation are they placed who refused them; if 
not, on what principle—on what pretext can they defend a tame submission to the insult 
and injury inilictcd in that case without any cause, on the officer whom they deputed to 
China healing a commission under the Sign Ktanual I It is for them to say, and time 
will develop their answer; meanwhile assuming that th? national honour will be vindicated 
and our letations with Cliina be placed mi an intelligible and secure basis for the future, 
it may be useful to submit some considerations on the means of attaining these ends. 

Every thing we know of the character of the Chinese Government, and all that is recorded 
of onr lelaiions wiili that power, dinply prove that any appeal for redress to the celestial 
Einperoi, which is not suppoited by a deminstiation of force—is not in fact addressed to 
ins feats, will pi.ive fnlilu and misoliievous. Wo have •mly then to consider of the nature 
of tins deiiinnstration. Oi this point Mr. Lindsay has been very specific ; but perhaps it 
would he lisltcr to leave details to professional men. If the British Gwvernment can once 
be brought to admit the necessity of demanding redicss for the insults offered to Lord 
Napici, there e ,111 he no reason to doubt that they will be equally ready to perceive the 
wisdom of doing so in a manner Jikely to insure the desired result; now nothing short 0 ^ 
(he appeaiarioe ot an imposing foicc as near the capital of Cliina as may be, will accom¬ 
plish that object Tlio idea of again attempting communication via Canton, should be 
abandoned; foi ,all iKirties agree that that would be useless. An ambassador should be 
deputed at once to Pekin and be landed from an armed steameP on the bank nearest 
the capital of the Pci Ho, which can be ascended by vessels of light draft to a point 
within tliiity miles of the impeyjai city. The inteiiigouce that the Ambassador came 
attended by an imposing force, would insure for him something more than a mere res¬ 
pectful reception at the Impelial Court, and he should be instructed to plainly submit to 
the Enipeior, the alternative of the application of that Yo?ce ; but, it will be objected that 
this proceeding would be in fact a declaration of war—yes, but it is the only means, hf 
which yon can ever insure permaftient peace with Cflina. 

Ostendite bellaoi, at pacem habebitis,* • 

is, in short, the maxim strictly applicable to our policy towards the celestial Empire. It is 
tiiuetoesohew the*'speculative benevolence" which constantly places a semi-barbarous nati¬ 
on in a position of advantage over os. It is too much to permit the advocatSs of non-inter- 
ferenoe and submission to insult, to oontend first, tlpit the Chinese having evaded and not 
sought intercourse with foreigners are not bouiiU by the “ laws of nations", and next to 
admit their plea, ihaj we mast not seek redress bcoauso those laws require thode 
who prooej^ to afoieign country for trado or other purposes to submit to the fe* tocijybat- 
ever it may be. The truth is, thd^e has been an over refinement in the reasonings on this 
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question, rendered them utterly inapplioiihle the paiticuKii- ca«c and quite 

repnj;nanttothec\;[imon sense maxim that every geiieiul lu^c has exeeptioiis \tli{cli,in fact, 
prove the rule. The abstract piiiicipK: so much relied on, has itii<.leil tliose who so caKcily 
advance it. • It is idle to talk of adheiin^ to this piiiiciple in its ii)le^iit>. Take for 
example the case of accidental lioniicide of a Chinese by some Biitisli .suh)rct or subject 
unknown. In this case the law of China requires a victim, that same law rccni;niaes luitute« 
as a mode of judicial investigation. Arc the Biilish philanthio'pists, who piotess.sucli hor> 
ror at the very idea of departing fiom^tbeirjidmiiod piinciple, piepared to admit the appli¬ 
cation ofiuiii such a case—to admit that an innocent fellaw-subject should in such a case 
be tortured and strangled? If nut, what becomes of their princ*pin—their immutable rule ; 
and who is to draw the line belwecu the rule and the exception ? It is clcai then that in deal¬ 
ing wittf seini-baibarous nations wo cannot invariably apply to them rules of policy founded 
upon principles of justice and humanity, which they neither lecognize nor undeistand. That 
there are oases in which a civilized nation is justified in vindicating both, by an asseition 
of power—by aigning with force where reason would be in vain applied—and this ispie- 
eisely the case of China and Great Uiitain. The advocates for demanding redi ess, handle this 
matter too delicately. If war he the result of the proposed piocceding wirtt then ? How 
many of our wars—how many wars of the uivilizcd world, have had so good a justification as 
a war upon China by gicat Britain would have? Passing ovei lomoternumcioiis illiisliadotis 
which history affords us, have W'e not seen two gicat iialiotis, America and France, on (lie e\o 
of a wat on aocountof a few haisS woids in a Presidents’ message to coiigics'*! and yet. 
when aliiitisb siihjecVhearing the King's commission is wotiied to death, asloidNapici 
was, t>/{ir a pledge of safe conduct, to say nothing of previous insults, which some alteirpt 
to excuse, we must not demand redicss foisooth !—Wh/'^ Because an ahstiactpiiiicijilc for¬ 
bids us—or because, pcrchaucc,the trade may be inteiiupled ! ! The answer is that he tine 
way to secure it permanently against iiitoiriiption, is to bring these haughty, coiicciied> 
impotent Chinese to a sense of justice, by convinciitg (hem that we hate (he powci to exact 
it when denied, and the will to exert that power.

China. The dignity of the nation woiild require that the f<ist oh)ect shou Id be rcdicss inr 
the insults offered to Lord Napier, the public degradation of every olllcci conccrnid in 
the brutal treatniont of bis Loidship, and the piihldnition in Canton ot an edict aniioiitioiiig 
the Emperor’s regret fof, and disavowal of, those piiieccdings—and a coinplelc lecognition 
of the equality of Ills Britannic Majesty. As a eoiollaiy to this ptnposition would follow, 
of course, the demand that a successor to his Loidship be received with due liunoiir, and 
that as a guarantee for his respectful treatment, as well a#foi the piotection of the trade. 
His Majesty's ships should have free resort to the port of Canton as well as any olliei ports 
be hereafter open to the trade. jVs an additional security ag.ainst niis-undift-staiiding and 
in conformity with the practice of civilized nations, the residence of a British Envoy at 

the Imperial court should be required. *

These points conceded, the question of arrangement for the trade and the due protection 
and convenience of BTIUsh subjects engaged in it at Canton, or elsewhere, should be entered 
bn ; and here again, after the provocations given to us, we |hoald be guilty of supreme folly, 
aacriSetng the interests alike of the people of China and our own, in bowing implicitly to 
the abstract pfmotpie of the right of the government of that country to make wliat regu* 
letions they please. We should assert qur power to insist on terms consistent with reason 
and not prejudioial to the interests ofTHiina, on the principle of no more 

but even much less than we are willing to concede. The Ambsssatlor should be instructed 
to refpire that all iasulting terms applied to British subjects, should be baai8fa|d for erer 
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from edicti and public docaments. The abolition of the Hong and the nrivHega-fo^W. 
nubjectii of ttaumg con. 4 equentjy with whom they ploaao. PermissiC//to reside »her* 
they ploaso and havetliHir families with them, in tho city or out of it. The due publica¬ 
tion of an iiniJRiial taiilf and that no duties not sfipulated therein to be paid by foreign mer¬ 
chants. That the pints of Amoy, Ciiusan and Ningpo be again open to the trado.’Thatin all 
'cases of crime or alleged cringe involving tho penalty of death, British subjects be tried 
by a tiibunal consliliitud niidor the authoiity of tlie British Superintendent, Resident or' 
Consul al the port, at which tiibiiu'il of course the Cbniesc authorities or perssons depdtsd 
by them, should be peimilted^ to ahk (ideations and walcii over the proceedings,»tiie court 
being also perfectly open. These are some of the essential points to be insisted on.* * 

or course it is not to be supposed that the Imperial court of China wonid readily yield 
(besv rluim.H; but tlic appearance of an imposing force in tligir rivers, the remembrance of 
the iliirinali w.ii, would iii ail prolxibiliiy induce tlie.n to give way ; for in no one instance 
have they failed to yield to aii appeal to tlicir tears supported by adequate force. Bat if 
they should not yield, wliat then ? Why, then, it would be as easy as it would be jusliiiable, 
to like poss.<s^iOll id one or iiioie of thcii poiU oast of Canton,—Amoy, ChuSan or Ningpo, 
01 ail thiec wheiti the trade wliieh they could not prevent would soon find its way. This 
would be a much more elTiuacioas measiiia, and quite as justiliable as taking possession of 
(III island on tlijii CO 1 st, an j not only rii ire c-'ic tcious, but intiuitely more humane than 
bloekuiliii,; their polls, soiaiiig their coasteis, and thus inflicting misery upon tho very peo¬ 
ple who have ever been most icady to trade wjih „s t,i defiance of authority, while the 
Chim'S) governmeiU would be iilteijy iiidill'neiit to such a proceoduig. That we could 
easily oreiipy oil these poits m -•pile of any rcsistanco of the Chinese forces, is beyond dis- 
pirc, and tliuicfoie to have leouiso to any measure equally odious in Chinese estimation, 
eiju.illy uiii lunliug to a.'liial wai, would bo aboard and impolitic. - 


Snell tiieii si lon^ lo be llio p'lliry dca iiided towards China, by our present position with 
icspei.tio that touuliv, and it only leiuains id adi a suggestion as to the future government 
of out loiaiioiis wiili the Impeiial court. Croat evils have already arisin from the immenso 
distance ul liic exeoMiur gotciiiiiietit of liieat Uiitain from the countiy with which wc carry 
on so vasi li itade. In ca.o of any cmeigency, the answer to any reicrence must be so pro¬ 
tracted, as to be ciiliiijy loolaie toiepaii aby iiuse’iict to bo of any use. Again the exe- 
ciilive goreinuient at bout') is so Ircq loutly engaged witii questions ot home policy ol vital 
impiiilance, thui mouths may elapse eie any atlonlion can be paid to a reference, however 
uigenl: so slow aio the moments of the home government, th.il to this day nothing appears 
to have been done in rcgaid to hoiS Napioi’s case ; although three ycais have elapsed since 
his Lardslii|)’s death, and so aiiinfoiincd (no doubt for want of time to attend to the sub- 
joct) do his Mojesty'i, Ministers appear lo be, as to.vvhat is asitaally the state of aifairs in Chi¬ 
na, that one of them lately stated III his piqpe in PaiHauteut, that our Superintendents were 
still ill Canton, white the fact is lli^t nutuuc of thcnwlias been there since Lord Napier left 
that place, while all thiee arc maintained in their situations, besides a secretary and inter¬ 
preter, at an enormous cost to the nation, although they cannot, and do rfflt, approach Canton,' 
and are totally unrecognized by thaChinese and utterly powerless for tho purposes foT which 
they wore appointed. Mad a reference to a nearer authority than that of the houm govern¬ 
ment been availableat least, such a flagrant abuso as this, would have beslti prevented;

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and if it ba^ been decided not to demand redress Yor (he past or security for the 
future, the absurdity of keeping op at great cost, appointments, rendered useless by 
the insolence and obstinacy of the Chinese, would have been avoided. The re¬ 
medy for this evil would seem to be, if not to place our relations with China under 
the control of the Supreme government of India, at least to give that Government 
a disciotionaiy power of interference whenever our authoritiqs in China should deem an' * 
appeal to it necesaaiy. The advantaj^cs of such an airaiigcmciit are too obvious to need 
being stated in detail, and the authority which presides over the destinies of millions of 
our fellow-subjects, with powers ample beyoud‘.example in the Biitish dominions, may 
surely be safely entrusted to respond to any appeal of Ilis Majesty’s Ambassador or Su- 
perintpndeiUs- in China, for mediation or aid to itsist encioacbmcnt and protect 
British rights in that quarter. 


POSTSCRIPT,—J/ajc4 1837. 


The publication of the foregoing remarks having been .so long unavoidably delayed 
by the publishers, I deem it necessary to add a few linos, adverting to wliat has sinoc occur¬ 
red relative to China. Ministcrl have, it would seem, rc.solvcil on p.'is.sing ovei suh nhwtw 
the case of Lord Napier, and of thus placing the British natioii in a most Inimiiiating 
portntc in reference to Chiua. They have appointed as Chief Superintendent, (hiptain 
Bllioit, of the Navy, a gentleman who bears a vciy high chaiacler both foi woifli and laieiil, 
and whose good qualities, indeed, have won for him the e.stceiii and icgaid of all wlio have 
|be honour and happiness to know him. Fium all I can loam, howevei, ot lii,s instruc 
tions, it would seem that ho is rcqniied to submit to the very renditions wiMi which Loid 
Napier refused to comply ! It has been slated that Captain Blliot had been in negotiation 
with the Hung Merchants, and 1 infer from the latc.st accounts, that he was anailiiiK at 
Macao, the result of a Petition to Pekin, to permit him to pi.icci>d to Canton. Since 
he has thus duly liiimbicd himself, the luipeiial coiiit viviil mo.st ptobably think piopor 
to overlook the circumstance of his having acted undci Loid Napier and nlluw liii>i to 
proceed to the “Provincial city;” but I am (irmly pers'iadcd, that in u situation so iiodig- 
nified, he will be utterly powciless thcic, to protect British interests or to answer any 
purpose of his appointment; unless it be that of arre.sting rcfiaeloiy .seamen and sending 
them on board their ships—a business for which it is suiely not worth while to employ 
two Superintendents and a Secretary on high saiarie.s. «If I am not mistaken. Captain 
£lliott is, and has been all along, of a dilTciont opinion; he thinks that Lord Napier should 
have submitted to the conditions of the Chinese: and lienee I regaid hisaappoiatnient as 
an unequivocal manifestation of \Ub deteimination of Ministry to adopt towards China a 
policy which seems to me discreditable to the nation and calculated to defeat the object they 
have in view. Already 1 think we maf trace in the recent aecounts from Cii ina, indications 
of a design on the part of the Chinese to presume upon this mistaken forbeaianoe, which 
they will ascribe to weakness and pusillanimity, and as the trade and the number of British 
residents in Canton increase, our relations wiili the ci^eslial empire will become moro 
oompiioated^nd difficult to manage, and the foreigners be compelled to submit to new 
indignities and exactions, against which Superintendents with a mere shadow of authority, 
and without any influeno like that which the Company’s servants derived from being the 
dispensers of an enormous sum in trade* will io vain remonstrate. s3ob are my views of 
^e consequences likely to flovwfrojn the policy of aabmifisioa an^ homilifUion ; imu nons 
vcrsgpr.

lahailtollow iny own route, and suppose the 
traveller safely arrived at Alexandria. The 
fi.st Bgy|itians who will pieseiit themselves 
fo his view on landiiifr, iinieed before he i.s 
faiily landed, area niiinbei of ragged urohtos, 
shoving tiiiseralrlc donkies into the water to 
wards jonr boat, displaying their whole know- ; 
ledge of oni language in bawling ont,**‘ very 
good jackass, very line jaekass." Upon one 
of these said very fine animals, I recommend 
him to take a seat, os there is no other mode 
of conveyance (unless ho piefeis walking 
through the dusty .streets) and proceeding im¬ 
mediately to the consul. Mi. Sluane, who is 
very obliging and polite, and will give the aid 
ot the English Jannissuiv.Seliin, to whom I ad- 


sand, in whicijvtfie vase was bedded. It was ia 
good preservation, looking as if it bad just 
come from the artist’s hands. He deseirbed 
the niche as resembling a small oven built up, 
like one of those piaue.s in which the natives 
of India, lo tbis-day, bury their treasure. This 
exqijjisite specimen of Greek art, along with 
a very valoabie collection of ottriDsilies, was 
to be sent to France. 

Prom Alexandria the traveller goes by the 
canal to Atfee, on the hank of the Nile. The 
c.tnal, at present, is separated from the river 
hy an emhankinent, to prevent its being chok¬ 
ed by the mud and sand of the Nile, which 
would otheiwise rush into it, so one must 
move into another bo,it in order to proceed up 
the Nile to Cairo. 1 was just twentj-foiir 
hoars from Alexandria to Atfce, where f bad 
a noi« to an Italian eiirployf*, styled lllustris- 
itinio, who spoke a little English, which he 
iimuediately pat into practice, by asking me 
il I had hrought my ” woman’’with me. f 
started next morning and ariived at Cairo oit 


vivc tlie baggage to be made over; he uill have 
it pavsfd ihtoiigh (t.e> by) the custAm house, 
and can led lo the inn, air a most reasonable 
chaige. 1 p.iid him fur mine, one dollar. 
There is a hole] in the middle of the town, 
kept by an Italian, wliicii is somewhat hot from 
its sUnatioti, and another by Mr. Hume, in a 
pleasant enough qnnitci, Ihongli dnst exists 
in abnndance in all paitsof Alexandiia. The 
aceommodatinn in Mis. Hume's tiosise is not 
good, the fbod woise, and one is absolutely 
devonrcd by flies: I have seen the food black 
fiom them. Tliechbige.s, too,are high,—two and 
a half doliors, or live inpees a day, per head, 
for food and ltfdging.--wine and beer extt£i. 
Little need be said of Alexandria; Jhcre are 
only two streets that can be so called, in the 
niodera town. The remains of the ancient city 
consist of vast mounds of rubbish; and frag- 
meqt^ of walls are visible to the depth of thirty 
feet; wbeVe'people have been digging Tor bricks 
aad'strhtesi I'shonld think there was great 
scope for antiquarian researches in Aleaand- 
fia* tieep enongb. The Frenoh 

oofisql jwansteiir Mimant, about a year ago, 
dhfopvered « ^at neasare, the original, iit' 
broppe, of>i,i)k.Wicwiek,,«ase; he fmidd it in 
a soHlfi iJloHo ndder groiintf, oomptelely bniit 
lip with briok|ind tnortqr, and llUed with fine 


the thiid day. though we did not sail ar night. 
These biiat% are nut unlike beaulea.s, having 
little cabins, liut so low that one cannot stand 
upright in them; indeed, in many of them it is 
not possible to sit in a chair. They have gene • 
liiliy two masts, someiLnos three, furnished 
with immense lateen sails, and sail beautifuly. 
As ill India, they are suinetiines tracked up the 
stream;biil, alas! tliedirt andverinir in tliein, 
arc boyond description; even sinking the boat 
.does not always dislodge the enemy t and tho 
’boatmen too are coveted with them, as thoir 
blue sliiits^as never washed lind their bodies 
vciy raiely. The dress of the boatmen con¬ 
sists of a coarse blue shirt with immense wide 
steeves^wbioh are kept out of the way 'by a 
string lound the shouiders; but whenever 
there is apy partieuiar ifork to do, they otaua 
oif with one hand this sAitary garment, and, 
without hesitation, appear in a state of primi¬ 
tive simplicity. Fine,, sturdy, powerful fel¬ 
lows they are, although they live upon the 
moat poor and scanty fare,, end, after seeing 
them, one does not think Sfioimei Augelo'sd^ 
signs^xhggerated. Sometimes, by wayoffpj^- 
they made a waistband of reeds, or grass',' 
ttMt iijender branok of a tree, after the fashioit 
I of Ulysses, as deaorihedin the Odyssey,appear- 
I ing before the princess.

Tli« Sireel.s, ui r.ithoi ifvres, 
are very aariow, like those at Bcuaies, (with 
the exception of one oi tw'fl)unpaved,llitnng- 
ed with canieKs, donkies end water cairiers. 
Theshop.satcliUlc, open, raised pfaees.oxae.tly 
like those in fudia, and in many of the baxats, 
plank.i or mats aie laid nerussiioin ruofto roof, 
sbadc from the sun the .stieel below. The 
houses haveadiNinal appoarnceas glazed win¬ 
dows aie not in general use, but wooden shut¬ 
ters pierced ru difi'erent patterns admit light 
and air. Tho roofs aic twt and vn\eicd with 
iimd, when rain falJ-s, of whicli there is a little, 
thereur four tiiiies in the yrar,ahaut November, 
they are perfect sieves. It is .said, that sinec 
llic Pasha planted tices in his gaidcns, and 
about the town, i ain falls more fretjuently than 
formerly. Tho population is most motley,—

lower class weai blue nr brown shiits with n i 
ooarsc tnrboosli, or a bit of dirty oioth by wav i 
of turban; the better class, a sleeveless silk 
pelisse (lyingopen, with either the red cap oi 
a striped hindkei chief tied un(|.ei’ the chin.. 
The Coptsare distiuguished by thei^ black tut- 
bans. Aik the females, even to beggais, have 
a veil, that is, a long strip of cigtli Ranging 
down like an elopliant’s proboscis, which per¬ 
mits of tbe eyes oniy^being seen; they, also went 
» kio4.of shirt aad'asheet thrown over them: 
aiaohgstthe liighor orders, the latter is made of 
UlUKvgeBeraUy black,and tho veil ofwhitewith 
IdiipOhaeiy wide trewsers and yellow morocco 
tprrtted'np at tbe points with yellow slip> 
pen over them. In UiU garb they appear out 
of doorjt, either .o,n foot, or riding astride 
.on donfcics; ttlo.s^..of eoBseq^aenoe vnth a 
fnotniao boarirtig' a wand, i^Hhlng before 
them to clear thfl. way. The native po- 
pumion of Egypt, who are not Christmus ,oi 
Turks, are indiseiloiinately called Arabs.

E'Siottt, the capital of ihe Said, and stand 
ing on the site of Lycopolis, merits a visit. 

Visit the «iot- 
toes in thentonntein, ifitoniy be to enjny the 
beantifui view, which is perhaps unequalled 
in Egypt. The mummies ol the wolf are occa-

The remains of the splendid temple of An- 
taopciis have been sapped and cariiod away 
by the stream.

The 
name of Uie place (Jouilamailah)«is legible 
on a cartouche,—one of thirty led oaptivesjbe* 
fore the gods of Thebes. 

The whole north wad is covered with histo¬ 
rical sciilptiiies, ail of which were originally 
painted, representing the conquests of Osi* 
rien, the fiither of Sesostris, Some little at¬ 
tention 18 lequiied to see them welt. One 
gtuijpe is mure ciirious than tlic lest: the 
king has caught his adveisaty with his bow¬ 
string and is decapitating hiin. Notice the (ri- 
uinphal return to Thebes, anil lemnrk the 
Nile (distinguished by ciouodiles) with a 
biidgo till own aoruss it. 

Til the south of the great temple is a tank, 
tiien come several immense propylaa, pait of 
an avenue of Sphinxes, .mil lastly some le- 
uuins of a coiisiderabie temple which was 
suiioutided by a lake. 

To the north arc other remains with u hand¬ 
some prupylun of Ptolemaic date, and an 
avenue of Sphinxes. 

The temple, second in impoitanre at Kar- 
nak, is of the Pharuanio peiiod, but approach¬ 
ed hy a pylon of Ptolemaic date, at the extie- 
iiiity of the great ■iveiiiie of Sphinxes leading 
tu Luxar. On the right of the first or hvpoe- 
theialcoiiit, notice a soulptuie illustrating 
the iii.intier in which the masts were lais 
ed befuic the temples Adjoining this tem¬ 
ple, and on its west side, is a sm itl temple ol 
Oph, in which travellers soinatiiiies ludgo. , 

From Kainak to Lu)ftr, it is easy to trace 
the iiiijs of Sphinxes, which cannected th • 
paUoe of the latter with the temples of the 
former. 

Luxar, with the exception of the lanctuary, 
isentiiely Phaioanic, having been founded 
by Amanoph 3d, jn the t5th century B. C„ 
and finished by l^ineses 2d, in the I4th cen¬ 
tury B. C. The granite sanctaary, like that 
of Karnak, is a restoration, and of the same 
age. In one of the halls, approachnbie from 
the river side, observe a cuiious set of sculp¬ 
tures, relative to tbe birth of tH« founder of 
the paiaee. His mother, the queen, la seated 
on the stool of aooouohement, sartododed by 
midwives nod divine genii. The latter pre¬ 
sent bttt’thn emblem of life.

Dcizoni’s tomb (that of Osirfen, Vliose* con¬ 
quests arc depicted on the noi (h side of tho 
groat temple of Karnak) is the most magnili- 
cient; next to that, the tomb of Rcineses 3ii. 
is the most interesting. It is near an angle 
of the rock., an<l will be lendily distinguished 
hy the recesses on either side of (be piiiicipnl 
shaft. These little cabinets eontaln some yx- 
cceihngly curious sciilptttre.s or painlHig.s, 
and, it is fioiu one of (hem that Bruce diew 
his haip scene. 

Tim tombs of the Queens are id a separate 
valley to the west, of Medeeatt Habor. 

At Oooriicli (old Goornch) is the palace of 
0.sirien 1st. (n tlie Aposict are some remains 
of a very ancient temple, of which a portion 
IS cut in the rock -an airti (not masonic) very 
Minilar to those uf Ahtdus. Between the 
.\posiet and tlie Mcinnonium are many tombs 
dcsei ving attention. 

The Meinnonuim (now peihaps more pro¬ 
perly called the Keiycseion, i. e. *' Remeses- 
eion" the “ house of Remeses'*) is of the most 
uniform and elegant of Egyptian structures. 
Pay paiticular attention to ail the bat¬ 
tle sconces, to the immense statue of Re- 
mcscs 2u(l, supposed to have weighed near¬ 
ly a thousand tons, to the circuinstanoe of tbe 
h."«ses of the columns of the hypostyle being 
made scats-to a voiy leinarkabie sculpinre 
at tho west extremity of the hall—to the pri¬ 
vate apartments which follow—the Piiatoah 
-eateri inthesacied Persia-the next apart¬ 
ment supposed to be die librasy—tiaces of 
gilding on the doorways, &o. 

'I'ho Colossi in the Plain, Of these the ilor- 
thern one is the vocal statue uf the ancients.

I have already spoken of Mcssi.s. Iliidgman 
and Morrison hut I must omit to mention the 
pliilanthropi.st l>r. Paiker, This gentleman 
combines in him.-ielf the vocalions of Snigcun 
and Miissiuiuiry. In the fust he has a vciy 
high rcputaiion, and to the oplhalniic iio.spi- 
tai under his rare has affoidcil relief to ihuii- 
satids ot the Chinese. As a Missionary he is 
zealous and tinly pious hut nticiiy inoh- 
tru.sive, tho modesty of his manner being 
only equalled by the mildness and bene¬ 
volence of his disposition. He is a truly 
good man. This plan of assoeinting the 
Missionary and Surgeon in tho same per- 
.sou is of„ret cut origin, I believe, and like¬ 
ly to i.c exceedingly benclioial. In Ma¬ 
cao iHMler tho auspices of Di. CuUedge a 
iiuhsoriplioft was being raised to promote mis¬ 
sions of Ibis kind. On this plan though mis¬ 
sionaries may, and certainly for a long time 
will fail to convert in Chiua, they oaniiut fail 
to do good.

The line may first proceed 
from Barasdt along the Hooghly River to 
Chqgdab, and thence Mi Ike etouvard to Bun- 
gong, By this ^ate the low country and the 
bad soi{ are avoided, and an excellent road, 
with tiees on either side, made by a liboial in¬ 
habitant of Jessore, might be taken advantage 
of. This loute, however, as we have stated, 
is not so direct as that over the low country 
we have mentioned, wbioli, if Governtnent 
thipk fit, might bo opened by forming a bund 
dr cause-way, and thus raising the path above 
the level of the surrounding country. 


Fiom Iliingong to Jessorc the road lies over 
a good soil, which is passable tbiouglinnt the 
year. From Jcssoie the gicatesl diflicnity 
oxpeiienced, is in crossing tlie nninerons arms 
of the'Ganges which intersect the country. 
There Is, however, a gtfod bund road from 
Mahrandpoor to (he Ganges, which occupies 
about half of the distance between Jessore 
and Elajtgimge. on the Ganges. The woist 
part of the road pccors immediately on cioss 
ing the Gauges: for from this point to Dacca, 
q distance of more than 30 miles, the country 
isaeoinplete morass, and during the rains,en¬ 
tirety under water, ft is also mossed liy many 
QUlfahs of various sizes, which render (ravel¬ 
ling at any season tedious and difficult. To 
make a good road iv^ross this portion of the 
country, would requiraa very high bnnd and" 
many bridges and .drains for the passage nf 
water, the expenses jh which would amount 
to peihaps a lakh of idpees. If the Govern¬ 
ment aie not prepared to inowr this expense 
. «n'sosmall a portion Of the (road, a circuitous 
fOnt^ through a better''toil mast he adopted. 
Pqrhaps (he Giinges '‘may be erossed'at a- 
bi^her point 'than ' fiTajlgongC, and the route 
pursued ip a more northerly course Wo Sah- 
poAf'eti thn Dofasery branch of the-Ganges,,.

The road 
would then proceed along the.banks of (Ilia 
river in a Vioilh-easterty direetton to Sujnt- 
poor, whence leafing the Megoa it might 
strike'in a 'nto're easterly diicctinn towaids 
Silhet,passing'Baniaehung, Ajua, Cattya, and 
Hunliaog, Which plaees are in a diiect Itn^. 
between Siijutpoor.nn the Megna and Siibot. 
From the former place there is aiiolhei route 
to Sniiet, via Tarrof in a more easterly diree» 
tion and itenrer to the Tipperah Hills ; but 
we'Mre' no reason as yet to prefer it to tiie 
former, via Buniaehung. 

The road from Silhet toward.^ A.ssam, fol¬ 
lows the course of the Cosee river to Gyntiah- 
poor, a place with the name of which our lea¬ 
ders are well noqiiainted, as being the .se.at of 
a Rajah whose teiritories have been confisont- 
ed hy Lord fteiitinek. Gyntiah is on thcfiist 
range of the mountninonH tra<‘t which inter¬ 
venes between the district ofSilhetniid the val¬ 
ley of Assam. Piom this place we proceed 
to Cliirrapnnnjee, another innjte oallcd (he 
Khassiah Hills, ami inhabited by a inrie peo- 
pfe. The importance of a route through 
these hills into A.ss.iui, opposite (lowahattv, 
ba.s long been acknowledged, and partial at¬ 
tempts have been made at tiinc.s to open a 
good rqad ; but the billy nature of the eountiy 
is a formidable obstacle in the way of i<ach an 
undertaking. There arc three routes which 
the native mountaineers u.se. That to the 
westward crosses stieanis wliich run west¬ 
ward, and that to the eastward is iiiU’isectcd 
by streams flowing in the oppooiic diiection. 
Both these loads are very difliiiull in the 
rains, owing to the mountain toi rents, which 
swelling at this season, heenme extremely 
dangerous for travellers. There arc also many 
niaishes and thick jonglces to cross, which, 
during the rains, are very unhc-iUhv to peo¬ 
ple, not inured to lh« climate. Bui the tliird 
route, via Nunkiow,„which is between the 
other two, isuon'sidcred the best. Bi follow¬ 
ing this, the greatest number of sttcams are 
avoided on either side, and the country, being 
generaitv higher, is free from noxious marshes 
and tbiok^jungles. This tract of hilly country 
might be erossed in about four days, when 
the road opens upon the plains of Assam.

Bvi'ry thing whieh admini«(erato<oar wants,' 
comforts and iuxurie.s, is derived fruiu the pctiw 
dur.tions ot nature; it is the gr^at storolipAse 
never exhausted, nay searcety opened. In 
the priiiiiiivujtUte of nature and rudeness men 
have studied n.ttuio much more than we do, 
directed by ncces.sity, aided by chance, and 
contrived by inNtinct, observation and anaio> 
g.y. And are wo notusli.'tmod to use ibo light 
kindled by savages, without aiming to spread 
it to an all*Uliiininatii)g torch? Europe, 
roused fioiii the apathy of centuiics, notiri.sli- 
od by despotism, enjoys the time of peacufni 
libeity to the gieat benefit of mankind. Chc- 
misuy, zoology, boloiiy, mineralogy make dai¬ 
ly prugi css since tlio last century. But what 
has been done in India? The few svieniifio 
men who weie allowed by a particular fa¬ 
vour to .saerifieo their life and health by too 
great exertions, to examine India, fell ei- 
tliei vie.tiiiis, oi weic pooily soppoited. Pew 
enjoy the oppoituiuty to ooniinue their exer- 
tiiiiis; and if hiitidicds bad spent their life¬ 
time ill India, they could have only pattiy 
lifted the heavy veil which covers this im¬ 
mense country ? Science and love for it must 
geneiaily and evciy where be spread to pro- 
dnee permanent effects. The people of India 
pos.sc.ss piecious ticlie.s of indeierminahio ex¬ 
tent ! Clmnce has bioiiglit them forth, and 
many niedieines, diugs, dyes, and other pro 
ductioiis for muiiutiiRttiies are uscdly the na- 
tivc.s. But have ever Englishmen conde¬ 
scended to examine then throughout, tiiedto 
make them generally useful, much k'.ss to GO*n- 
sider them as articles of expoitalion? 

It would jio too long to treat of them all; 
T Hill only try to dtaw attention to one of the 
most impui tant artivlos, the colnurifkg vegcia- 
iilo matters, whicb are now, as articles of cuiii- 
merce for Earo^p, of the greatest iinpoitance. 
The number of cloth printing manufactures 
increases daily ; of w^at consequence, theie- 
fore, is the dUbovety of ode single durable 
perqianent colonr? ' •

All this could he arhieved with modernte 
expense, begining with one or more schooU 
of Natuiat Histoiy. The taste tor it woiilil 
soon be developed, and the profits derived 
from its application would induce many to 
study that from enpiditv which they have 
negicefed to embrace fioro love of truth. The 
most eminent srhntais, taught in the fir,«t 
.schools, could he appointed in minor distiiets; 
finm town to village and to eoltage, a genera j 
knowledge of llieir own countiy would spread 
with lapility, and the next geiieiation would 
wonder that their foiefatliers had been so 
blind. 

The fii^t step of a regularly established .stu¬ 
dy in Natural flistory, would betbe knowledge 
of the existence of ail the thousand mineral, 
vegetable, and animal proiliictions; nut of 
Inis would flow the ^‘cnnd greut part,—the 
examination and appiieation of every useful 
arlicie to common and general purposes.

II towards tlie niasp of the year 1835 , 
after neailv six. months’ icsidciico in the 
“Mauritius," that I drew up the following 
flight sketch of the “ noirs" of the island in 
tlicirthen state of apptentissago and tlioii ap¬ 
parent qualilieatiutis lot the unlimited eman¬ 
cipation into wiiioli they were ah^ut to be 
ushered. The upinions 1 have^fottned of this 
class, wbellici accurate or not, ate at Ic'jst 
the sincere, delibeiatc result of iny individual 
observation, suppviited by the eolieetive ex 
peiience of many residents on the island. It 
would be disingenuous to atfirni that I arrived

That the “ liiibitan.i’’ should have legnrded 
this new court, flinch atlognied to itself the 
piivilege.s they had once enjoyed, with jea- 
ioQsjr and alienation, is at least iiaturiii ; but 
that it should have been on the whole distaste 
ful to the ncgioes, for whose peculiar favoi 
and convenienco it was instituted, may .seem 
unaecoiintable,—-hut is nut the less au indis¬ 
putable fact. This is owing to tho greater 
severity of the punishment awarded by the 
magistrate, than that formerly inflicted hy the 
proprietor for oifcnoQs of the same degree. 

It is notorious that the pmiislnnent a slave 
formerly incurred frfm his master for a grave 
felony, was little severer than that inflicted 
by an European pedagogue on a truautsohool-

from the persoual pioperty in the shape of 
furnituie, %cT, that many of them accomiiiute 
in their huts,—from the live stock, such as 
pigs, punltiy and pigeons, that they are ena¬ 
bled to Year, as also fium the costly “ materiel" 
of which the negiessos’ diesse.s are frequently 
composed, and the lings, bracelets, &o., with 
which they decorate themselves. 

That the expensive tastes of the Afiican 
beauty, arc often supplied fiqm other tunds 
than those of the husband, I'am perfec'ly 
awaret^yetifitbe shown that Cmsar Borgia 
has presented Diana, the spouse ofAdri^, 
with a tortoise-shell comb, while Adrian has

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oiinclu»ion Mrill be arrived at nji ifihe toilet 
and bijuiitoir of both tie"i esses had been sup> 
plied fiom the pin-money allowed them by 
their liu»bands 

The twA most predominant features in the 
charaoter of'the Mauiitius ncgio, are idleness 
and dishonesty. 

. I need not the snpport of such anihorities 
as Butfon and Montesquieu, to fortify niv As 
eertion, that all men are inclined to idleiie%<, 
that the natives of the Tonid Zone are tuo'o 
pCflutiariy stiscepiiUle to its inliuenec, and 
thatitssway is ninsiin'etiscly feltainon)!;st the 
inhabitants of atrupioal country, who have not 
yet era’^rf'ca from barbarism The latter is 
precisely the stale of those AfricHii couoines, 
wbicli have conslituteii for'^hiec ceiiliiiies 
the “ odtcina senvuruiii” to civiliitcil Eiiiope. 
Some have ihonj;hl that the nejtio’s innate 
aveision to labour, has been strenj;ilienod by 
the compulsory labour to which he has been 
aubjected in slaveiy ; yet this opinion is rntlier 
invalidated by the notorious idtuness o( tho 
eiifiancbised of the Mauritius, as also of Sier¬ 
ra Leone. 

Mr Ludlam, Governoi of Siena Leone, af¬ 
ter eight yeais’ residence In tlio counti^, re | 
eorvis his opinion of tlie allrancliis, in tlietol-. 
lowing unequivocal language ;—•* No visible ' 
cITect has taken place in coasc<|uei)re of the' 
abolition, except tli<i> it has added to the na¬ 
tural indolence of the native.” That the vices 
observable in the blacks of the Miuiiiiiis, to 
which may heMulded a Saiigiiinaiy fcroeity, 
are common to the^Aliicnn in his iiidi^^ennns 
barbarism, and not dedueiblo to colonial sla¬ 
very, is evidenced by the coinciding state¬ 
ments of traveileis, guvcinois and envoys, 
who have visited ttie indepeudeiit stales 
Western Africa. In a Icttei I'loin an Eng¬ 
lish oiiieer'fiom Cape Coast Castle, in the 
year 1815, lUeie occurs the following luicible 
observationA state of soeietv iiioie iiii- 
scrabiy disiiiemlicred, and in which the de¬ 
ments .seem Ic.-s capqjile of combination, can 
scarcely be imagined. Eniope might ho ic- 
barbariKcd, before Africa could civilize her- 
Self,” Tbc pages of Barbot de Maiia, Fian- 
eis Moore, Balssiel and others, abound with 
repulsive anecdotes, and harrowing details, 
of the dishonesty, cruelty and peiddy of the 
indigenous Afrie.an. Bat I abst«i|^ fiooi pur¬ 
suing ibis hraiicli of enquiry, having merely 
proposed to myself to desoiibe the ** appren- 
tis” of the Mauritius, not the aboriginal free 
•arage of the continent. The nonchalance 
and reluctance, with which the “ apprentis” 
aipiost unvariably labour, roust strike the 
^sMbpbificial observer. Whether thesta- 
b4e, the' workshop, or the eane-field be the 
melte of his>exertions, it is evident that there 
are tvm stron'g inherent principles warring in 
bis tweaiiL the love'of indolence, and the 
dread of «b»»ti#eai«at. • * , 

The fotlowiai; are a few oqjt qf npmerous 
instances of nes^ idleaess, extracted from 
a pamphlet' oit toe affranebisT of the Man-! 
ritias, by a Monslear Bernard. Tbeaiithor

The beauties of*a tropi¬ 
cal vvoild aie licrc to bo admired, and the 
enjoyment of a liixntiant, unbounded, nnd

Here and 
there a narrow sharp pointed Bnrniali boat 
hollowed out of a single trunk, glides silently 
along tli4 banks ; no nieiry song of the people 
enlivens the inviting scenery ; the inhabitant, 
depressed for ages by iron despotism, does 
not dare to bo happy, aiftl many think to this 
day that the present very diffeieutgovomnient 
IS only a temporary hapPy illusion. 

Proceeding np the liver, though in many 
places shallow, offbis no cUniftiilty to vessels 
under 500 tons burthen. Several small buoys 
in the mark the most dangeiuus places 
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4]uito eonspicuoufily enough, and there id no 
shii'ting of the sands as in the Hooghly, the 
Iner remaining, with few vauatittns, always 
the same. 

The Pruces island Dn the right hank, with 
its pictuic8i|ue hills, appeals inuic pruininmit* 
ly.

In the year 1698 , the English, who had al¬ 
ready established themselves in these parts as 
met chants, and had obtained a fit man from tbo 
Emperor of»Helhi, to carry on their commer¬ 
cial transactions, being annoyed by the intri¬ 
gues of the Dutcli, sent their agent, Mr. 
Wabsli, to Prince Aseem Ooshan, one of the 
grand-sons of the Empeior Arungeobe, who 
was then at the head of affairs in Bengal; and 
solicited from him, among other privilleges, 
the grant of the villages of SatanuUy, 
Gutindpoor, and Collcotta, Kali Kuria. After 
a delay of two years in negimiatlons, the 
above villages were purchased by the Com¬ 
pany frujn the nemindars to whom these pino- 
es boiunged. These possessions extended 
about three miles on the eastcin side of the

This buiidiiiff was situated on the Banks of 
the river : its length fioin east to west was two 
hbndred and ten yards, its breath on the

four bastions, mounting each jten guns. The 
gate-way on the eastern side projected and 
mnanted five gtin.s, and along the river a line 
of heavy cannon was mounted in embrasures

The contrast, between the position of 
Calciittaiu 175(1, as shewn by the foregoing 
acnounts, Snd that which it at p^e.sentaeonpies 
as the capital of the most powerful country in 
I Asia, is sn striking, (hat it cannot escape the 
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eyo of the most iiej^ligcnt observer. There is 
no comparison between its present eondtlion 
and (hat in which it was at the tiiue to which 
the above account relates. With tiie increase 
of the liiitish possessions the scat of theii 
Kovcrniru'Sit has continued to increase. The 
population of a city, circumstanced as this 
has been, would, no doubt, incicasc in pto 
portion.

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Wc willingly disturb tbo oidei w'o laid down 
for our remaiks on tbo policy porMiiini by the 
Biitish Indian Govoininciit tuwiiids the Na* 
tivc Pnnco.s and St.iics, in outer to ariivc at 
once at the airaiiM ut Goomsoor, which at thiif 
moment arc more lntelV^s(lllg to the public, 
than those of any othci pnit ol India. Of the ' 
ancient Hi.*tory ol Goumsooi we do not pos-j 
seas any recoid ; arid regarding tliegeneial 
features of the uuuiitiy scarcely aiy^ thing! 
appeals to have hcun known before the late j 
campaign, except that it was an uiiexploied 
hilly tract, covered with jungle. Of the di¬ 
rection which the hills lake, the pasae.s which 
they allord, the riveis and streams which i 
occupy the valleys, (he sites of the variou^ 
forticssea of the chiefs and of the villages of' 
the Khonds who inhabit this tiact, little or 
nothing was known. Our informatioD ex-i 
tended only to the hrst lange of the ghauts, 
beyond which all appears to have been terra] 
incognita. Since the commencement of the late 
campaign, however, some information has 
been obtained. We iind that Goomsoor may 
ba considered as divided into Iwo sections, 
that wbiofa occupies flie plains and (he low 
hilia abounding in noxious marshes and al- 
mofi impeuetraBle jungle, chlelly of bamboo, 
and that wlilch lies above the ghauts, which 
has been found exceedingly fertile, abdundiog 


in the finest poultry, sheep, and cattle of va- 
rioiiH kinds It is said that on the arrival of 
the troops at the top of the mountain, they 
disruvc-ied that this hitherto unknown country 
was lull ol hrautifiil villages in romantic SI' 
iiiution.s, and that the country all around 
exhihiied signs of agiidtiltuial industry and 
gieat plenty. But this soil of vague iufoi- 
matiiin is not what we require for the move- 
ments ot corps in such a country. Longbefoio 
now we ought to have had its topogiaphicai 
featuies aecuiately laid down. It appears 
that the Aml^ihs of the Local Civil officers, 
within whosts spheie ol authority this largo 
aemindaiy has been, weie interested in keep' 
ing fiuin lliceyes of tbeir European siiperiois 
the real state of the countiy. Those who 
know the Amiahs of the Mofussil Cooits, the 
great power they possess oyer (heir stipeiiors, 
and the skill they display in mystifying every 
thing when it suits their purpose, will not he 
surpiized to find that they bad succeeded so 
well in keeping their employets ignoiant 
nf tlie geueial features of the distiict. It 
seems that giea't qiiantiiies of .smuggled 
salt ware wont to be conveyed Into Berar 
and Centiai India, through the passes in 
the mountains wifioli sepaiatc those hitheito 
onknowi^ legions troni the plains to tbo 
eastwaid. 
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The ffitrifcaru of the 4Ui Octohor, allndiiiKl 
to this subjeet, sajs, upon the authoiity of (he 
information that had been received,that “ be¬ 
fore the troops ascended the hills not a woid 
had bepn breathed of the mountain passes, 
not a syllable heard of smiliiii^ vilia};es or fer¬ 
tile valleys, or a happy and contended people, 
conspicuous for those mountain viitues, en¬ 
durance, bravery, and invincible fidelity to 
their bereditaiy chiefs. That even six weeks 
after the troops had been under ordeis for the 
campaign not the site of a single viilaire, fort, 
or stockade was known ; not a ronti*. or foid, 
oj a single binjaraghaut aaeertained, nor even 
where the great line of gliaots commen«*ed— 
in a word not a single item of intelligence 
necessary to advance in an unknown conniry.” 
Such is our want of information in legaid, 
not only to Goomsoor, but the wliole nf tiiat 
unexplored tract, the limits of which we have 
desoiibed in oui last niiinber. 

Wc shall now lay before the reader some 
infoimation regarding the policy ado|Ued by 
the British Indian Government towards these 
people, which we derive chiefly from the olli- 
eral report of Mr. Thackeray to the Govern¬ 
ment of Foit St. Geoige, “The permanent 
jumna of the zeininilaiy of Goomsoor,” .says 
fliii oflicci,”is seventy thousand iiipees; the 
aiinuHl revenue at least one lukli and a hall 
rupees when under a Uaiah’s manageinent 
und well managed. The Kijahsaie said to 
have been always tuibulent; but when the 
weakness of our Government hir many years, 
and th^strengtli and climate of tliis conntiy 
are considered, it is only sorpiising how they 
were brought to pay their pfikensh at ait in 
times of puhiic diinculty.” Mr. Thackeray, 
advening to the former treatment nf Siikara 
Bunge, the Kijah of these leniinries. >nys that 
" he w:.s depiived of his possessions about the 
year Id:)), because he ha I been so exasperated 
by oppression that the Collecior could not 
treat with him Siikara Bunge, he goes on, 
remained unmolested by the Circai officers 
for fifteen years after his deprivation. If he 
was accused sometimes by bis son of making 
distuibances, be might retort that the mootali 
assigned foi his maintenance had been taken 
from him. Prom IBUt to 1812 Siikaia Bunge 
as well ns his son DanuBjiali Bunge, appeal to

on/On what charges he was to be tried. He 
aee'ihed to liava led a longand inonengive life, 
^Ith the exception of the shoyt period about 
1800 and 1801,; and his aShhees, wbatevei 
,they might lie ve been during that period, may 
be ^opposed sufficiently punished by the de- 
piivation, poveity, and imprisonment he had 


suffered since. It is a pity lie was not for¬ 
mally pardoned some years ago. His escape 
from the gifHid could hardly be considered n 
crime. Ht)- was apprehended when he and 
every hudyj'thought bis former offciicos, what¬ 
ever they uiiglit have been, weic fmgotten, if 
not forgiven, and when he was coming in, in 
fact, under what may be coiisidercil a cowle 
from the late Magistrate to prosecute his sen. 
He was confined along time without inquiry ; 
and conskiciing liis time of life, habits, and 
^ktnation, may be easily supposed to have 
fifuiid so long an imprisonment loo irksome 
not to escape if an opporiunily offeied. After 
liis escape be went to Ins native bills, and in 
a shoit time got possession of the vacant laje. 

With respect to the resistance of process for 
which the zeinindary was declared forfeited. 
It may be said in his favoni, lie nevei opiiosed 
the Governiiicnt, only the consluliles ; tlmi the 
lorfeiluie of his zennndai y, whic.li to an Iiidi.tn 
chief is ruin, and geneialU impiisunnient, was 
pcrbafis ton severe a piiiiisbiuent tor such an 
ollcnce , that, at all events, it was haul the 
whole tainily should sutler so much fui the 
offence ot an mdividiral : that it is not the 
custom ul the couniiy to depiive the family 
uf the zctnindaiy, though one mcmlict may be 
expelled. It was not Miipiising, Mi.Thac- 
kciay goes on, that this llijali should liavc 
oppodiil the pulii e in August list.), when not 
much mure than a month bufotcli s palankeen 
it seems had been stopped, and bis swomI and 
gun taken away, and, as he said. Ins woiiieii 
insulted by the police ufliceis at Nowgaiim ; 
and it is to be observed, the, K.ijab seemed to 
have attiibuled tins insult to Mi. Woudeook 
hijiisclf, foi lie said no iufetior ollieci‘would 
have done so without some idoa of its being 
acceptable to iiis .sopcnoi. It seems the R i- 
jah was in the right ill this iii.s],pnee, tui iho 
police Souliadur wn.s puuislied foi his i ondiict. 
It iippeai.s. indeed, lioin every p.ipei, that the 
Rajah wa.s always squabbling with the police 
stanoiiod in his coantiy ; and Mi. Tliackeiay 
lias no doubt, from this and othei instances, 
that Ills coDiplaints of thcii nnscunduot weio 
well grounded. From Mi. Woodcock's being 
oblige<V to punish the Huubadar, it may be 
inferred, that tbeir usual enndnot was at least 
not very conciliating. Sending such people 
iiito such a zemindary was itself almost 
enough to drive the Hajah into rebellion. The 
Rajah’s eonduot was, no doubt, intempeiato 
and illegal; but considering his situation, and 
provocation, this offence was not so great as 
to demand the ruin of one of the first families 
in the country. If any other of the itojahs 
were provoked, in an niiiucky moment, in the 
same way, he might be equally exiieeted to do 
something to bring on tbe forfeiture of bU 
setnindary. , 

Mr. Thackeray considers the sending of the 
police at ail into thitl^zemindary contrary to 
custom, jind a dangerous meaaore; and says 
it must, and 6y*Mr. WoodcoOk's own aoeount, 
did irritate the Rajah, and may be considered 
immediately conducive to his phrensy, wbilo 
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it could be no real clieck upon bim. He quoien 
Mr. Woodcock as followsIt was not 
until the middle, of the year lilH that any 
nialeiial oecurreuce in this aomndary was 
broualit to iny notice : but about tils time the 
sciiiindfirappeals to have lost a| contiuul 
over his passion, ventini; it at one lime on lii.s 
immediate dependents, at another in language 
highly indecent and oQeusive, addiessed di> 
reotly or indirectly to the Ma^istiate ; and 
liualiy, on finding himself foiled in obiaiiiing a 
favourite, but aitogetlier uii warranUole objem, 
in coming to the desperate lesuliftion of driving 
out of the zetuindary every policeuflicer whom 
he eousidered, though unhappily they have 
proved, but a slight cheek upon his ciiminal 
pruceftdings.” The iriilatiou and uselessness 
of the police seem admitted hcie, and ail the 
ciicii'iistances shew they did harm, hot no good. 
Police ill such a zeiiiindary must aiwa}s have 
the same etfects. This is even supposing the 
conduct of the police unexcepiiouable : then 
conduct was, however, theie is leason to sup¬ 
pose, exceptionable, and theicforo the oonse- 
quiMiees must have been still worse. 

In a quarrel of this kind, the Rajah may say, 

** 1 am a Gouipany’s zciiiiniiar ; I pay them a 
gieai peiheitsh ; I am one of tlie first men iu this 
country ; 1 <iin ticalcd with disiiiiguisijod coin- 
pliinciits. wiicnevei I visit the officers the 
Company ; I am one ot the ancient nubility of 
the I'uuiiiry, a tiibuiary prince lather than a 
subject. Why am I obliged to account for my 
conduct to such low people as you police ntfi- 
cers ? I am much inoie woithy of tiust than 
you; I have inuie at stake. Why do the gen¬ 
tlemen pi efer you and your word tome and 
iiiine I Why am 1 plagiiod with you f Nutor- 
iner goveiniiiciit cvei sent such a set of people 
into iiiy coiintiy : it is aginst custom, and my 
honour and tranqniiiily. If 1 do nor make a I 
stand now, u hat else may 1 not expect ?” i 

It is evident, from Mm Woodcock's letters, 
says Mr. Thackeiay, that the Rajah argued in ' 
this tnanuei. He disapproves ot the attempt! 
to lower the autlioi ity of ilie Rajahs in tliese i 
hill zemtndaries, and eonsidets the^sendiug 
of police officers into the country on* of the; 
most odious and dangerous inodes of attempt¬ 
ing it. Ho thinks the Rajah the natuial head 
of the country, the only efficient channel ot 
Sircar controul and influence. When one 
Rajah behaves ill ho may beset aside, and ano« 
ther put up in his place ; but the office cannot 
be lowered, in the present state of ttiese ooun- 
tries, without danger. The Rajah has a valu¬ 
able country and great income, a repntation 
to preserve, generally some treasure* a largo 
family. He has a great deal that is tangible ; 
he is always tangible till desperate. The Qo 
vernment can generally come upon bim, at 
least mueh easier than upon most others in the 
country. He is ther.^ore a safer instrument 
than Sircar servants, who may rqn away, or 
the womayots q/hill chiefs and the p%OQS, who 
are haidiy in any way tangible to the Sircar 
except through the Rajah. The venesatlqn in 


which the hill chiefs and peons hold jbe Rijab 
is almost the only hold wo now have upon this 
troublesome race. These people can almost 
always elude us: we can never come in coh*^ 
tact with them. We can substitute no prinelo 
pU foi their loyalty to their Rajah. We have 
a hold on the itajah, and through hitu on hU 
peons ; destroy his authority, and you destroy 
your own. We must be veiy sure of our ^eUr 
system before we try to shake the old. ThesO 
unwiiolosome vallics have been reclaimed from 
the jungle, and cultivated and peopled under 
the protection and government of these Ra» 
jahs, and the Goods have been subdued and 
are now kept Ui order by them. Thegreal ex> 
tent of paddy fields is at least one proof of 
good guveriinient The more we respect ous- 
tom the strutigcr*we shall he. When once we 
give up, or require more than custom, which 
in India is justice, we arc lepaid with imposi¬ 
tion or lesisianee ; if we set aside custom we 
teach llie people to dispute every thing : it is 
weakening our own claims. If we exact or 
impose iiiotc, or in a new way, we must expect 
opposition or evasion, and, at all events, shake 
that veneraiion fur custom, which is what 
chielly makes the government of this country, 
ill general, so easy. We must improve the 
people hcic through the Rajahs. The Rajahs 
have great faults ; hut if not now hotter, are 
from ilieit tank and wealth likely to become 
I better than the other inhabitants of their coun¬ 
tries. On alt iheso grounds, Daniinjiah Bunge 
had a iighi, utatl events, to complain of the 
police sent into the country ; and it i.s evident, 
irom seveial eircunistances, their conduct was 
not auexcepvionatilc. The new Re|ulationa 
ol'l«l6 positively foibid the intiuduction of 
police into these zemindaries when they have 
not been usual. Danunjiah Bunge resisted 
what the Regulations have since prohibited. 
Speaking ot the consequence of the policy 
then adopted inregaid to Uooiiisoor, Mr. Thac* 
kciay ohsenes;—that the oktigation of the 
Guverniuenl to notice and punish the orimes 
ot which the Kajali was accused, produced the 
Goomsoor disturbances. •After all, whatgood 
has been dune! The Rajah was acquitted. If 
he was guilty, justice was not vindicated ; if 
iinocent, his injuries are very groat indeed. It 
may be safely asserted that, perhaps, our inter¬ 
ference to punish these supposed mutders, has 
only added qvil to evil. The loss of his xo* 
mindaty is a consequence, not of the cruelties 
of which he was acquitted, but of a resistance 
for which there is mnoh to plead in excuse. 
Besides the evils he has suffered, many brave 
mcnliavj lost their lives from the climate of 
Goomsoor, a great many innocent people have 
been driven from the homes and avocations. 
The expense, at the same time, of this kind of 
Circar management has been enormous. There 
have been three or four hundred regular sepoys 
in the country, detached from the battalion 
which seams to have boon kept at Askab ea- 
tirely^or the proteotioo of Goomsoor ; so .that 
ihe whole expense ofthisbattaiiao, about two 
laos aud a half tfT rupees a year, is to bti set 
against the revenue we have got: and besi^hs 
this battalion, the aumeen and sibbendy bs- 
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tablialiment emplojred in the zeniindary, coat 
24,340 rupees a year. The battalion at-Askah 
is said to have been nearly i allied in this sei- 
vice. 

Soch'nas been the wretched policy which 
first destroyed the peace of iiiiiid and comfort' 
of these simple luountainceis. £ien the veiy 
functionaries of the state, who would natural* 
1> be dispo.sed to speak lather in favor than 
against the measures of tlieii supeiiois, hate 
unhesitatingly condemned the policy adopted 
towards Goomsoor,ns illiberal, unsuited to the 
people, unjust to their chiefs, and tyiannical 
in the cxlietno. Mt. Thackeray vi-iy ablj 
points out theerroiscounnitted by the Govern 
ment in adopting uoerceive ij|casiiics against 
these people, when aconciliatoiy couise would 
have gained all that could be desired froni 
them. 


has been the result of this campaign. Dora 
Bisoy, against wboui the arm of this Govern¬ 
ment had been stretched, has made his escape

It no internecine passage of modern civil war, iii the 
Sloiea, in Navarre, amongst the Amies, has pioducnl 
agonies mi vaiious, so prolonged, and so inevitable alike 
to tnuocent and guilty, as those of Uooiusooi , and il 
the Khond race piefers to peiish beneath untold tor¬ 
tures, lather than to bring bound to our scsiNilds its 
natuial heads , where amongst piutectois and piotected 
IS the desceuding Hiies of the successively proscnhed lo 
deteiiniiie^ W liat, in the sacred naniaof ineicy, is to 
be Its dread sum

AH that has been said and quoted above tends 
to piovo that the imnietise aaciifioc uflifc, botli 
on Hie side of Goveniinent and the people of 
these wild legions, has been owing to the 
absence of a fiee intercourse with them. Had 
these people been fully acquainted with our 
superior force, the means we possess of de* 
stroying their country, and the deteimiiied 
charactet of our proceedings, by which a 
whole army at the gicato.sl .sacnlAe poors 
down upon any eountiy even in puisuit of a 
single object of its vcngeiiiiee, H is certayi 
they would never have piovokcd the sleeping 
lion to lay waste Ihcir lifnds. The war whose i 
disastrous cunsequeiices we have been deseiib-1 
ing, in ail likelihood would not have occurred, j 
had these people been fully impressed with j 
the notion of our immense supeiiovily ovei 
thorn. A free interoour.se with their country 
would have supplied this desideratum, the , 
more so as oar acquaintance with the locality 
would have deprived them of the only chance 
they have of disappointing as, viz., hy hiding , 
themselves in parts to us totally unknown. 
Conscious of our ignorance of these tracts, 
they provoke our resentment and set ns at de« 
fianoe upon the hope, even if defeated, of 
being saved by hiding in tlieir uneaplorod 
Jungles and mountains. *

On the other band* if we possessed as good 
a knowledge of these parts as we have df the 
other provinces of tne empire, and these peo¬ 
ple notwithstanding had ofl'ended the Oovefn- 
roent, the means of Seeuting* the^ dbjeet of 
onr vengeance at a trifting «ost tvouM have 
been in our hands. We might tbvii4tav« put' 


down the Onomsoor plonghmen at as tirtfe 
cost au wo put down the Rtjeshaliy weavt^, 
or the Chittagong zemindars, without tm 
loss Ilf a single life on oiir pan, and with hut 
very trilling loss of Mfe and property on the 
part of the pom, misguided and ozasperkted 
peasantry. The idea of sending a legulsir 
armament, composed of several regim'entji, 
toyiucli a few dissatisfied, tribiitaiy hetnin- 
dars whose tenants are the only force they oa^t 
hi ing in defence, and these tenants a rutto 
and ignorant hoide of savages, would, nnder 
ordinary circuinsUnces, be deemed ridicul- 
ons : it would be something like' going about 
to kill a fly with a ponderous sledge hammer. 
But the case of Goonisnur is not an otdinary 
one, our igiioiapce of it and of a large tract 
of country beyond it is extraordinary, requir¬ 
ing such cxtraoidinaiy means as have ht'«n 
liitclji called into rvqnisiiion. The Hurkaru 
says, and justly, that the fon-e fiist arrayed 
in Gooriisuor was numerically unequal th the 
expected operations; foi, exiiaOrdinafy as 
the force taken against Goumsoor may appear, 
when compared with the zemindary distiir- 
banees whioli nc asioiialiy take place in other 
districts, in the case of that Zeniindary it is 
considered inadequate ; a greater force was 
necessniy to insure success. And whv ? be¬ 
cause thd countiy which lormed the field of 
operation was unknown to us, and our igno¬ 
rance and want of control afforded to a hand¬ 
ful ol savages the means of sucuessfully 
setting us at naught. 

In whatever light we view the sbbjo'it, it 
cannot be denied that the gieat eiror in oui po¬ 
licy towurdsGoomsour and iheotherneigliboiir- 
iiig stales, from the comineneeincnt, has been 
the negh'ci, in time ol peace, to open a Ireeio- 
teicouise with these people, to beouinc fully 
acquainted with their oouuiry, and to let tfleir 
inteiests he united in the bonds of nommeice 
with the inteiests of the people of our pro¬ 
vinces in the plains. To our neglect in these 
particulars must he attAlmted the whole' of 
the evils that have been the consequence of 
the late Campaign. AH the other oirois of 
detail whieU we have enumerated above, as 
taken fiom the columns of the Hurkaru, are 
but the branches of this one great error, com¬ 
mitted, not npw, not when the petiole of these 
distiicts had taken up arms against q«, not 
thiee or four years ago when private indivi¬ 
duals called the attention of (lovcinmeut to 
their neglect in this particular, but before, 
when we were at pericet peace w ith these peo¬ 
ple. It is then that we might have disarmed 
them without shedding a drop of blond, con¬ 
verted their arrows and battle axes into im¬ 
plements of agriculture, and brought tlicir 
chiefs decorated with the piutnes of their 
jungle-cock, bound, not with ohains of iron, 
but cords of silk to the gay assemblies of the 
Government bouse, to the reviews of nur 
troops, and to the conviction of the' immunse 
superiority wbfbh we possess over tliep. In¬ 
stead of persecuting a-Birkara Rongse-fM''a 
Dora Bissoy ; or carrying the d^sotatioikif of 
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war Intna smitinp: country in iiraich of them, 
oiir polioy ought to have been such as to l>ring 
these chiefs to otter a vuluntarv liooiage at 
the alter of British supiemai'v in India. We 
would then have had hundreds in Caluiitta 
fully ae<|u<iinted with the language of these 
people, and with their coiiiitiy, men whose 
inteiest would have been so inteiwoven with 
those of the people of these tracts, that qo- 
Ihing itoing on in their country would have 
lieen hidden from as. We would tlien have 
possessed as much means of knowing all 
about this ter^a ineofftnla AS u( the piovince 
of Chunaigurh oi any other portion of Biitisli 
India. The necessity of adoptin)^ such a 
course of policy is appaient even in re.speot 
to the native states on our fiontieis: how 
much mole in regaid to those wbieii, like 
Gootnsonr, are situated in the veiy heart of 
uiir possesMoiis.

Tlieie arc no doubt vaiioii-s means of ae- 
conipli.sliing this object in regard to the tracts 
in qiiestion One of the principal means, we 
think would be the throwing open of the 
country hy good road^ to tlie tiude ol the 
piovinces siiuated aionnd it. The tiuiik 
road honi Calcutta to Boinliai would divide 
this utievplored tiaet about its centre, from 
which branch roads uriy afterwaids he 
extended to the pioviiices l>ing on either side 
ofit. The constiuctioM of mads, in a eoun- 
liy naliiiaiiy fcitile, but toi the most part 
possessing no water curniiiunicalion, wouM 
be so much desiderated by tbe people, il they 
could oiiee be brought to appreciate the ad¬ 
vantages which good roads would atTord to 
such a country, that we aic certain the weal¬ 
thy zeniindnts, holding possessions in these 
pails, would be easily induced to come f .r- 
ward in aid of any scheme of improvement 
which the Govcmincnt might think of sug¬ 
gesting But to eonvinec these people of the 
benefits that would result to them tiv making 
tlieir country accessible to eoinmcrcc, is a 
step that should flist'he iindei taken by Go 
verninent, and an example set. The load 
fioin Cali'ntta to Bombay woiilil answer this 
purpose, as we explained in a foregoing num¬ 
ber, whilst the Government would gain ano¬ 
ther great advantage by its e.oiistiuclion, viz , 
a ilirect eoiiimunieation betw^ri the two 
most iniportaiit points in tiiclr empire. 

Daring the week a discussion has been 
carried on in the Calcutta Courier on our arti¬ 
cle on the benefits of road making, between 
two correspondents, in which t'le Editor has 
taken a prominent part. We are glad to find 
the subject, which wc consider to be one of 
great importance to the country, exciting 


intere.st, and opposition ; fur we are one of 
those who think that the gieatest good is to 
be expcctesl from llie clashing ol opinions. 
We would,Iiowever, wish to see discussions 
of this oatiKC caiiiedon with temper and in 
language btconiing the chaiacter of the pub¬ 
lications 111 which these di.scassions find 
place. When such is the case, we are always 
disposed to tiansfer any observations which 
concein us, to these columns, as we did some 
days Hgoea very sensible article ftnin the 
l^end of Iiulin, for whose valuable observa¬ 
tions we aie thankful. The language and 
style, of at least one of the coi respondents of 
the Courier, is not, however, such as we could 
wish to inlioduce into our pages, and ns Ins 
iciuaiks against us have been ably refuted by 
anotlici coiicspondeni, leaving the question 
|ust where it originally stood, we have not 
thought it piopci to copy these letters. Wo 
may, liowover, ubscivc. that the pait which 
our contemporary has taken in this discussion, 
IS nut coii.Miriaiit to oui iiutioiis of justice and 
fair cuntiuveisy. 


In his paper of tlie Htli instant, alluding to 
a writer who take.<< up some of our reinaiks, 
he suvs, " our coirespondciit makes it ap¬ 
pear that It is a small ini.stake to suppose 
that G*y>iiiso<»r was ahsuliitely a terra lueay- 
nUa hefoic tlic laic wai, or that a direct road 
between Cfileiitta and Nagpour would pas.s 
ihiough that distiict." In his paper uf the 
Dill instant anoiher cm respondent challeiigcs 
our cuntempoiai v to make good the latter 
part of the ahuve stateinent in regaid to us, 
viz., that we stated tliut “ a diiect road belveen 
Calcutta and ISagpoor would pass through C'oom- 
tiior." Jiisliee reqiiiied lliatoiii conlcinpoia- 
ry should either snnstantiate his former state¬ 
ment, b/ pointing to the page and line in 
which he found us so tupping, quoting our 
ojvn words, or at once i.iirly and boldly ac¬ 
knowledge that he had made a stateinent 
in regfiid to us which he could not piove. 
He does neither, and although he has a brief 
eommentaiy on the subject of bis former ic- 
niarks, the challenge of his coirespondent is 
left totally unnoticed. 


There are a few other simitar specimens of 
evading the question at issue when pressed 
too forcibly, which grace the columns of the 
Courier: bat as we have already taken up a 
great deal of space with this subject, and as 
we have a good champioa in tbe enemies own 
camp to fight our battles, we shall leave onr 
contemporary to his correspondent, who does 
not appeirt' to have had his last say as yet.—

decisions. But the nature of the duties which 
oiir Deputy^Collectors have to pcrfoiin, must 
gicatly aggtavate the evil.

By Rcgiilation Ill. of I793, the Govern¬

Sir, —In yonr remarks to-day, on the widely 
discussed subject of Steam Coinronnication, 
and the conduct of the Bombay Steam Com¬ 
mittee, 1 certainly think yon have done the 
latter injustice, and overlook thecireumstano- 
es in which they weie placed when the resolu¬ 
tions lately promulgated were passed. The 
Government of Bombay had then received 
dispatehes conveying the sentiments of their 
Hon’bla Masters, and poaitvely forbidding any 
future mission of the Huyh Ltndsay, of the in¬ 
curring of any expense, with overland packets. 
The Commnnity of Bombay were then in en¬ 
tire Ignorance of Major Head’s plan, except 
some stray extracts frodi private letters, which 
appeared in the new.spapers«i but none of the 
details, as conveyed to us and pblished here 
were in their possession. 1 cannot conceive, 
therefore, that the conduct of the Bombay 
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Commitleet ia passitif; these rcsuiiitiens, oan 
be a matter of condemnation, exce|liu so far, 
as they diverted any part of the lltids fiuin 
the Ked Sea to the Eaphiatos route. These 
lesoiutions were framed under the ini pres- 
siun that the Cuuituf Bireetois had|interdiet< 
ed the Cuuimuuiuation on the fjiound of the 
expense, and in the hope that the plaeinf; of 
tlie Bombay fund at the disposal of Oovorn- 
lueiit would prevent the interruption to the* 
cuioinunication fioni xiieli a cause, likely 
to ptuvo detrimental to the .Steam Coiuinuni* 
cation by lessening the iuteiest cuiiiiected with 
It. 1 quite agree with you in respect to the 
proposal to divert pait ut the funds to the Eu> 
phrates loute. 1 can only aitiibuto ii.s origin 
to the presence of Colonel Chesney in Bombay, 
and the inlluenco of peisonal iulcicoiiise uver- 
cuiniD!; matured judgment and experience. 

From circumstances a Inch have since taken

Oiii experience hitherto, from this side, does 
not tend to diiuinish the force of what I have

In the fifth month of her preg¬ 
nancy, her father and father-in-law send to 
each others' houses, ‘and also to their respec* 
live relations a variety of sweetmeats, fruits, 
sherbuts, congealed milk (kbter,) and other 
delioious articles. Clothes of different kinds 
are given to her, and she is requested to eat 
whatever she pleases. In tho beginning of 
the ninth month she beaotiiies her person 
with pounded turiuerio and bathes. A lamp 
and a thick piece of stonef noral are kept in a 
room covered with twj baskets. Two or 
three of the faniUy women take her to this 
room, and desire her to open any of these baa* 
kets. Should she be foAunaie enough to 
upeii the basket covering the non, tbey im> 
mediately cry out, ** Oh she will liavif a son ; 


but should she open the other basket, it would 
bo a sure prognostication of her bringing 
forth a daughter. An enlertainniont then 
takes place, when oambers of ladies, both old 
and young, attend, and the blooming girt at¬ 
tired in a dazzling earee of Benares, and dce.kcd 
with a piofusion of gold and gems is brought 
before them. The fea.vt is generallv held in 
dalatomr or compounds where the invited women

It is, liow'evei, pi'n.sing to find that some of 
them have now begon to leain their vernacu¬ 
lar l.iiiguage ; but, bad aiitl poor as that dia¬ 
lect IS, they cannot g.ain much instruction 
from It. If a few English woiks of imagina¬ 
tion that iiiculeate good morals be at first 
(i!Ui.slated fur tiiem,tliey will very likely rouse 
their eoriosity and may tend to the edifieation 
of their minds. We hope, however, that tho 
intelligent natives of this eity of palaces will 
deem it a bounden duty to educate their fe* 
males, and may tiiat anspicous day soon dawn 
on thi.s ill-fated country, when she may 
boast of bei Edgewoitba, her Hemanaes, her 
Suinei viiles, and Martiueaus. 

Having made a few stiictiiics on tho first 
two species of women, we .shall now coneindo 
this sketch with an account oi the third : the 
Hindoo widows. The Hindoo widows are ex- 
trenicly wretched in tlieii condition. The tno- 
nient they lose their Imshaiids, they aic prohi- 
hited to take fish or adorn their bodies with 
any ornaments. Then dress consists opiy of 
their white einthes—never bordered with any 
led or bl.ick tiiiniiiiiigs. They fast once a fort¬ 
night in eve(y oieventh day of the moon, and 
aro not entitled to some of tboso' privileges 
which women of other descriptions enjoy. 
Nothing can be more honorable to them than 
to barn themselves with the corpses of their 
husbands, and those that have done so have 
not only left indnbitable proof of their 
tity, bni am spoken of even now-v-dajs in 
terms of enthusiastic eulogy. I am told that 
if wonion could not formerly get the dead bo¬ 
dies of their husbands in oonsequeiice of tho 
loonlitiethof the plaoe, they often burnt them- 
aeivetewitb their sandals or shoes.

1 shall now proceed to treat of tlieii 
kurnobed and mairiagu./fro-no&er/, or the 
perforating the under .parts of the ears, is 
of great cuusequcncu aiuotrg the Hindoos, 
and until a person undutguej this operatiuit, 
he must alwa}s be constdered a very inipuie 
being, and the adults of his taiiiiiy will never 
take any eatables touched by him Kurnobed is 
performed in odd years. On ihosday rtlien 
thi.s great object of santifreatiun i.<i to be ctlee- 
ted, the father oi the young man who is to have 
bis ears bored, miust purity .fairnaelf cither 
with ballriug or chiiiiging clothes. He has 
then to srt himiltdl uti a h'osasoH, (a sort ot 
very mat ittade of koosa yrats,) with his 

family or rests iti the midst ot plantaiu trees 
cut into sections und matter a lew munten, 
touching at luteivala rice, claiihed butter, 
llowei sweetmeats, and other aecoiupantmciits 
ot lilts holy iraosai'tioii on accuuntof the .salva¬ 
tion of his ancestors.

Three or four days before the wedlock, the 
bridegroom und the bride are beautified ut 
their respective houses with mustard oil, atid 
both qbseive some cerenioiiics of a similar 
nature'. The btidegreom sits on a mat in the 
'nidst of five o< six inariied girN, who iitiiig a 
oontnining a variety of fiutls, Ac. in 
contact' with his head, place before him half 
a dozen of small earthen puts, the onfiecs 
of which he is re({qcsted to cover, in order to 
pot an end to the quarrelsome and loquacious 
nature of his spouse, and taking upon his 
head adong thread, bring it down to his heels, 
when he walks over it, and from which it is 
concluded that he has at last passed the thread 
oi bachelorship. . Another thread is then tied 
with some blades of daoi'va yrass on his right 
iiand, and after he has shaved his head and 
bathed in a small place, surrounded with four 
plantain trees, the same girls shako before 
him the. conic represontition of Shree, or god¬ 
dess of fortune, and put the scissors with 
which the natives cut their betel-nuts in his 
ffho bride observes similar rites at her 
father’s.

So much has been said regarding the multi¬ 
farious duties whioh the above denomination! 
of public functionaries have to perform, that, 
it IS needless at presunt to enunierale tliem:i 
suffice it to say lha4tli(>se who are bestquali-, 
tied to judgo of the nature of these dmie.s, aie; 
agreed in (l.c opinion that no one man can get, 
through them all in an elhcient manner, i 
Whilst things eon tin lie in this state, we find, 
thoCouit of Directors sending outoideis to 
hold the Co]|eotor.s personally responsible for 
malversation in the Slump and Ahkary Do 
partments* and for tieasury defalcations. We 
are not prepared to say that this oider, consi- 
deied by itself and without refeienco (o the 
situation of the Collectors, is unrcasonahlo. 
The inteiest of the Government ceriaioiy re¬ 
quires such a protecting inlo. But to iuakt< 
such an order pradiimlly useful, the CoDoc- 
tors must be placed in a situation which will 
enable them to exercise iliat coniroul over the! 
duties of their office, without which theii 
proper perfoimance cannot he scoured. A.h it 
is; the Colloctois are obliged to place undue 
oonSdenoo in their ill paid native Ainialis, 
whose character for probity has been .sitflioi- 
eatly exposed iu these pages to need any! 
mention of the danger which the nnbliu inter¬ 
est incurs in being placed under ihctr manage- 
ment. To ensure an efficient dischaige of the 
‘various duties entrusted to the Collector, he] 
must personally inspeet all accounts and seej 
every thing in detail connected with liiv 
charge, or provide himself with a bettei class 
of ^Amiahs: it is then that ho can hope to 
secnrc himself against these dangers and 
he e^pabie of meeiing the views of the Court 
coitathfibifi’ated iu tho orders we are alluding tOi^ 

There is aitotber ciionmstaoce which adds 
eonsiderahleidilbaity to the propef perfUr- 
niande.ef.the4vties of the Collectors iR the 
Abkary dei^taieBt. This i^tbo character of 


the soories or wine merchants, from whom the 
revenue has to be collected. These people, 
owing to the rules of caste, are always of a 
low giade, and move in extremely low and 
vulgar Society. They are, therefore, very fre¬ 
quently iiiisiihstiuiliai people, and the seouri- 
ties uiUch they can furnish being from the 
.same class, are also as unsubstantiai as them¬ 
selves. It is thiswhich leads to so many do- 
fiiloations in the Abkary department; but 
these arc cirounistances of detail of which the 
Court of Directors are not awaic, ur to which 
they do not attach sufficient importance. Their 
j udgroent is perhaps funned from what they see 
aiouiid them in England, a Palmer, a Marjori- 
banks, an Alsnp, &c. &c , men of the highest 
ineicantile credit in the country, whohave a cha- 
idcterto^uppnrt, and much to lu.vc, and from 
whom, Uiotefoie, (here is no lo,ss to bo appre¬ 
hended. Conid tiidia boast of wine iner- 
i^iknts of one tithe of the substance and cha- 
ractei of these peopK, the case in the Abkaiy 
department would be very dilTerent. The only 
look-oat of the Hon'ble Court would seem td 
he the secuiity of their pfoperty ; this acr.om- 
piishod, Ihey leare the rest to chance, and let 
their poor servants in India shift for them¬ 
selves, the best way they can. 

Under existing circumstances, every allow¬ 
ance ought to be made lor delicienoies in the 
fevenue, anti oonslderable indulgenoc shewn 
to the pttbiie functionaries who are entrusted 
with the coilection of it. The appointment 
of more labourers in this extensive vineyard 
is absolutely necessary to' the proper perfor¬ 
mance oftthe work. The etyietest rules and 
the most positive orders witf prove fntile, if 
steps are not taken .to relieve our Collectors 
of apart of the duties which at present(le>-'■ 
volve open them; for it ip morally impossible

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TRIBUTE TO GREAT BRITAIWn’dIAN REVENUE COLLECTIONS. 


Diirino tlic first two years of the present 
Cltai'lor, it appe.irs that the leiiiittAnces to 
England fioni the Revenues of liffia have 
amounted to theamaKiiig sum of sixn millions 
slciliiij;, 01 six urotes of rupees ;lan(l the 
leniittances which \^ill probahly beTeqiiired' 
for the two suceuodinK years, if we reniemb^ 
aii^ht, have been officially stated at six miH] 
lions mine. The expenditure of the Presideti- 
I'v ot Honthav, nhar^^cd as it is with the sup* 
poll ot the Indian Navy, is lailier in advance 
of Its rc.snuiccs. At Madias tho leceipts and 
dishniseiniMils aio ordinaiily equal; thouj|;h 
upon any iinfoiesecn ciuei^icncy, tho latter 
piohahlv (*\coed the foinier. Tho Piesidency 
ol Koit Wiilinin, cnnsi.stiii{r of Ben;;<il and the 
Western Piovinces, alone enjoys a surplus 
income ; and (li diain tu whieli India is aii- 
nu.il|y exposed, falls theiefuie cxelusitely 
iipuii these piovinees. Uiir annual icveniies 
in.iyhe sl.iicd upon the last published leporfs, 
at Potiitecn eiines of rupees; hence the 
lemiiiaiiee made to Bii;;land amounts to more 
than a fifth of the cntiic ineoine of these pro¬ 
vinces.

They wonid equally have felt the 
necessity uf yielding to the wishes of the age, 
and relieving the East India Company from 
the trammels of commwoe t but they would 
scareely have saddlet^ this country, through 
the tong period of the renewed Cbaiter, with 
a tribute, which must necessartiy eufeeblC' 
the local administration, and'present the Bri».

Td suppose that so large an annual abstrae- 
tiuiiof leveuue, vtithoni any correspouding 
return, is not detrimental tu India, would be 
altogether gratuitous. Let England make 
the case her own. Suppose England 8Ub> 
jugiited by some distant and foreign power, 
aud obliged, under one denomination and 
another, to transmit a similar proportion of her 
revenues, that'is to say. Nine MUliona sterling 
annuallv but uf the country, would not this 
depletion be found to alTect her strength ? 
With her unrivalled resources of intellect, 

, skill and capital, would not this aonuat 
I abstraction of her resources still have been 
deploitibly visible in her exhausted frame ? 
And, if such would be the effect in a country 
filled with life and energy, how much more 
i fatally must such an arrangement be felt in a 
! country like this, which is deficient in alt 
those elemettts of pt‘osperitys> which England 
so richly enjoy's ? 

England is not dealing fairly by India, ia 
thus abstracting its wealth year after year, 
and depriving the public administration of 
the means of cairyiug forward that system 6f 
amelioration, for the accomplishment of 
whioh alone, can we suppose that the tiust ot 
tilts Ouvernment was eonimitted to ns by an 
overruling Providence. While so large a 
provisioff must be made for this annual drain, 
all idea of internai improveiuont adequate to 
the wants of the country must necessarily be 
suspended. Roads, bridges, oanaU, rail 
•yays, eyeh the^ducatluu of the people, can^ 
not be taken up in a manner woithy of a 
gieat and beocvoieul Government. Jit would 
not be-too much to expect that at least one- 
twentieth of the revenues of this country 
should bo devoted annually to objects of 
local utility but under existing circum¬ 
stances, not even one pei cent, of the revenuoa 
<'.111 be applied to these national objects. 
The Government is necessaiily carried on 
fiomhandto mouth ; eveiy item of cxpeiidi- 
isirc, whioh is notindispensahleto the stiength 
of Government is begrudged ; amt naUonal * 
exigencies are unbeeded.

No convideraSinns 
of cheap production ought to be allowed 
to stand in the way of this desirahle eonsum.'i- 
tion, siaoe it is rather a disadvantage 'ih.in 
a benefit to those through whose instiu- 
mentality cheap sugar or low priced indigo is 
praduced for the foreign eotisumei, that while 
every-one else connected with the trade 
obltains a share «f profit, they alniie am 
ddpmcd to experience no inerea.so ot com¬ 
fort, from arrangements to which tiiey so 
fWgeijr contribute. 

Bat there arc other appliances of a nioie 
legitimate nature which might be resorted to, 
with the view of alieviatiog the distress and 
privation'which are endured in this country, 
on account orihe inadeqnateraturn which is 
olferad in equivalent for bodily exertion. 
Gqgigration presents one, but it is appicliend 
ed a very limited means of effecting this oii- 
jeet; though it is gratifying to observe, in thu 
ease of laborers pioccediug to the Mauiitius 
andf ntfabr Settlements, that it has been adapt¬ 
ed On 8 small scale, and under advniiCagcoiis 
conditions to those'who have availed them 
selves of the npportanitj. iknothcr and more 
convenient method would consist in opening 
out iiew channels 'of prodnetioA, whioli, by 
ahserbingalt available lahonr, would (initcr- 
satly tend to maintain an increased scale of 
wages. This, as being the most natural 
coorse, would be prqtciable to any other, 
and' with reference to tlie plans which are 
io’'pr0glcS8 for' developing the latent re- 
solhrbeeof which the oouptry is sqscOptihie 
wHf■'ii^babty' be that to which th'e elevation 
of^lNrlower elases in fndi^ ibiti he'dtainly 
a|Si|fi&ioIe.

sotves of Us benefits so as to apply them to the 
practical uses which their necessities require. 
Between the two courses put sued, it is iinpo. 
xibic but that good must icMilt; but we make 
bold to say that individuals will far outstrip 
the adiuiiiistiation in this race of benevolence. 
The latter are piocoeding alino.st entirely on 
theory, and arc unable to calciiiate, or even 
to dchiie to themselves the revolts ol their pro¬

Another Act is published in the shape of a 
Draft proposed for recoiisldcralioii ' at the 
first Meeting of the Legislative Council after 
the 6th of June next. Tiie object of this 
Act is to apply to the Commercial Code of this 
country, the reciprocity system with respect 
to flag,, now pievailing in the Cumnicroial 
relations of Great Biitain and the United 
States, with many European powers and with 
the various South American States,—Cnfeuria 
fourier, April 20. 

By a government notification which we 
published yesterday, it appears that the Com¬ 
pany have been grjioiously pleased to confirm 
tjiat part of the Act 3 and 4 William 4. c. 86, 
yvhich^ permits British subjects to hold pro- 
Dorty in land in any part of their dominions. 
In tbesp they, seem to have followed the 
example of the. Negro King, who, we are told 
by travellers, was in tbo daily habit of mak¬ 
ing proclamation, that the royal appetite 
being stftisfied, all the sovereigns of tho world 
were welcome to go to dinner. They have 
not forgotten to aM ** you will take care to 
make such provision as may be requisite for tbo 
adequate protection of the natives of India.”

British spoculatois, who are generally anxi¬ 
ous to leave the country, and who aio not 
I enamoured of Company’s law and revenue 
system. If |hcii it should ho found that 
Europeans are desirnii.s of puroliasing some 
particular tracts of land, it may reasonably 
bo inferred that they possess the moans of 
improving them and rendering them vastly 
more productive than has lihbcrto been the 
case. Tho state will not only be the gainer 
by the direct increase of wealth which these 
iadventiiivi.s may acquire, hut by the stimulus 
I which the light of their success must iuevt- 
tably give to the gient body of native proprie¬ 
tors. The same reasuning holds good with 
regard to aliens whose fate is not }ot deter¬ 
mined by tho august Company. Even the 
Courier thinks they could nut do much harm 
in so large a territory as India, though in 
some siiiull state (England for example’/) 
they might buy up the whole counttv and 
tarn out the children of the soil. This is 
truly ail amusing speculation. It would do 
one’s heart good to find the Holy Alliance 
clubliing purses, like Tory boroughinougers, 

, to boy up the land. For our part we would 
I willingly give them leave to invest their 
spate funds in that way, and should think 
that all they could obtain would be rather 
a security for their good behaviour tbairan 
injury to the natives. They conid not carry 
(he island away to make the pedestal for a 
now iigporial statuo, nor even acquire the 
ducal privilege of doing what they like with 
their own, unless thoir likings happened to 
conform la those of the parliament. In fact, 
however wise tho policy of excluding foreign¬ 
ers may havebeeifin the middle ages, when 
every landholder was required to do military

The Company's Ooveriimciit has 
not exceeded its province, nor loaded Iho 
Indian Statute book with onneccssary legis¬ 
lation in this instance. The Act of Parliament 
(.See. 83), only gave a Britiiih subject the right 
of holding lands ** for any terra of years, in 
sbeh part or parts of the territories as he 
shall be so authorized to reside in." Here is ‘ 
a double restriction, the tenure of a *' term of’ 
years," and the right of residence, whioh in a 
preceeding Section (78) is restricted to “ such 
of the said torritories as were under the Go¬ 
vernment of the said Company on the tst day 
of January, t8(M}, and in any part of the ter^ 
ritorics ceded by the Nabob of the Carnatic, 
of llic piovinco of Cuttack and of the scltle- 
monts of Singapore and Malacca." But in tho 
same clause (8.3) theie follows a proviso: 

"That nothing herein contained shall bo 
taken to prevent tho sajd Guveinor-General 
in Council from enabling, by any laws or ro- 
igulations or otherwise, any sul>jec,t.s to his 
I Majesty to acquire or hold any land or rights, 
interc.vtsoi profits, in or out of lands in any 
paitof the said territories, ami for any estates 
of terms whatever." 

Hence it will be observed, (hat it was Icll (u 
the Indian Government to exleml the privi¬ 
leges of British subjects In rcgaid to tho bol- 
ding oF lan<I.<i, beyond tho above limits of tei- 
rilory and " for any estates or teims whatever." 
This has been done and no iiioie by tiic Ant in 
question, wliicti declares that " it shall be 
lawful fur any subject of His Majesty tu aci|iiiro 
and hold in per^etmlu or for any teim of 
years property in land, or any emoluments 
issuing out of land in any part uf the toirito- 
lics of the East India Couipaiiy.” Tho IIur~ 
karu’s cvcoptioii Is to the woiding of tho sc- 
oood clltusc : 

"And it is hereby enacted, that all lulcs 
which proscribe theiminnei in wliich such pro¬ 
perty as is aforcsaidfiiniiy now he required, and 
held by natives, of the said territories, shall 
extend to all.persons, who shall under the 
authority of this act, aequire or bold suoh 
propeiU."

It is evident, therefore, that if private capi¬ 
tal neic to supply the East India Company in 
Londmi, in lieu of their drafts on their Bengal 
Governinent, the rate uf exchange in London 
most be lower; or the Indian roiaitiing rate 
must be higher to be lerouneralive^ 

It has been inainlaincd, that the C6m- 
pany have merely to lower their rate in Lon-' 
don, and private mcroantile capital would 
furnish them with as much tnoney as they 
require. Supposing such to bo the fact,' who 
wonld be "galoors by the operation? Wot, 
most assuredly, the agrlcuttorfsts of mannrac- 
turers of India; for capitalists un'giviug thdif 
niouey to ihe Company in London, must have 
an equivalent in the re-exeiionge to pay for 
interest, eoiitmission,- and other chnrges; and 
the piodnoerfl in this oountiy mnst eunhribote 
the equivalent in the shape of lower prices 
and smaller profits. India, therefore, would 
he tliconly.snfrerhrhy that mode being adopt¬ 
ed.;' for it ivould'llU^aa'e her to lose th'ut which 


he reiiiiincralivc to the Rnglisii rapi- 
faiist, about 15 per eeiit.,'wbioh would be 
entiroiy saved by the' Indian Covuininciit 
making advances bit sliipmcpts. 

It has been asserted that the sy.Htcra of mak¬ 
ing advances interferes with private capital, 
and leads to speculation, aye, even to an 
iiiereasn in the cultivation! Admitting these 
three effuots to bo true, bow stand the iniui- 
csts of India ? How are they affected 1 Is she 
a whit impoverished? The interference with 
real capital, .at the expense of India, is u 
ductiinc which cannot bo justly maintained, 
if three crores of rupees arc rcquiicd to be 
scat aiinnally from India, is the pioduce of 
India to bo taxed with 15 per cent, to go 
into the pockets of the English capitalists, hy 
the operation uf the Company receiving the 
money in London'I Moicover, the advances in 
India cannot intcrfciu with Indian capital, 
bcoausc tlie shipments of pioduce to London 
would not othciwiso take place. No Indian 
capitalist, without receiving an advance on 
his shipments, can compete with (he niereli uit 
wJio buys and sliigs Indian piodueo .is u 
luudiuui only of tvmiltanccoi piucccd.s of ,in 
investment fioni Euiopc, except at a di.sad- 
vuiitugu quite pioliibiliny. To give apiucti- 
eat itlustiatioii ui the .advantages, as a .set oil 
against the ilcpivcated evils, of the system of 
advances on shipnteiil.s, about a couple ui 
yours ago, theie vias a section of tlic iiicican- 
lile coiiiniuiiity, vviiii a Iccliiig of tlic most 
generous and benevolent sympathy tor the 
I interests of the i;ieditors of two ul the late 
Agenuy houses, wtin tiled to icslrniii the 
Assignees from shipping a quantity of indigo 
to London, and to have the whole ol it sold 
in Cdloulia. The A<-.ignces had essayeii sales 
both publicly and privately; but not tiiidiiig 
puiohasers wbo, in ^bc Ihuii state of the money 
tnarkef, would give wlial the Assignees consi- 
deiod a fair value, the iiuligu wa.s evcnui.tlly 
shipped by them to London, and rciilixed, in 
^tmoiparison with the prices oflercd in Caleuita, 
a veiy large prolii.''' 

It the Company’s advances iiijtiic the Eng¬ 
lish capitalist, wiiicii to a certain extent may 
be admitted, so do all loUers of cicdit and 
fictltiouy lepresutilalivcs of capital. What 
can be more injurious to the London mer¬ 
chant, wlio purchases drafts from the Court oi 
Directors on the Bengal Govcrntiicnt, ns a 
medium of remitting funds to India foi iiu 
vestment in prudiice, than tho system adopted 
hy tho Scotch Banks, whereby drafts on their 
Imndon Agents are procnrable by parties, to a 
very large extent, without Uio cash being paid 
in exchange, but merely on personal or other 
security? These drafts are payable (iU days 
after sight, and they mi||ht be negotiated in 
Calcutta; tho pi occeds invested in produce, 
and the pyoduue realiaed in Loudon without 
(he party, wbo 'may be responsible ,to tlio 
Banks, oiabursing a sixpence in paymont-of 
the drafU. Calculating tho Court of Direc-. 
tor'^ Bilig at'lv. 11d, poi Company's rupee, and 
the Scotoh Bank Bills at 2f. Hd. per sa. ru¬ 
pee, (he differorteo is in favor pf the latter, 
fnim tho auiount of interest saved. 
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II napnot be denied, that an increase of i 
•ev(^n(y l.ikli3 ot lupees of.capital forced 
npOn jlio ftioney market, would probably {)« 
atended, witli unfavoiablo results; b«t it 
necessary to ask, wiilncfeience to Bengal, will 
such be the consequences tegaiding these con¬ 
templated advances on shipments? It U qtntp 
ii.ifiii 4 i that the icsdincss to obtain an ad- 
vnnea^Of two-jlhiids of the value of goods, 
may cause a speuniiUive spirit to ev inee itself i 
yet. nndei tbc oircinnsfances of very unfavor* 
able prices for Indian produce in*tbe London 
maiket, the inoeiitive to speculate is very 
feeble, if not almost anniliitated, U is an 
evil, liiiweycr, tliat would cure it<elf, .and not 
ai all injiiio the Iniiian Agiiculturist or 
Manufaetuici, wintever it might do to the 
speeuhlive niciclinnt, 

To suppose, that tliese advances in prngpeetu 
wmild ineic.isc lh»> Indigo Pl.inlei's cultiva¬ 
tion, is going a liulo too fai into the icgiuii of 
iiiidgiuatioa.

Nui, cten in that which I liust 
is the inoic piobabfc ciise,' in the o.tso that the 
aricais .shall have been paid up and tho whole 
transaction closed nefoie this di>pat<’li shall 
oave reached lndi<i,—not even in that ease 
can we he quite suic, that the uumo atiivnl 
of such an oidei may not hate its elin't in tho 
still initahlo mind of the piibhL>ai)d gite a 
fresh shock to ciedit. 

As t do no! often trouble the Court, I may 
be allowed, peihaps. on this occasion to ofier 
a few’ oliscitations on the gciiri:.! qucMioii as 
to the cx(fedicncy of our Gov'eMuneot's being 
ifivcstfid with a disrretioii.iiy power of assist¬ 
ing tin Mciohanls, in rei'aiiicasea of emer¬ 
gency, with loan^ from the public Ticasury.

That, liknnil othercommorriatsystems,this 
has beoit liable tu oocasionni derniigement 
ftom over-trading, certainly is not to be deni¬ 
ed ; nor that suc.li over-trading has brought 
with it its usual consequence and coirective 
loss. But thoic IS also anotlier caiiso of dis¬ 
turbance which must be allowed by every one, 
but tliove who wilfully shut tlieir eyes to every 
aide nf the qii'>siion butone, io li.ivc inttuene- 
cd the vii'issiiiiites of tho Indian money mar- 
kvl at all liincs much more powi'ifully than 
ovci trading, I mean the finunuial operations 
of tlic Uov eminent. Tliesc, indeed, I will 
take upon me to say, have constituted the 
m.ain inflnenci*, hy wliii'h every impoitant 
ciisis in comiuercial aifairs, p.aiticuiarly at 
t'iilcntln. hits been more imnicdiatciy luniigfat 
about. Indeed, the immense scute on wliinli

Tlio 4|ncsiioii 
to the state is, how can the money be sent to 
the gicatrst advantage? and, when that i.s j 
disposed of tlie Government h surely entitled i 
to reliove the piodiiccis 0|t wiioni it depends < 
lor its icvriiue from the giipo of speculators 
in exohcinge. There arc but a few iiiercbants 
III Kngland cniiiicclrd with India, and theie 
IS conscqaciitly nothing like an open coinpe* 
tiiinn for the Company’s bills. Tb«y must 
fall into the hands of a few, whose hona flji 
capital is very likely borrowed, or partly fur* 
iiished them by Indian business. The treasury 
here, on the coittiary, is open to ail, and any 
merchant may avail himself of what is uo 
more than a reasonable and usual advance 
on goods in every part of the world. The 
IJarkaru will find it easier to ory out about 
ills Opponents spleen and ignorance, wilful- 
iiess and incapacity, than to answer us by 
argument, as ho Rcknowled|os, by disposing 
of the pmuanent tehletttmt in a few words. 
He has the audaHty to say that we confound 
the practical worfoin| of the system with the 
excellence of the inttmtipa, when he himself 
has been* for yeaiii pfalling the good effects 
of that very practical working, and shewn, by 
way' of-contrast, lire superior condition of 
licngai consequent upon its introdaetion. He 
now finds that there ato manifold objeotions

But to have made o it his position and the infer¬ 
ence he intendovl siionld be diawitfroin it, be 
should have shewn bow silk and indigo were 
independent of specie—how the 15 or 16,000 
inds. of the latter, and heaven knows how ma¬ 
ny bales of the foimer, now in “ durance vile” 
under tlie green Cerberuses of our Banks, 
u-cre to find their way without a silver key on 
board (lie freight-seeking vessels, whose 
bright streaks of copper, tell a sad tale of 
empty hnids and unbattened hatobes^ and 
throw an ominous glare on our deserted 
wharfs.

nected with the ohjects of their respective 
pursuits.

Cut continues nui siin 
ple“fiiend," “ the people in London [sshal 
people?] being ist’oimud of these facts, and 
h< sing iiial very small sums are paid into ilic 
Treasury in LcadenhalLsticet, wnte to their 
correspondents heie, under thi nipifonttm, that 
the balance must he lemitted fiom (ndia. and 
stiaoo tlieir opciations accordirigiy.” On this 
wo bog to leraaik, that there must have hcen 
a moie,tiiaii ordinary fogginess of atinos* 
pliore in the vicinity of Lcaileuhall-slicot, 
ami an eqnallv nniiMiitl imaginative activity 
in tlic woithy eitnsens lhrrcal>oiit,tn have seen 
so little and supposed so much ; hecauso wo 
happen to hasc tlio slight fant liere of H( 
lakbs^ of bills on the Company fniiing due 
the same d<tv in August, and payable at 
llio Generat Ticasniy, of wbicli jthS' oP' 
pel imps tths wcie i emitted viA Malt 

fiotii London ; and if so large a proportion oi 
tho £‘2 .iMH), 000 became payable on ono day, it 
will uot reqiiiic ns to go far into the doctrine 
of chances to presume that the balance, or 
nearly the balance, was not tangible 
thcoughont the rest of the yoar. But wore 
.piesuiiiptions as plcntifui as blackher- 
lics, we need not trouble ouisolves about 
them. We have the February mail; where 
is the letter fiom the Court of Birectori^ 
stating their disappointment in liaviog 
“ small sums" paid into the Troasnrv, and 
tho necessity of a remittance from India 
Md China, of Cl,500,000? Onr honorable 
ma'slerk are exOecdiugly sensitive to ooin- 
fMatohi in the nhest, and often cry out before 
they 'are hurt, and it strikes us that ** they 
too. would have .shaped their operations ac 
eosMlinglv,*’ had the state of things been “ a 
seen nno supposed by the people athoqtie," o:

1 .—It is notorious as (he snn at noon-dav, 
(hat the Old Agency Houses originated in 
fiiciiniiitances peculiar to India at the peiiod 
of tlifii formation. They were the natutal 
otfspiing ottbepoliry’of the Ooverninent wlio 
sealed tlie country against Briitoli capital, and 
they hi'caiiie sub-monopolies under the su¬ 
preme monopoly of the East India Company. 
Never possessing or piofessing to po.ssess 
funds of then own, they depended entirely 
upon the accuinulalioiis of the services, who 
having no means whatever of employing their 
money except in (lovernment seem tiles, lia¬ 
ble not only to fietpicnt and extreme llnelun- 
tiwns ill \alne, but to sudden repayments or 
discharges, picferrcd romittaiices to theii 
(iiends and qnondrtni comrades Tlieiattoi, 
thriefoic, were avowedly, the liistrihntors of 
bu. lowod funds through the various ehannols 
of nianufactmeis, commeree, agriciiltnro and 
of loans to individuals, receiving witli one 
hand and lending with the other, and cxein- 
.sivcly dependent on the permanenny of these 
ifccipts tu catiy on their busine.ss fioin jeai to 
year. I*iaeli<‘ally. tlicrelore. the svstbm wa.s 
Itiat of a joint-stock Compauv, but depiived of 
the main safe-guard of such institnliciiH, legal 
mutual liahiiitv. lly the absence of this 
check, whilst on the one hand, ttic funds were 
invested in puistiiis requiring a greater oi le.s.s, 
but always a consideiable tunc for ultimateJy 
piofitable icsults, they were, on tlio othei. 


between the monetary measures ofGpyeryi'^ 
lueiit from to 1830, and from 1833 to 1637? 
Does he nut know that tiiey have been almost 
directly opposite within these periods I In 
the furnior the Treasuiy, by all means in its 
powci, attracting to itself the tloniing capital

An interval of twi days has again enabled 
the Hurkdm to come to the attauk as to the 
(lampany'a advances.

The cat which our contem¬ 
porary boHstsof applying, ijt, we acknowledge,

The tJurkttiH. is foi favoiing tlie tormei at ili' 
expense ot the lutlei ; we are meiely desinus 
that nt ither class sliould be tnvoied or 
iiijuicd by sudden e.tiaiiges in ihc financial 
lopeiatioiis ol tioveiniiieiil. The Ifurkara, 
finding himself ill adileinuia in having .assnil- 
I ed the Company's advance system, whilst he 
applauded Loid Willrain’.s .snppuit of the 
insolvent agency hoiisi-s, says tlmt oni ehnige 
tests upon nil aiguitiuiit, which is a saiifnt\Mit 
I'cjiafldan aisiiitipllo falsi. We do not wi.sli 
tu retort oiii eoiitempoiaiy's elegant phia.ses 
even when < lotlied in a Latin gaib; iio is wd- 
couictoery out that out chargeisfdl.se; nc 
are satislied wiU^ pioving it true. In this 
inslauce it rested on no argument of onis, hut 
upon his own wolds. He filled his eolnnins, 
day after day, with an outcry about lioveiu- 
incnt intcifcrenee, and then, nil at once, 
'qniclly*pa(lcd Laid William on the back for 
Ins suppoit to the tottering linns. 

We asset ted tlinl there was nothing in the 
coninicreial system of 18:10, that called for an 
I interference uiiwarianted in 1837. To this 
he replies that the insolvent agency bouses 
did their business on a different system, thus 
assuming that the live rotten firms, attempted 
.to be bolstered up by Lord William, foiined 
j the commercial system of Calcutta in 1831.

Mis idea of a swindler i.s “ a o.unning 
vagabond who dexterously plays upon the 
passion.s, wcakncs.scs nnd projuilices uf man¬ 
kind toi hi.s own advantage.” This is really 
alarming ; wc fear it will ineiudo all pio^ 
fessions nnd ranks not even excepting kings. 
As fur the UnrkanCi friends, the agents, they ^ 
are of course included; cunning, many of 
them have sullicicntly shewn thcni'.clves, and 
vagabond, iridiis .sense of the woid, they eer- 
tainly weie. for they h;i<I all Icfltheir rountiy 
in seiircli offortune. Now', wenro nuthalf so 
eonsoriuus ns our brother cditoi ; wc would 
define swindling to he the obtaining moni'v 
under false pietcnccs, and we sny that when 
men, in eontcinplntion of harikiupioy, issued 
false alatcments of their own stability to 
indiii'e people to put money into thch bands, 
thev weie guilty of sisindliug.

meicial capital anoilable lor oUier.s,’' we are 
unable to gui['s.s.

We hy no means intend to nonvoy apy dis 
approbation of a Government coming foiwaid, 
under circumstances beyond contiool, and 
against all reasonable oaleulation, to extend 
its powerful aid ; but we deprecate a perpetn- 
ally lecuriing npplirationoii slight disturban¬ 
ces in the money market 

The letter of the Chamber of Oomincrce, we 
Bnderstand, is not ialended to intimate any 
desire to receive advances from the Tteasmy 
blit simply to ascertain wlietliei the Govern¬ 
ment intend tc make any at all ; it being ol 
course jiery desirable to ail parties to have 
' some certain information on the subject. 

Blit we cannot conclude our observations 
on this matter, without expressing onr sin- 
prize, if the fact be so, at the Bank of Bengal 
holding above 40 lakhsof rupees in Coinpaitv’.v 
paper, at a time when money is in demand.

In discussing on Saturday the causes of tin 
. scarcity of money now so much folt in Cal 
cutta, we mentioned as one of them, ** the 
absorption of fifty lakhs inoie than last year 
in the value of the indigo crop, a state of 
things which enriolics the planter, but lessens 
the amount of mereantite capital availabib 
.for other branches of trade.*' The expression

ceods of last year ; and though these 50 laklis 
being taken from a limited source of supply, 
namely, the proceeds of European goods, or 
credits or bills upon Calcutta, oi bills sent 
here fur .sale, or (he Company's advances, or 
private lemittance funds, would to the same 
extent reduce the capital available foi 
sugar, silk, sallpclie and cotton. Sic., &c.,

ft is uiineeessaiy to aigiio that the Bank of 
Bengal has been a veiy piofitahlu coneern to 
the piopiiotnis. I know of no investment of 
luaiii’v vvliioh for the last 30ycars has yielded 
so high an average of annual profit; that pro- 
fi'h.is aiisen and bfcn insured by the wise 
and cautious regulations wbiuli have liilherlo 
cuiilroulcd the operation^ of the Bank. Will 
it be a wise art of the propiietors to peril this 
piofiti and they will suiely do so by Accept¬ 
ing this new act, unless they can find men foi 
Direrlois, whoso views remain unaltered and 
unintlnenced by the circiiinstaiices of the mo- 
incni when they are called to act. 1 say, with¬ 
out fear of contiadiction, that the present Di- 
reetois of the Bank ot Bengal, am as capable 
as any equal number of men winch the pio 
piietois could select for the eaiefiil maiiage- 
ineiit of their cotireins ; still the most cursory 
perusal of these papcis, .shows, how diffhrentiv 
the same men me oisposed to view the 
sumo question atdiifcient peiiods iindui al¬ 
tered ciicnmstanccs. If the act which is nowi

At times a Bank will find its coffers full 
to repletion, with no demand on the paitof 
any one for discounts or other banking ac- 
oemmodation ; at such times those who are ; 
concoined in the management of Banks are 
tempted to make permanent investments of 
their funds, or to try less certain speoutations 
than ordinarily, and to reduce the rates of 
other business, bidding first against oom 
petitors on terms aearcety eovering its lisks 
and indeed greatly ^inoreasing those risks 
by the inducement to speoulation afforifi- 
cd by facility of ohtkiaiiig funds. 

“ To tills they are moved by the idea that 
any thing is better than to allow tiK funds of 
tbeir Bank to lie wholly unemplayed yielding 
no profit, and affording no dividend i” and 
they sum up their opinions by the foilow- 
iag strong and wise reprobiktiofli- of this 


peeking after new business in a moment of 
plenty." Notbiog, however, is so delusive 
as the schemes and speculations of suelt 
periods, and the losses and failures of Banks 
are mostly traceable to their consequences. 
As sure as night follows day, will the reac¬ 
tion take place after a money pietbodk when 
the need for banking accommodation becomes 
correspondingly uigrntf and if yielding in 
tire'tomptations of other times a Bunk has 
embarked ip distant and doubtful specula¬ 
tions, or has parted with its capital and 
means by multiplying branch establislimeuts, 
all subject to the same pressure, or has sunk; 
too much in permanent investments, not 
promptly realizable at the moment of want, 
such a Bank wil^ssnreilly lose the op[iorta- 
nity of the most advantageous employment of 
which its capital and means are su.sccpt;ible, 
and it will be well if it suffer only the dis¬ 
appointment and regret of a lost opjiortunity, 
and do not fiiitlier experienuo embarassmeht 
and sacrifice of capital.” 

I recommend this passage to the serious 
ronsideration of the proprietors of the Bank 
! )f Bengal, as affording from the months of 
their Diiecluis the strongest evidence in 
favor of my advice, that they should not ac¬ 
cept this new act, nor allopi the character of 
then establishment to he i hanged hy adopt¬ 
ing the dangerous combination of commer¬ 
cial transactions, with their hitherto safe and 
profitable Banking buMness. The Bank of 
Bengal has been ou the very brink of this 
precipice, and has been saved, not hy the 
l>rudence of the proprietois or their Directors, 
hut by the charter which confined them wilhin 
prudent limits but let the Directors speak, 
foi thciiis«-lves Daring Ifio whole of tlio 
pail vc.'ir, the Directors had before them tho 
diuiiit oi reduced piolits from the want of full 
ntnpluyiucnt for tho funds of the Bank. 
They pariicip.ited with the proprietors Ihede- 
viie ut finding new lines of business and new 
iiethuds of ili.iwiiig benefit from the employ¬ 
ment of supei II u-ius funds. To the ordinary 
lilficulty ot the time in this re.spent was ad¬ 
ded that of a considoiable augmentation of 
aptial without any change of cimmostaners 
affording tlio piospcet of its beneficial em¬ 
ployment. But while lilt the parties were oc¬ 
cupied in devisiiii!, <iclicnios for turning these 
funds to account, in a lew -short months, the 
aspect ut tilings so completely changed as to 
make It apparent that even with the augniont- 
*ed capital, the means of tho Bank of Bengal' 
were likely to prove insalTiuieiit to supply alt 
the banking accunimodation required hy (lie 
nonimanity of tho presidency ^lone. Thisis 
the ca.se at the present muincnt —the Bank 
of Bengal is now realizing hanking profits 
at high rates upon a mnuh larger sum than 
was ever similatly empioved.” 

it may^bo argued, indeed, that the present 
great,^carcity of money, i.s not likely to last»> 
that a reaction will soon take place, and Ihu 
Bank again find itself embatrassed by a ple¬ 
thora of money., I confess that I have thd 
advantage of offering the-se remaiks at a mo¬ 
ment very favourable for iny purpose, alill fc 
am aati^ed that for many years to eoiue, to#. 
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coinmernial eomnianitjr will r«qnire oonstatK 
and arinnaily incieasiii}; acnomtuodatiuii from 
tlio Bunk uf liciiKai, piovided tho diieutor.4 
follow their prcHoni intonlions of advancing: 
money nioie Iiheially on piivate discount, and 
the nieicbcint cun rdi/ on (he Bank, for fair and 
reasonable suppoit »ilh iclerence to tho extent 
of bis biioiiic^s. It IS evident that the coiu- 
mercial dnectors whose opinions aie ait on, 
dilTet as to tho degrees of aceuiuiaodatiod le- 
quired fioin the Bank, but tiiQse opinions 
oUeied at a time of gieat abandanocoi money 
arc likely to Iiave been influenced materially 
at the iiioineut, as I have shown how inuoh 
they have ohanged their views in the preface 
pieflxcd to (he papers, still there is to Im ga¬ 
thered from them an oxpffetatioii (hat tho 
inoieasc of oar Tiade will require extended 
means, and diffcient opinions aic oxpiessed 
from whence it is lo bo foithcomiiig. One 
conmiercicil director says, “ so lar as regaids 
the discount business of that city (Calcutta) i 
no extension of capital is nccessaiy another 
say s, “ there can be no doubt that the ope¬ 
rations of the Bank of Bengal aie of too 
cramped a nature for a great commercial 
community like Calcutta a third says “ a 
rooie independent commercial management, 
might conduct the, Bank to .a more ertended 
and perhaps to safer accoinmodation hiisiiiess 
than it has at presenta fourth says,no 
doiilii an addition of capital would he advan- , 
tageoiiH to the aoutiUy, if gradually introdneed, 
aruingfram the profiti af trad,." When men, 
so well conversant with the .«iib|cct come to 
so opposite a conclusion, it will nol, 1 hope, 
bo thougiit presumptuous in me diliering fioin 
any of them. . I cunneive that tho opinion that 
the Bang ot Bengal has always fully met the 
wants of the Commercial cornmunity indis- 
conuting, aiisc.s horn mistaking the want ol 
application for di.si:ouuts, to the want of need • 
until ve»y latciv there have been iiivaiiahly 
such difliculties made to passing piivato liis- 
counts that the merchant sought accommoda¬ 
tion ehsewhere at any sactiflee lathci than .siih 
ject his paper to the discredit of being reject¬ 
ed by the veto of the President, without a 
commercial diiector, having a voice in tlie 
question. Let the dnectors look attiieridi- 
oilonsly trifling average amount of private 
discounts in the Bank until a more liberal 
.system was intiodueed, with the inciease 
which has taken place iiridei this new system, 
and 1 think they will And my remarks borne 
out. It may be contended that ,an inorea.se of 
privotB discounts, will increase the risk of 
tho Bank in a greater ratio than tho profit. 
The opcratinn.s of the Union Bank entirety 
disprove this: with scarcely any 'business but 
private dheounte, it has passed through times 
of (he ji^reatest cnmmeroial distress with cre¬ 
dit (rtitteir and profit to its proprietors. The 
Bank of Bengal takes credit to itself, for its 
present liberality in diseounliag privatq pa¬ 
per to about tho same extent as the Uninn 
Bank. This iscertainly an improvement on its 
former mode of doing discoupt business, but 
it falls for short of what it might do. Let the 
Directors judge of what business they may da 
. U dUcoaatiug, by compuing the hmoaiit 


which the Bank of England would advance 
oil c nnmercial paper repieseiiting the Trade 
of Bengal, or an equal quantity ut the Trade 
ol Eugiaud, and I think they will be surprised 
At the iiiimciiso dispaiity between the dis- 
ci>iiiit.s of tht^lwu Banks. I count little on the 
capital aiisin^ fiom the piofits ot trade wliioli 
one ol the l>iicinoi.s expects will meet the iii- 
crodsing wants of commerce heic : us long as 
the Tiiido of India iciuaiiis in the hands of 
Europeans, who retire to tlicir own countries 
and almost fflwuys take away then fuituiies 
with tliem, no acciiiuuiation of profit for the 
purposes of trade will remain fixed in the 
cunnliy. [Live the Eropiicturs oftlie Bank 
ot Bengal any reason tui expecting a cuiitinii- 
ance of .such supplies of money as were sent 
out for coniinercial purposes last yeui ? 
Is tlieie the lea.><t probahtiity ot the

Tills IS ret tube known. I tlitnk the chancc.s 
ate against it. 1 see nncaii.se fui expecting 
tioiii England moic tliau ,111 annual sum 
fiiictuaiing ill amount, Hccoiihiig to the value 
ut niuiiey in London, uiuc pci baps in cvciy 
ten ycais, wc .sliall have nioic tliuii we icqiiiic 
wlieii the io.v value ot inotic} and the days of 
speculation exist a.s they did in 18-2i and i83(i. 
But,geiicially .speaking this will not be the 
case. To me It appears, that so fai tioni the 
Bunk ol Bengal icquiiing logo abroad loi an 
incieasc ut business, it will find ahundaiit oc- 
eupaituii tor all it capital, if the Dnectors 
folloiv up theii piescntintculioii of iin reusing 
iibeially the accoriiiiiod.ilioii and that, not 
mcicly 6ui the pieseiit monieiit but toi yciii.s 
to collie. I llierefoie deprecate the power 
which lilt, nevv act gives them of assuming 
yvheii they plea.se a comuicreial eharactci. It 
i.s niinecessai}', because they have had hither¬ 
to, and will continue to realize, handsome 
and steady profits fioin Banking atone. I re- 
coMimeiid the pro|>ii<lois not to accept so 
dangerous a gitt, but to be .satised to cany on 
the Banking business as biClicito with the 
support and good will of the conimcretal com¬

la o', and the elder broUiers of lier husband, in 
being submissive and obedient to her mothei 
in law, and in peiforming kitchen services 
and other Jobs of the family. The young gii Is 
are. also taught to shun the company of tlieii 
husbands during the day, and those that feel it 
very diflicalt to adheie to this rule ate often 
thought immodest and shameless, the const - 
qnence of which is that every husband and 
qife, as long as they are not saflioienlly ad-, 
vanned in age, conveiso with each other in! 
silence and secieoy. j 

In regard to eating, a wife is pnt to blushes, 
or becomes vexed, if the hnsband asks her any 
questions as to her Oieal, The only things 
that she can chew before him is betel and 
spices. To smack the lips or link tiro chops 
Wore men is considered by Bindu women 
exceedingly indecent, and derogatory from 
the virtues of a female. 

Such praclioes and notions as these are at- 
terly subversive of the growth of conviviality 
funong the Hindoos, and are conducive to no 
other than but that of preventing the reftac* 
ni««t of thek manners, the enltivation of their 
unral and intellectual energies, and the 
ameliowtiph of the fair sex, that seem to oo- 
odpy no part of their attention, though a bard 
of tbh present day exelaiuis in honor of them.

astiological calculation or the deep thought 
vaticinations of a gipsey. The Ilrainins aio 
said to divine into futurity, and the rules 
which they have established relative to omens 
and prognostications for thcguidaiicc of iiian- 
kind, have been followed by the Ilmdons Tor 
a considoialile time without the least degice 
of doubt, and aic looked upon as iiidiibitalilc 
truth based upon induclive piincipics. The 
rules themselves aic so very absurd and iiidi- 
criis, that we think a pmt/romine of them is 
necessary for the infuimation ot Kitiopoaii 
rcadeis, and we will, tlicrefoie, make no .apo- 
logv for parading them in tlicii iiatnial nitiie.

the advantages of the change of Masteis ; 
they are nut yet head and ears in debt, theii 
property is entire and lias not been alieuatcd 
by B''gulation, and their lands are not yet 
irredeemably martgagrd to iiuiineas and 
soucars. How long they may remain an ex¬ 
ception to the rest of our territories is to be 
seen. 

A very bad practice attending the Biilish 
Government ha.s alieady been intioducrd luto 
the District, and which rminot bo too much 
reprobated, that ot sending out the public 
cattle for ebarra. Tlie surwaiis and miihoiits 
under protection of scpaliee gumds, coiiiiiiii 
the greatest devastation on (he fincNt iien,, 
and often realize money in cutting oi protect¬ 
ing, at their pleasure, trees held in veneiation 
by (be Natives 01 useful as shade iu the hot 
weather. It is strange that an enlightened 
Goverbment should have lecourse to such an 
objectionable method of providing for their 
cattle, and which in the end must be more 
ruinous than profitable, as appears from the 
miserable condition of the cattle in general, 
although so much wanton destruction is per¬ 
petrated for their subsistence, It is a plunder 
too ef the worst description, leaving an eye- 
«ore that will remain for years in every corner; 
besides, complaint is made of the young cot¬ 
ton having been Injured by the camels. 
What a lesson Is read in the strict preserve of 
trees and pasture on the banks of the canal, 
ptiblicproperty, where, if a fcisan’s bniloek 
tiii^rtnti,ately strays, fines and damages are 
intiii^iatoly imposed, while the Honorable 
C^Mtiy's cattle range at liberty, and destroy 
at pfoasufe tbp property of (be people under

Willi the exception of the road funn Mee¬ 
rut to Sirdlimiah llieie is nu otiioi that can he 
IIIoperly called a mad in the Oistiict, The 
trade thiougli it was completely stopped by 
the unlimited exactions of the Begum s niyi- 
midotis; so far did they cairy their extor¬ 
tions, that a cart load uf uld building matcii- 
iils has been known to bo stopped for duly, 
Fettv impositions at Milage markets and fairs, 
and also fees fiom pilgiims to shrines have 
also been put an end to, and a poor man can 
now puirliasc a bianket or a pair of shoes 
without having to pay a few pice to the sii- 
Kdi for which he iceeived a laige .seal on a 
lirty bit of paper. 

The soil of Sirdhanah and Bouihanah is in 
general light and sandy offeting dilliciilties in 
.veil irrigntioii, while that in Burnnwab, 
liiiiouth, and Kotana is exeellciitly adapted 
tor it, and some of the kiiicha wells Inst np- 
waids of tweiilv ycais. allhoogh they may bo 
ol) feet deep, w iihout any kotce beyond liiut of 
twisted Sumalun bushes. 

Since the demise of the Begum the Reve¬ 
nue has been revised, eXeepting inceitain 
estates, and gieat relief has been afl'orded in 
ca.scs which required It. The whole will lie 
again revised on the completion et tl’o sui vey, 
and the sooner it is Inially a'ljust»‘d niid the 
people,!et alone the bettci ; aii\ di‘l.iy loi the 
purpose of screwing up the Revenue on im¬ 
provements ill iriigatiun and pio'liKis, oi in¬ 
crease of tillage, must be dcpice.iied, as it will 
lead to a want of confidence. The average 
revenue of tliese Purgiinnahs per aoio of riil- 
tivatioii is 2ts.'Uas. 5|)ic; while that of the four 
distiicts foimerly icpoitod upon is only 1 is, 
7, IS, 3 pie ; wiiich shews that they cannot he 
under asses.so<1. In many cases, liowcvci.lhc 
distiibqtion of the revenue appcai.s most un¬ 
equal,'for which there can be no goml leasoii. 
This will no doubt bo rectified in duo time. 
The zunieemlars seem perfectly aware ol the 
bdvantages of obtaining a final settlement 
previous to their Cdtering into any extensivo 
improvements, and no money will be laid out 
in cuts fiom the canal for the purposes of 
irrigation till they see their way clearly, as the 
canal oW^rs experienced in the neighbouring 
purguntimis of Bagbpnt _and_ Lonce. The 
cnitivation of sugar cane will in like manner 
be kept back as it is at present, and every 
means wHI be taken* to defeat the expectations 
of the revenne officers. 

The average revenue per acre of cultivation 
in each purgunnab, sufficiently points out a 
fairer equalization of the assessment to be iin- 
mediately required, and the following state¬ 
ment of the oultivatloh of three different mon* 
zas will shew that even greater iiioquality exist*

Now, if this 
were trne, it is impossible (u justify the pusil¬ 
lanimity and want of foresight which, the 
moment that Tiiarawaddie’s party made the 
slightest resistance, occasioned the wliolo par¬ 
ty of the Queen and Menthaghie to be thrown 
into a state ot panic, that rendered them ntter- 
lypoweitess, Intho mean lime Piince Tha¬ 
rawaddie retiied in great order to Moiitsliobo, 
a town about 50 miles north of Avn. This 
Town is the birth place of Ailotnpra, the cele¬ 
brated ancestor of the present reigning family, 
and the founder of the dynasty. This step 
was in accordance with the general policy 
of Tharawaddie, who profess to make Allom* 
pro's.

I when one makes a stand, the olhoi instantly 
rcticats ; although the dastardily panic, which 
paializcd llio cncigics ot Mcntliughie and his 
troops, upon Ihc occasion of every leverse, 
wn.s not by aiiv means so conspicuous amon;; 
tluMtoups of Thaiavvaddie, who, in hi.s own 
pcison, seems to have exhibiled any thing 
ialhci’'lhaii want ofcouiage. However, look¬ 
ing at Ihc iiiannoi in which each paily acted 
uiidei ail) enioruciicy, if wc regaid thu con¬ 
duct ol oiiu paily aUeinately, our astonish¬ 
ment that Olio .should succeed, could only bo 
siiipa.sscd li) that which wo should tool, if 
theulliordid not fail.

Menthaghie, mean while, and his ministers, 
exerted Uiemselres to Uie utmost in the levy 
of troops and at lei^th despatched about 
20,000 of the King's'forges,. as of ooerte 
they were sent in the King's name, against 
Tharawaddie, Many of these deserted to 
their homes ; many more to Tharawaddie, and 
in various ways this foruidahte force was 
rsdttced to one half its number. Tbe pnhlia 
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feeling; at Avn, and indeed every wlioro else, 
now be^an to iiianifcst itself scry strong:lv in I 
favor of PtincoTharawaddie; and the Hiiti&h 
ttcaident at this time, as was g;cnerally lieliev' 
ed, made various efforts to open the eyes of 
Menthaghie and his ministers, to the fatal 
course they were piirsuing;, and to persuade 
them to endeavour by net;oe]<ilion to concinde 
by an amicable anungoiiieni, u <|nnirel that 
threatonded, if not speedily so temiinated, 
the most fatal consequences to the existing 
Onvernment. * 

To these rcmonstianers Menthaghio and 
hts ministers remained deaf; they prohaldy 
apptelicnded tiiat if the king, whoso slate of 
mind appears ni't to liave been so had as had 
been repjosenled, beeamc acquainted with the 
real position of nfl'iirs, he would instantly 
eommaiid their heads to he .stinek off, one 
and all. In shall the ministers of the Q.reen 
and \leiitliaghic, exhihited as much weak¬ 
ness, timiditv, and hesitation, in the hour of 
rl'inger. Us they had atinganee in tho time ot 
tanoie.d seemitv and powei , and tlic icsiili 
was, that the Kiitish Ifesideiit was ohltgtd 
to onde.it 0111 to secure the Ifesideiiey, liy such 
means as he found niailahl", and proreeded 
til erei't a stockade .iionnii it.

iiiodntiun, lie now felt himself too stioiig, 
and probahly now began to entertain tiiniight« 
of possessing himself of the, thione, wliicli in 
oiii opinion, were not originally eiiteitaiiieil 
by him He now alsoderdnred his intention 
to give *ip the city of Ava to his troops to 
plunder, and according to the best information 
that we ran procure, hut for the remonstrance 
of our Resident he wonld'liavoput this threat 
into oxooution. Indeed we are inulined to 
believe, that altliough at the instance of on 
Resident, he refrained from abandoning this 
oapitat of the Rmplf# to the pilage of his 
(mops, the moment of the departure of the 
Resident will be'the afgnnl for the plunder o' 
Ava and its destruotiun ; which will mos 
probably involve the assassYhalion oTTharra 
waddie'bintseir. In fact he is iti a dilemma 
we sliontd not bo surprised if the pinndcr o 
Ava worn part of attipulaliou on hia port, a; 
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the consideration for the services of many of,, 
hts most ehicieiit followers ; whilst in thO' 
other hand, the ruin and misery that woiildv 
ensue fioin the destiuetion ot Ava, and the 
removal of the capital to Montshoho, would 
raise Tliairawaddie’s enemies that would moat 
piobahly pulan end to his reign, whoClior in 
invor of his son, or the son of the deposed 
Kinj', we will not iieiu stay to enquire, 

Tharrawaddie demanded that the Queen 
should he removed from all interoourse with 
tlio King, her husband ; that Menthaghie and 
twelve of the ministers, andohief niilitary offl- 
'’(■rs of (ho Uovemnient, should deliver them¬ 
selves upintothc hands of his son Thaiiten-bya 
who eoniinanded ^Tsagain, At this ciisis, 
those unforthnato men are leprcscnted to have 
exihihitrd the greatest attachiiieiit to (ho 
King, and m order to save Ava from dostruc- 
lion, and to preserve lii.s Majesty ftoni insult 
and iicih!ip.s death, they derlarcd their wil¬ 
lingness to siineiider themselves to the son of 
Thaiawnddic as ho irqiiiiml. Acoordiogly 
oil the Till of Apiil, these unhappy men pre- 
p.iii'd tor their departure fioni the Palace.

Such arguments as these would justify 
the inviW'ionof piivate right and the setting 
aside of wills altogether. A Moosnlman 
liuilds and endows a Mosqne, a Hindoo 
leaves his money to support the followecf of 
liis own religion : each believes his bequest to 
be an act of piety, ami so desnribeif it in woids. 
A'Chiislian may consider the money applied!

Ills philological chemistry to sepaiato the 
object defined from the piq^ professed, and 
thus set aside the fnriner as tiiuonsittciU with 
the latter? Accoiding to this view the lle- 
suinpiion Collectors have plenty of new woi k 
in prospect; tlioy will no doubt be able to liis-' 
cover enough of “ philological ambiguity” in 
the old SunnnUs of many a temple, to make; 
it out to have been the lighteuus intention 
of the fotintleis to resign the ptoperty to the 
will and pleasure of the British Goveinmcni, 
in order that the latter may find a good and | 
pious purpose to which to devote il--aiid| 
v/hat better than the iclicf of the public bur-! 
thens by carrying tlio proceeds to the public 
account ?

'I'lic desecration 
ol propcity consocialcd to religion involves .a 
quu.slion of the highest inqioitancc to Society 
and the issue uf the present case ninsl deter¬ 
mine ^li future Wafjf. iVlcci Kur-iniut Ali 
having agitated the question, he i.s bound in 
honor and religion tngothiough all thcdit- 
ficiilties in support of his cause. He should 
call upon hi.s brelhion for aid to enable iiim (o 
conduct the piou.s ullice he has uiidci taken 
and while there are siipeiior appellate couits 
to seek for justice, he should not tamely sub¬ 
mit to usurpations com mi tod oven by tlio 
hand of panel. His is a good cause, and 
beside^ bis uwn religioiii.sts, be would uii- 
doubteJIy find suppoit in uilici tiunesl men 
who may nut be of his faith. 

But be should first of all, 1 think, seek for

Sic, — I have ohseivcd in your paper and 
also in the limpal Herald, of certain dates, 
some uoiiespitiideiii’v legaiding the lournt ap- 
poiiitiiient of Kerainut Ali to the otfico of 
Moolnw.illi of the ftiuiiambarrah at Ilugii 
and of his luisiiig a veiy intricate question of 
Jaw, lelativo to the disposition of tho itvi'Omcs 
of llic zciiiiiidaiios left by the late iladji Mo 
humtiiud Miishin, the oiuluwcr of the llugii 
College: and that certain conslruclions hav¬ 
ing been put on the Inst Deed of Appropriati¬ 
on executed by the late Hadji in ordei to oai ry 
it into eifect after his demise, have given lise 
to a veiy dilliciilt iiiterpietation upon witicb 
tlio whole property now stands. Tho term 
Ukhrajat-i-nu&ua'having been used in the said 
Heed, on the part of the advocates of JHugli 
College these words are intcrpietcd benevo¬ 
lent expenditures, while on the side of the 
Mahoniedaiis (iicso woids are .said to signify 
benevolent expenditures, but eunueeted with 
religious matters. Ilowcvcifhaving observed 
the autheulicated copy of tho said Deed of 
Appropriatiuu published lu the llurkaru,‘Mid 
also tho decision of the Coiiitof Kiiddcr Dc- 
wHonny Adawlut in tho Imambnrrah sfiattor, 1 
beg to observe that the words Ukhrajati-Husna 
used by the late Hadji, would, I believe, be a 
mailer of no eonseqiience in the present case; 
but at the conclusion of the said Deed ho ex¬ 
pressly authorizes the Montuwallis to divide 
the uett income of his estate into nine shares 
and appropriate thoni in manner following; 
that is to say, threo-ninUi!i were directed to 
be appropriated for the Fatiha of Huzrat 
Syud Ruhntut, (Head of the erealion) the 
expenditures appertaining to tbe Ushra of 
Moliurrumi ooMmraui, and alt 'oth(;r blessed 
days of feasts and festival»| and the preserva¬ 
tion of tbe Imambarri^ at HogU.nttd Tomb 
of Salaboddin Maboipamed, th§ husband of 
the Hadji's half sister, Manugait, from whom 
be bad inherited : ttvo niajjjhs were assigned 
for the support of the Ufootawallis, &nd 'foar- 
mpths were assigned for the O^e Bearers of 
tiiss./4iam6iira4 and certain persons at^ed in 
a Ust. SbaklrAIiKban nnd Knjiib'AH were 
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appointed Hootawallis with anlhorities to al« 
(brand remodel the expenditures, allowances,, 
pensions See. The Hadji died on ihe lOfh' 
Agan 1210, and the Moutawallis or Curators 
aforenamed took the burden of tho ntanage- 
ittent of the said zeinindaries upon them-. 
Selves. Some of tho successors of tbo said 
Mootawallts having employed frauds in tbo 
disoliarge of the duties imposed upon them, 
they were from thence superseded and dispike-- 
ed. When, the estates were committed 'in 
the hiiiids of the Coiiectois, Akbar Ally WSta 
appointed a sole Mootuwalii, but noniinat, 
since that period, the Colleotors of Kevenue 
are in tiio receipt of the rents, issned and 
profits, of several zemindaries on behalf of 
Government, and^r benevolent Government 
is now indeed employing the utmost of theit 
exertion.s to apply the most pa it of thb sunt 
towards the benevolent purpose, but it is cer¬ 
tainly quite at variance with the will of the 
late Hadji, it is indeed injustice to the deceas¬ 
ed. However, if it is to be said on behalf of the 
advocates of the Hugli College, that they are 
spending tbe'incomes towards benevolent pur- 
po.ses, such as cdoeaiingthe poorwhoscoireum- 
stances do not ad'oid tfaeui any means what- 
socvei, I beg to say it is indeed benevo¬ 
lent, but what justice would thero be in tbo 
means of one paily and grant them to another. 
Tho last will of tho deceased indeed autboriz- 

tlic Mootawallis to apply the proceeds of 
his lauds in the benevolent purposes in whieii 
situatiois our Government now is. 1 believe 
the said Kerammut is nominal. The etidower 
liasexpressly declared to divide theinqpUieinto 
nine parts, or propoi lions, and apply them to 
the pui^oscs as 1 stated above and that this 
was also confirined by the superior tiihunais 
when the descendants of the original Aloota- 
wallis weie in ligitation with Govemmont. Mr, 
Editor, if (he intentions of the enduwer wa» 
to appiopriale some parts of the above income 
towards education, be would have no doubt 
made some expie.«s provisions fur it, or eiso 
would have diiccted to appropriate some parts 
01 divisions out of tho said nine shares ; how¬ 
ever It appears upon tbe face of tbe Deeds 
itsclt, that such liis intention was n,it; al¬ 
though if the coniin.iaiion of tbe Hugli Col¬ 
lege would bo advi.sable to perpetuate for 
educating and amelioiating our countrymen 
in the rudiments of tbe English language, 
our most benevolen; Government could easily 
aj^propnate a little out of tbo.immense reve¬ 
nue, which they receive from India: of course 
the Indians have a tight to call for such pur. 
pose. However, I beg to saj that it is the 
duty of our Rulers to take lbo,la.st Deed of 
the deceased into their deliberate considera¬ 
tion, and issne such orders as to carry (lie 
intentions of tbe late Hadji legally and law¬ 
fully into effect according to the Mahomodan 
law. •

THE TIUGLI (MAM^ARAH. 


Skehh^the ongin ami nalurr of iht Imam- 
wrnh arutl, ana of tan'ous nroterdingii relaiivt 
*olne ettablnhment of iht Coflef/e of 'Mahomed 
JuohHn, with tome remarkt oh ille mbjeei. 

The Imamtiarrnh at Ilusli was built bj 
Blirseah ^nladdin Mahommcd who possessed* 
considerable lauded property at that place 
and in Jessore. Alter his death and that of 
his widow, Mann Jan, her half brother, Hadji 
Mahommed, succeeded to the propeity. The 
Iiadji had no issue nor any ielutions to whom 
he could devise the piopcrty,and ho therefore, 
by bis will, directed it to be disposed of in the 
following manner.-— 

1st. Shakir Alt Khan and Rajib Al 
Khan to be Mootawallis or Curators of tin 
estate. 


Wasifc AH institated a suit to recover the 
office of Curator, firet in the siliab court of 
Httgli; and subsequently by appeal, fiist 
to the Calcutta Court of Appeal and next in 
Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, where, in the he> 
inning of 1831, a decree was pronounced 
gainst him as a partioipator in the abuses 
of the endowment. 

The Mooiawallis having thus been pro> 
nonneed disqualilied, Ooveininent by Ma> 
honimedan law became sole curator of the 
Tinst estate and of any siiiplns funds which 
llieii good management might create and after 
due enqniiies had been made, they sanction' 
ed the appointment by the Board of Hevenno 
of Akhar Ali Klian to bo Aumcen or Supervi- 
soi of the Trust and subsequently to be Moo- 
tawalli. 


2nd. Tiiree-ninibs of the net income to be 
allotted fertile support of the linatiibariah and 
the preservation ol the tombs of the loniidcr’s 
sister-in-law and her husband, and for the 
performance of the prayois, 

5d. Four-ninths of the net income to !■ 
appropriated to thesuppoiiof office beaier, 
and certain persons named lu a list. 

4th, Two-ninths to be assigned to the sup 
port of the Curatois, who weic autlioriacd to 
alter and remodel the expenses, allowance 
and pensions and to appoint Curatois to sue 
coed, choosing the most worthy. The Mnota 
waiiis received ciiargo of the properly imme¬ 
diately afler the execution of the will, and 
were conducting the alfaiis of the Trust at 
the time of the Hadji's death, which happen¬ 
ed in Bysak 13iy or April 1812. 

Ip cooscqoence of numerons complaints 
made to the Local Agents and (ho Bonid of 
Revenue against the Mootawallis, cliaiging 
them with abusing their Irmst, the Boaid in 
November 1815, acting under Regulation No. 
19 of 1810, which invests it with tlie general 
control of endowments, with the sanction ot 
Government, appointed Akbcr Alj Khan, visi¬ 
tor, to report on the subject and check the 
curators in the management of tlicir tmst. 
Enquiries were also inslitulod by throe suc¬ 
cessive collectors of Jeasore and by the local 
agents. The result of these lepeated inves¬ 
tigations was, that the Board pronounced the 
said curators “ entirely devoid of every principle 
of justice and integrity," Md that in the ma- 
nagements of the endowments and trust fonds 
their condact^ had been “ anauthorieod, on 
wuraatabie and profligate," The Board in 
edasequence, on the 12t!i September 1817. 
directed that these curators should be remov 
ed, and declared Panker Ali and Wasik Ali 
the heir of Rajib AH ineligible to speceed to 
the displiieedourators, on two groundsit first 
that the founder never designed oncondi 
tlonal inhortanoe; and secondly, that the vc 
latioos of the Mootawallis, had disqualified 
thetnMives by their pgrlieipaiion in the ttefu 
^t«i.trflttiaacuons which hhd been deijeefed. 


Previous to the appointment of Akhar AH 
Klian, none of the benevolent intentions of the 
loniidcr had been eilicicnily fulfllled. Even 
then, however, there had been a school, and 
an Aknnd and a Miinslii had been appointed 
to instruct the cliildicn.of the pensioners, hut 
owing to their utter neglect ot that duty for 
several years, they were dischaiged. 

Whe^n the endowment came iinde.i thr iiia 
nageincnt of the Local Agents, thev in I8|7 
issued an order that all poisons coiiiieetcd 
witli the institution should send thcii ehildroii 
to the seliuol; and also .suggested to the Board 
ol Revenue that a sin til sum iium the tiinds ol 
the trust should he set apait for a Madrussa. 
The Board approved of the sneaesUon and in 
teply ohserve<i,tlint a O-Ulh slinte. might then be 
understood to he appioiialcd “ to tlie Futeho, 
tlie cerpinnnk'S of tbo Moliniiniii, (he lepaiis 
of public buildings, and the establishment of 
the scheui and hospital.” 

' In 1821 (be Syudpore Tinst estate was, at 
the lecommendation of the Governor-General, 
sold out in small lots as putnee taluoks, and 
the piuecuds, aiAOunting to several lakhs of 
rupees, invested in Company's paper; but one 
Mirzah Bundeli Ali having claimed the whole 
'State as'an adopted son of Manu Jan Kha- 
nnm, the sum tlia.s invested was allowed to 
accumulate ponding the decision on his claim. 
His sail, after being carried through all the 
local Courts, was appealed to the Privy Coun¬ 
cil and finally dismissed. 

From the period of the gettfement of the 
Putnee taioaks'the revenue derived'ffbm tbo 
Syudpmo estate was managed by the Collec¬ 
tors of Jessore and (be proeeeda remitted re- 
guiaily lothoOolUctorpf HugHto be pidd 
over for the purposes of the trust, and the 
Mootawalli’s duties wege 'limited to the ma¬ 
nagement of the Imamlpirrab, sufajeot to the 
rontioul Ilf the local agents, to whom he was 
required by especial orders of- the Board of 
Revenue to transmit periddi^ accounts. 

In I8S4 the MootawalH proposed to inordasq

The Report after this statement furnUbed 
ipme iatcrestin|; details of tlie state of educa- 
.ionlA the district, and the desire fur instruo- 
ion genei ally prevalent herein. A sketch it also 
given of a plan of education in (he proposed 
Doliege, embrnetng instruction in Oriental 
and English iiteratnre and sciebce io^eneral. 

In a letter to the Committee of Public In- 
strnction from Mr. Officiating Secretary Tor- 
repx, dated 8tii April 18:16, (Sir Charles Mc^ 
naif, Oovernor-Oeneral) tlie CmiiTiiittee are 
called on by the Governor-General to furnish 
a scheme of a College fur general insirneiion, 
to bo supported out of the fuad.s of the Synd- 
pore trust. 

In a letter to the General Cummittee of 
Public Instnicti^of Mr. Secretary Prinsop's, 
dated. Council Chamber, 38ih October 1835, 
after advoitence to the Ciau.-o in the will of 
the Hadji, which gives full power to the Mii- 
tawallis In “ vphold whnt thetf ihink Jit and to 
tesume uhat thftf think nnjit,'’ there occur the 
following passages: — 

“The Gov'ernoi-General in Council deem¬ 
ing hiiiisrlf t > have succeeded to the full au¬ 
thority atd powers assigned by H,tdji Molisiii 
to the Mootawallis, considers it to bo eiitiicly 
in his power to determine iipoii the appropria¬ 
tion of the funds .subject of course lotho con¬ 
dition of adhering as closely ns possible to the 
wishes of the Tc.stalui tn points on which ihetj 
' ace been declared. 

Now it appears that the growing income 
rom the dcssoro c.stntcs was lire oiity fund 
n the Tu.slalor’A contemplation, and the ex- 
encc.s of the Iiiiamhaiiali, (he Mootawallis 
'ith the pensions and cstahlishineiils are 
barged specially upon that income whinh i-, 
stinintcd by the Local Committee at iliigli 
.u yield the sum of 46,000 rupees pur annum. 

Tiro Governor-General in Council, ad vet t- 
ng to the conditions of the will, resol vc.s that 
hrce-nintlis of iho income from the Zemin- 
daries, shall permanently be as.Nigned for the 
current expcnccs of the Imainhauali. Of the 
wo-ninths of the income assigned to the 
Mootawallis, (but which aic now at tho dis¬ 
posal of Government) the Goveinor-Ocneral 
assigns oiio ninth to the Agent or Muotawulii 
appointed by Government, but he does not 
deem K necessaiy to appoint a second Moota- 
waili or to appropiiale the second-niuthshare 
to the Co-Trosteo nominated in the original 
%ill. This ninth, therefore, will be avail¬ 
able For thegeneial purposes, along with the 
surpins funds to which 1 sliati presently ad¬ 
vert- It may however be iiccety^ary to point 
out that in the above observations, the princi¬ 
ple to be adopted is intended to bo laid dowu 
rather than the particular course tu be foi- 
lowfd in respeot to the present repiesenU- 
tire of tho Ooremment in tlie office of Mootit- 
wallt 

Agaui» in thesame letter it is stated, that:— 

>*Tlio Governor-General m Couneit'la 
‘opiaion, that atter setting apart, from tbjijt.'jK^at 
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mentioned ftmdt sunli .iniouiit as inav be 
neoessaty to ftrovide a[>pio})iiate baiidtngs 
ortepairing the Iniambnrrali and other ^cligi- 
oUs cdiftees, if it should be found iiccmsary 
to rdnew them, the eiiiiic remainder-should 
ho considered as a trust fond with the interest 
of whic}i, the other items specified, may be ap* 
propiiuti’d to the purposes of education by the 
fiiimation of a volleiriate iustitntion iiiipait- 
ing instructions of all kinds in tbe higher de- 
paitments of education, according to the piin- 
cipics licictafore explained.” ' 

fn a subsequent passage of this letter, tbe 
Ooveinor-General expresses bis opinion, 
that under the wide latitude given for the 
dctcrminalioii of llio spoc^^c uses to which 
any surplus funds of the estate to be appro- 
piiated, be cannot see tliat tlic assigumont 
of the large surplus which has arciimiiiatod 
“ to the purposes ot ediicalion in the miiiiner 
stateii, will bf any deeialim J'lomthf provisions 
of the deed. 

Similar views being entertained by oui pic- 
sent Ruler, the result was the insUtiilnui of 
tbe present (College of Miiboiiimiid Molisin, 
against which such a elamour is now laiscd 
by certain intcieXted paities, altliougli the 
1Ui»->iawani himself is in fact the origiiiatm 
nf the plan, he having, as lias been sliown, 
first proposed the sy stem of geiier it ediie.ittoii ; 
and although it must bo obvious to oveiy iiti 
prejudiced person, that if the liist .ipptopiia- 
tiontosuch a purpose was justiii.ililc, that 
that extwsim of which the Mootawnlliapprov 
cd, was fully justified by the iaige nmouiit 
of surplus funds which had accnmlaterl, iicnd' 
ing the result of (he difforoiit suits instituted. 
It may be added that among the Mahoinmu- 
dan poptiiulioti of the district no dissatisf-yi- 
tion with the airangeiiient appears to have 
existed until the airival of the present Mouta- 
walli. 

On the 20lh June 1830. the Gvvernment di¬ 
rected the dismissal ot Syud Ali Akbar finm 
his oHicc of Muotawalli. As he has been 
held lip to the public as an injured inno¬ 
cent, dismissed on mere suspicion, it may bo 
useful to set that misrepresentation at rest by 
the fiilinwing quotation from a letter of Go* 
veramont to the Revenue Board

With regard to his disinterestedness, which 
is so highly praised, it may be very great;

under Lord Cornwallis, was so much pul into 
the pockets of middle men and idle zemindars 
to be spent by them in feeding a host of idle 
retainers, or buried in pagodas or tanks, and 
thus rendering it wholly unproduotivo to tiie 
state. But 1 did not intend to havo said so 
inncli upon the adaptation of ryotwar to tbi.v 
country as upon the faulty administration of 
tliat system tovwhioh I attribute the late rise 
of the ryots io Canara and Coorg. 

It is qoite clear that under the ryotwar, ag' 
well as uodcr any other system, only so ninoh' 
should he taken by the Goveriiroentas wMi Ivavo 
asumin the bands of the enltivator whorewiih 
to proceed in the cultivation of'his field,-. 
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Wsideita xiiitihisrorarcninulalion; and to do 
tliii ciircslioMld dc nut to ^ive unduo eH' 
ruiiiaircinenl to tlie cultivation of naate land, 
whcrcliy the inaikotsare oyeratooked and the 
cultivator cannot (fot a fair return for liii 
iaiioiir and stock, ho consequently becomes 
footer ami footer evVrv year till atlastdiiven 
to dcsputalioti lie Is icativ to join any lawless 
bands H Itieli may p eseiit themselves, to plan- 
dot and reap from tliQ nccuinulation of olhots 
that subsistence whieb the acts of his rulers 
has pievciited him fiom extractfng from the 
Soil, It is just this whielt has, 1 believe, 
catiscd the l!l'■tnlbance in Ganara. which has 
iaiil waste tittles and miles of foiincrly cnili- 
vatcil plains undei the Madras Govcrniucnt. 

It is the faulty administration of the ryotwar 
ststem of wliicli the lyots eomplain, and of 
wliieli they must continue to cnmpltfin su 
lori^ as those who have the control and diiec- 
tioii ot aflaiis, d(‘prccate all pinposcd per- 
inaiiciit I emissions and saddle the people with 
liiid for whie.h they have no need, and to 
cultivate which they have not the menus. 

The rjotwar or any other system c.mi never 
piospei iinli-ss it is adiniriisteicd hy men oon- 
\ersaitl with the tiist piinciplcs of n.itional 
ecoiiomv, and who look beyond the piesent 
day and pioeeed upon the assumption that all 
ussislance wliieli tin* Government can (>ive 
now III the sli'ipe ot li^ht and indiiccl taxation 
will bo rinipiv lepaid to it un a future day in 
(he iiieieased lesuurces, energies, and capital 
of its landowners 01 lyots. 

I am not awatc of the precise natuie of the 
iiistriiotions iindet whieh the Colleetois of the 
Madias Presidency act; but I have been giv¬ 
en understanti that while the demand has 
icmained tlie same, the Collectors year hy year 
have been uu the dccieasc. The best proof 


of the sonudoets of any revenue admiuistr*- 
(inii Aiust be Us punctoal loaliKHlioa of the 
iixed^assesitment, and that not for a short time 
but for a couise of years. 

The great error in the present system, and 
that which causes the insupportablepressurje to 
be tclt by the people, is the erroneous view of 
those who liave imagined that the ryot is OApa- 
hie bt cultivating or paying (he tax- upon the 
samo quantify of land from year to year. It is 
this which has led to the impoverishmentof Iho 
great body of landed proprietors, and wtiioh, 
had 8ii Thomas Mnnro lived to see the general 
working of Ins own * rules, be would have 
been the hist to eoriect hy limiting the an¬ 
nual demand to dhe real capability of the 
payers and not regnlaling it by the irige»cie$of 
lAr state, the eagei'ness of nariee Cotuelort in 
the provinces, or by an average tf former year*. 
If yon, Mr. Editor, could gain the attention 
of men in authority as to the real eanse of the 
piuseiit impoverished state of the landowners 
or ryots oi India, my labour will not bo lost, 
•Mul your papei will have been the means of a 
gicui public bcnelit.

The same hill from which Sir Archibald 
(’ampbeil gamed the first view over the coun¬ 
try, and sagaeioiisly pronounced the best suit¬ 
ed ^ot for a new settlement, is the chief fur the 
liiiddhisl woiship. Very modestly built, aie 
the houses of the differt Christian congregati¬ 
ons,—viz. an Episcopal church, a Baptist, an 
Anabaptist, and a Roman CatboliiTchapel. 

The (own of Martaban is the chief market 
of the |>ldce; its chief cuiitmoditi fs vegetable, 
and Buinmh boats' partly belonging to Monl- 
incin, pjtrtl^ to Martaban, glide silently in 
the evening on (he river in aU directions, and 
pass at high water, close under the houses 
which rest, ail without exception,_ upon 
foundation of wooden posts, which give them

Mr, Blundell’s, the coiiiiiii ionei’s, resi¬ 
dence, is coiiMdeicd tho ipost linished in tli 
place; It is exactly like the otheis in liiii- 
mall riiineso style, entiiely eomposed ol 
wood, elevated on postsahoic the gioiind, to 
leave a ircc pasvage to the puiiiiiig walei dol¬ 
ing the moonsnon, with a piojeding looi sup¬ 
ported by wooden pillais, foiming <i kind of 
outside vciaiidiili. But Hus, (as aie the 
gieatest pait of the houses, tiioiigh lonkiiig 
very unpromising fioiii the outside.) is cx- 
Gcediiiglv coiufuilahlc and iindoiilitedly veiy 
well adapted to the eoiiiitiy and climalc. 
All windows are ppcii, and funning the gieat- 
esl i-.ut of the wails', siieli a liousc is latlioi 
to l)„ < ailed .III airy cage than a solid mansion. 
Some of the hoiisuH ’iithahitcd hy Eiiiopcaiis, 
are oven made only iiom baiiibno and leeds. 
Notwithstanding this, the gre itest p.iit of ihe 
gentlemen and ladies seem to he very happ>, 
and like the eotintry and the piople. I'lic 
usual V.omplaiiits that India, with all its 
Asiatic luxiiiy, is only a spleiui^d exile. 
..never from tho topics of a gencial coiiveisa- 
tion, and the only repeated eoiiiplaint was 
that potatoes aic cxeeedingly seaiee. and 
that the coiiimuiii' alioiis with other pfiits'>of 
the world iie too fir<|uenily intetnipted, and 
letters fioiii Buropc do not anivu loi nioiitlis { 
The reason i.s, that the militaiy gentlemen are I 
from the Madras presidency, whence vessels 
arc iniieh scaicer than fium Calcutta. The' 
climate mustiindoubtedlv he better than in! 
any pint of India, and ilie pinee ought to be j 
strongly rceomiiiended as a place ot leeica¬ 
tion and lestwat'on of health to the vale- 
tudinaiian. Nobody is afiaid of the snn, and 
every body walks even in the inicldio of the 
da.v without a ebatta. The best pi oof of the 
satiihiily of the climate is Tl. M. t^ld Regi¬ 
ment, which, out of 670 men hcie statiodb’d, I 
lias at piescnt only 38 men in tho hospital,! 
tho greatest part meicly with trifling and ex¬ 
ternal diseases, and tho bo.spital was twice 
entirely closed. 

The greatest curiosity of Monlinein, is the 
aboTcmentioncd pagoda on the elevated hill 
behind the towns. It is a charming place, from 
where the most beautiful panor^ia.of the 
conntty is to be seen. The place of worship is 
an aggregation ot pagodas of all sizes,the larg¬ 
est in the centie. Tlieie is such a noniber of 
idols, incarnations, ministers of the gods, 
probably saints, higher and iowes aUendaqts, 
of ail ages and shapes, that only*the chief 


abode; the others aio apparently piomis- 
ciiously einvvded together in scveial 
pnoily looking wooden shops. Amongst 
them I.S a young gcniluman of an enormous 
size in demi<'it'ciaii costume, stietched on a 
coiirh, loaning on Ins hand ; ho is holding a 
palaver w itii a liost ol figures, who apiiroaeh 
him III a kneoliiig position, with luldcd hands. 
All these images aie foimed fioiii white clay, 
the outside ol a kind of enamel and seem to 
he paitl) of Caucasian, partly of tho Mogul 
laoes, but all distinguished by very lung cars , 
a maik of beauty amongst tlie Biinnese. 
riieii oolutir is ehiolly dead white, some are 
black, and I s(i|)pose they nic evil demons, fui 
llicy have exceedingly wild <iiid giiiiiiiiig 
featiiics ; only lew aio entiieiy gilded.

For tho past four years, Monlinein has he- 
come the place of transpnitalion for convicts 
from Bengal and Madias. Their nuniher 
amounts at piescnt to about 800. The place 
will, pel haps, in time, bo a penal setllcment, 
somewhat resembling Now South Wales. 
The transportation ol eiiminaUhas nniioubled- 
ly proved useful to the inhabitants, and bone- 
licial to themselves. The price of labour is 
excessively dear; the Buimose are an inde¬ 
pendent race, who do not like to woik for 
Europeans.

The Bisa and Duplin Gaums are the heads 
of two clans ot Singphos, occupying the iiortii- 
ern and southern faces of ti<c chain of moun¬ 
tains, which forms a lofty hariicr between 
Ava and Astam. The foimerchicftniii, on our 
conquest of the latter country, tendered, his 
submission and was admitted within the pale 
of that feudatory dependence which many 
othei tiibes of the same elan had been equally 
anxious to qnter he was unifuimly treated 
by the local authorities with great eunsidern- 
tion, and was located at the northern foot of the 
Pathol pass leading from Atsam to the Hukotuj 
valley. Between this chieftain and the Dupha 
Oaum a lend had existed long preptuus to our 
assumption of the sovcioigniy of the country ; 
and the latter, at the close of the year 1835. 
beaded a party, which crossing the mountains 
from the Burmesa provinos of ffukong, enter¬ 
ed Bua, the residence of the chief of that clan, 
and after ravaging and plundering the village 


sealed their atrocity with the indiscriminate 
minder of ail the inhabitants that teli into 
llieii hands. The circamstane.es weic inaile 
kn.iwn to the Biitisli Kesidcnt at the Cuuil ot 
Aia ; iiiquny was demandod, and seeuiiti in- 
ipiiied against the rcciirienee ot snnitai acts 
ot aggression. A dcputaiiori fiom the capiul 
was OI dried lo the iitiiiiiosc lioiitici lor the 
pncposeol instituting the necessary lllve^llg.l- 
tion, and Colonel liuintM, tliu cniigliteiied le- 
piesenlative of Biilish interests at that court, 
failed not to avail himself of the upport-.iiiii v 
thus unexpectedly ail'oided, of attaching an 
oilicer to the. mission : and Captain ll.iiuiiv, 
tvlio then eomm<indcd his cscuil, was selected 
tin the duty.

The 
information obtained on both occasions will 
lie more advantageously shewn in a cinnect- 
ed form than in the detached portions in 
which it necessatiiy appears in hisjoninal, 
and Captain Hannay’s first remark solves a 
(liliieiilty, which, like the .\(lria of ancient 
history, has proved a sluiubling block to 


modern investigation. In thceoiiise of inquiry 
into the sites of the principal towns on the 
Irawadr river, that a liamo natiiially held a 
very pioininent place, and some of the n.iiivu 
Shans, who weie qiiestinned on the .suh|ecl.

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They inhabit tho country to the ensit fi( 
Bamo, and their piiiicipal towtii are Botha, 
Latha, Santa, Sanla, Moongiyr, iHloong*tooon, 
Motmg-niaH, Mooagln, and Aluoug tgc. Tlie 
people arc ^(cneially designated Shan Taroup 
or Chinese Shaiis.” 

“ Although the Palongs speak tho Shan, 
their own native language is a distincUoue. 
The men, though small in stature, are athletic 
and reniaikabiy well made. Flat noses and 
grey eyes are very common amongst them. 
They wear their hair tied in a knot on the right 
side ol the head, and dress in a tuibnn, jacket, 
and tiowsers, ol'daik blue cloth. They aie a 
hill people, live in the tract of country situated 
betweeu Hurmah and China, hut those to the 
east of Bamo pay no revenue to cither eounti}, 
and are governed by their own Tsobnns. The 
Singpho traders 1 saw at Bamo were verj 
different from those under Barmah,n\\A aecoid- 
ing to their proximity to cither Shans or 
Chinese, they asstaiilale to one or other in 
dress and language. 

“ The wiiole of these people,” says Captain 
Hannay, “ pay for everything they rcquii 
ioM'vri; and we^ it nut for the leslriclions 
in Hurtnah on the. exportation of .silver, 1 think 
an intelligent British merchant would find it 
very profitable to .settle at Itamo ; as, hcsidc.'' 
the easy intercourse with Vlnna, it is .sui- 
roniided by nuinoroti.s and industrious trihus. 
who would no doubt, soon acquire a taste for 
British manufactures, which aic at present 
quite nfikiiowti to them. ” The lovcnue nt tli 
(iistiict I.S estimated by Captain Haniiv nt 
^ three lakhs of rupees per annum ? and he 
*^dd5, “ if appearance of comfort may bo taken 
as a proof of its prosperity, tlio inhabitaiit.s of 
Bamo shew it in their dress and houses, 
have seen nioro gold and silver oriianicuts 
wornheie than in any town in Burma.” 

On leaving Bamo, the appearance of the 
GOuntiy became maeh more hilly, and great 
pierautions were taken to gaurd against siir 
prise by the Kukhyens, who inhabited the 
dilfeiciit ranges in the vicinity of the river. 

At IJahan the escort was reinforced hy I.iO 
soldiers from Bamo, and a nnmber of families 
who wore pruoeeding up the river, joined the 
fleet to enjoy the protection alTordcd hy so 
large a convoy. The Slians who eonipoVed 
the quota from Bamo were a remarkably fine 
set of men from the banks of the Tapan 
JlTAyouay, and formed a sinking contrast, in 
dress and ap'^earance, to the miserable escort 
which had accompanied the party from 

-^yte Thaphaa heng they entered 

the flPI Kt/ouk dwen from which a very beau, 
tiful view IS obtained of the fertile vgjley of 
JBam0,J>»and«d on the east by the Kakhyen 
hills, which are cultivated to their eummils. 
Serpentine and limestone .pere the principal 
Toeks found in this defile, as well as the prO' 
ceding one; and as the river waslio|e in some 
plaoes not moce titan 80 yards broad, with a 


tepth of 30 feet, and a.H its rise in the rains is 
30 feet above the piesent level, the lU'.h of wa¬ 
ters must at that season betciulie. The na- 
ivc.s, indoed. deuluicd, that the roai at that 
lime was so great, as to pieveiit them tioin 
healing eacli othci speak, and that the dehle 
uiild only tlien he ti.ivcrsed on rails; now, 
liuwcvei. It (;mii.,cd gently along with an al¬ 
most impeiccptible nioliun. 

At Tliahgeiirng gun they found anew lace of 
people called Fliwons, who dc.seiibeil lliuiii- 
selves ns having oiiginally come truiii a eoiiii. 
tiy to the north-east, called iMolotiiig Manlniig, 
the piecisc situation of wliieh eould not In' 
a'icertaiiied. Their native lan<;iiage. vvhieli 
they speak only in iiiteirmnse with each 
otliei, dill'eis altogether from the Sli.iii and 
liiirnfe.se, hut tlici have no wiitteii nli.ir.ielei, 
Tliereappear to betwu tubes ot i'hs laee, dis- 
tiiigushed by the liurm.iiis as the gient and 
small:—the former aie fuiitid o.ily at 7'ilienfw 
and in tho vicinity of the i\\uA Kgnnk-dii m, 
while llie iiifcTior tlilie is seatteied allovci tlie 
eounlty ; tlie only dilVereuec app.neiillv be¬ 
tween them con.sists in some liilhiig vaiiciii-s 
III the dialeelN liiej speak. Then e\tell.^lve 
eultivaiioii pioved their agtieultuial indtisliy 
.irid tour Cliiiicse Sli.iiis weio eoiistaiill\ e.n- 
ploycd in iiianiiiactiiiiiig llicii iin)ileiiii'ii(<.of 
liushandiy. Tlicir houses weiciil ,i ■’.ni^itue- 
tioii tulally dilb'ieiit liom .iny that li.id been 
pieviotisl} .seen,and consisted of a long tli.iteti- 
ed lout inunded atthceinls and leaehing <il- 
iiiost to the giouiid. iiiNide ot this and at Mie 
lieiiiht often feet fioui the giouinl, the ditlei- 
crit apaitmcnts aic lomiod, the wails ot 
whieh aie made ut in.at. 

Floin the outwaid appoaiancc of tlio<e 
lioiises." says t’aplain Hannay, “ it vroul.l he 
dilliciiit to unagin': that tliev vveic liahiiaiioiis, 
hot iiKsidc they aie vciv eoinfortahle, and fioin 
the gicat thickness anil peeuliar foiin ot the 
toot, the ininat'^s cannot be much allertuit 
eillior by heat oi cold.” The .same description 
of bouse is built by the Shans oreupyitig the 
valley of Kabo, and it is probable that the 
Phwons have adopted tliU style of hiiildiiig 
from some tiibeof liiatvvidely scattered nation. 

On tho 2fith the fleet reached a pait of the 
Irau'ttdi which is con.sidoied the most daiigei- 
oii.s point in its navigation. It is cal bid l*ut- 
soo, and the siream is thcie confined to a 
hieadth of 30 yards, but with no less than nine 
fathoms of depth in the centre. The locks 
horeeveiy appearance of fierce and irregular 
volcanic action, varying in color “ from blown, 
yellow, red andgieon, to a jet black which 
shone like a looking glass." The strata also pre¬ 
sented a scene of groat confu.sion, some being 
vertical, somg honzunfat, and others twisted : 
” the whole having exaetiy tho appearance of 
having been poured out from a furnace." 

The navigation of the Irawadi river up to 
this point had been unmarked by diflieullies 
of any magnitude, and with tho exception 
of tho passes through tho Kgouk-dwem, jhu 
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channol appears to have afforded, even at tlial 
■jcason of ilic jear, an alitiiidant supply of 
Wiitci foi tlu' Inr»est c'la><s of boats, wliioli piv 
brtuccii yti-<i (iml /ia above the vilinjjo of 
iNitiahel, however, tlipy fiist met a siieecssion 
of lapnls rxtediiiji fur a mile and a halfwiiicli 
were even then rijnsidcied diin"Ci«iis ; and 
('apt,nil llann.iy lernaiks that lie had seldom 
seen in llie woi-,! season,and woist part of the 
ft'aiii/pit, a stionifer euirent, or mare turbulent 
vtaU'i tliiiii at the lapids of Shttei/tfiiiiiinaWf a 
short distance above the village of i^hmhet. 

On tlio arrival of the fleet at Tshmbo, which 
is about ID miles heiovv ttie mouth of the Ma- 
t/ouHi/ liver, Ihe boats by which the party had 
hi cn runveyed lioiii Aca were oxehanged foi 
others of a smaller desciiptioii, better adapted 
tor the ii.tvigatioii of so small and toilAous a 
rivurnsthat n{ Mof/aimff. The one prepared 
ioi (lapiain ITannav's aeeoinmodation was of 
the kind called by the Burmese " hmug it 
was paildicd by‘2.'> men, and formed of a single 
tiee, witlitbc addition of a plank 10 iuulies 
bioad, all luund the upper part of it 

Befi)ii“ <|iiilli>ig Tshrnbit, Captain Haiiny 
Ind ii visit liom the bead priest, whoso euriu- 
sitv to obt,)in some knowledge of European 
eiisloms and habits could only be satisfied by 
liie display of the contents of his tinnks, a>:d 
tile, sight ot his wateh, sextant, and Iherino- 
inetei; all of whiehhe was permitted to exa¬ 
mine hy C.iptaiii llannay, who regrets that be 
b.id not bi ought sonic missionary tracts with 
liini itoiii Ava " to give this inquisitive priest 
some idea of the Cliiistian religion.” 'I\heu~ 
bo, on the autlioity of this piicst, is .said to 
have been foinieiiy a piineipal e.ity of (lio 
Phnoii tube, who wcic dispossessecP of ii, 
4ihout .sixty years ago, by the iiutinahs. 

t)n the last d'ly of Decoiuher the jiiission 
le.ielied the iiiuutli of the Mogoiint/ rivoi, 
winch Capl.iin Haniiay ascertained hv ob.sci- 
vauon to he in laiitiide 6’ 53. Hete they 
wcie w> quit the Iruwadi, which, says C.rptain 
Ilannay, “is still a fine livci llowingin a reach 
from the, ensfwaid half a mile broad, at tlie 
lale of two miles ail hum, and with a depth 
v.ri} ing fioni three fathoms iii tlie centre to 
two at the edge. 

The Mogonnq river oa which the town of the 
sain? name ia .situated, ia not more than lUO 
yanks wide, and tiio navigation ia impeded by 
a aueno-ssion of rapida over which the slieani 
rn.siiea with considerable velocity. The small¬ 
est boat in the fleet waa an hour and a half 
getting over the first of these' obstacles, and 
the Shan boatmen, who are thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted with the oliaracter of the livcr, 
“ pull their boats clifte to the, rocky points, 
and then, using aH their strength, shoot 
across to the opposite side before tlie force 
of the stream bad time to throw them on the 
rocks." The Burmali boatmen adopted the 
apparently easier method of pulling their 
boa|.s up along the edge of the but 

this proved both difiioHli and dangtiroias, one 


b,oat )>eing upset and a man drowned. The 
banks of the river were covered with a dense 
and • impervious jungle, which extended 
nearly the whole way to Mogomg, and no 
illage served to beguile the weari.Homc mo¬ 
notony of tins portion of the journ^ey, until 
they leaehcd Akouktoung, a small hamlet on 
the light bank inhabited by Pliwons and 
Sba/is. Here they mot a chief of the Lap/utt 
Singpbos, who had taken up Ins residence in 
tins villagewvifh a few followers, in conse¬ 
quence of a feud with some neighbouring 
tiibes in bis own country to the north. Be¬ 
tween Akoitk-gm and Tapoh (the next village 
seen} the bed of the river is filled with rocks 
and rapids, which render the navigation 
exceedingly dangdirous, the stream shooting 
over them with such velocity as frequently to 
tise above ihe bow of the boat, which, in case 
of unskilful management, would he instantly 
upset. The way in which the Pbwons and 
Shans oveicomo these difficulties, formed a 
{sinkingcontrast to the conduct of the Bur- 
I mall and KaUiay boatmen. Tiic former work- 
' ing together with life and spirit, still paid 
(he strictest attention to the oiders giving by 
the bead boatmen; white the latter, “who 
think,’’ says Captain H 'nnay, “ that nothing 
can be done without noise, obey no one, as 
lliey all talk at once, and use the most abu¬ 
sive language to each other.” He tliinks the 
Pbwons H'ld Sha.is greatly superior to the 
Uui mails or Kathajs,—meaning by the latter 
those Munipuris resident in Ara, who are 
Buriuans in cveiy thing but origin, 

• 

After passing the last rapids at Tupoh the 
liver ex{)ands in breadth to *200 yards; tl|_ 
.strcani flows with a gentle current, and “the 
lied is composed of round stones wliiuh are 
iimstly qnaitz. Amongst them, however, 
tlicic arc found massive pieces of pure crys¬ 
tal stone, partaking of the natuie of tale, and 
iii«o piece.s of indurated clay of difleient 
eoluis. The bauk.s are alluvial on the sur¬ 
face, but towards the base and near the edge 
of the river the soil becomes gravelly, and m 
some places has a stratum of beautiful bright 
ycllow-coloied clay iiiterscoting it,” 

On the 5tli of January the party dtsem- 
balked fio'iii iheir boats, and as the Myo-wuti 
wan to be installed in his new government, 
the landing was effected with consideiable 
sflle. “Arrangements,” says Captain Han- 
nay, “ had been made tor our reception, and 
on fiist landing wc entered a tempoiary hoo.so 
wlieie some leligioiis ceremony was per¬ 
formed, part of which was the Ulyo-wun sup¬ 
plicating the spirits of three b'olhcrs wdiu aio 
buiied heie, and who founded the Shan pro¬ 
vinces of Khnnti, A»sam, and Magoung, U) 
preserve him from all evil.

This interval Captain Ifaiiny assiduously em¬ 
ployed in collecting inturmation legarding the 
valley, wli'ch had from a very earlj^ period 
—^,'en an object of great guugiaphical intciest. 
Us the site of 1 he Ptnyiid-vcn. oi anihor mines, 
and at no veiy lemotc era probably fonned 
the lied of an alpine l ike, which, like that of 
the 3fanii>tii valley, has been .subsequently 
raised to its pieseni lev.*! hy long euiitinued 
alluvial deposits, iitid detiitu.s, fiom the hills 
which riiciiclc it on every side. The ten 
dency of every such ileposiiion is to raise the 
level of the water, and facilitate its drainage, 
until it becomes so .shallow, that evaporation 
siilHce.s to complete the proce.ss, and render 
the soil a lit abode for future races of uicu. 
The numerous and extensive lakes in tho. 
mountainous icgions of Thibet and T'artarg\ 
aro doubtless undergoing .similar changes,! 
and no gieat .stretch of imagination is ncc^.v- 
sary to anticipate the period when they will 
become the sites of extoiiaive towns and vil¬ 
lages, and present stiiking contiasts to the 
ragged magnilienoe and solitary grandeur of 
the anew; regions which surround them. 

« The valley of llukong or Pagendwen*’ 
says Captain Hannay, “ is an extensive plain, 
boiinded on all sides by hills ; its extent from 
east to north-west being at least 50 milel', and 
varying in breadth from 45 to 50 hiilvs, the 
broadest part beinf to the eaat. The hills

Formerly, the population was entirely Shan 
and pievious to the invasion of .1,rum hv the 
Burmese, the town of MfinhlinwH < ontained 
I,I'KXt houses, and was governed hy tho ‘'hief 
of Mn«;mni\. From that period, the exactions 
of the liurmese uflicuis have led to extensive 
emigration, and avoid the oppre.ssion to 
wliieh they were hourly exposed, the Shaiis 
have sought an asylum in the remote'glens 
and valleys on the banks of the Khgriidwrn, 
and the Singphos among the recesses oi tho 
mountains at the eastern oxiiomity of tho 
valley. The state of alftiiiv has led to geneial 
anarchy, and feuds are constantly arising be¬ 
tween tho ditferent trihe.s, which the (|uaiicl 
of tiie Bessa and Diipha Gaums ha.s greatly 
contributed to exasperate. No cireumstance 
is more likely to check these feuds, and re¬ 
claim the scattered population of the valley, 
than the establishment of a profitable coni- 
mereial intercourse with tho more equitably 
governed valley of Assam, with which commu¬ 
nication is now becomming more Intimate than 
at any previous period. 

Of the mineVal proclnotions of the HuKong 
valley, enumerated by Captain Hannay, the 
principal are salt„gold,amber ; the former, he 
informs us^ is procured, “ both on the north 
and south sides of the valley, and the waters

by the loiite of S-uita and Tali, still they 
are nilly the pooler cl.isses who do .so; the 
.venltlieir people roine by Bamo, which is 
both ttie safest and tlic best route. The total 
number of Chinese and Chincso tSbans who 
liavje this year visited the mines is 

“ I have made every inquiry,” adds Captain 
lf.inuay, “regarding the duties levied on iheso 
people, both on their arrival hero and on ilieir 
pureiiasing the serpentine, and'Inm inelined 
to think that there is not much icgnldrity in 
the taxes, a gicatdeal depending on tho va¬ 
lue of the presents made to the head-maii. 
Fotmoily, tho Chinese were not allowed to go 
to tho^uin^s, but I understand the following 
is now the system carried on iu this business. 

“ At particular seasons of the yoar, tiicre 
arc about iUOOmep employed in digging for 
serpentine; they are Bui mahs, Shkns, Chinese 
Sbkas, aqd iiipgpbos. These people each pay 
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ii qaarfer of tt tical a tnontb, for bein^ •jllow* 
ed to dig at tlie niitios, and the produce of 
their labour is consideied their own. « 

“ The Chinese who come for tlic serpentine, 
on their anivni at Mogom^, each paj a tax of 
from I If to 2^ ticals of silver, for permission to 
proceeif to the mines, and 1 \ lical a month du¬ 
ring their sta} thcic. Another duly is levied on 
the boats oi ponies cnipiojed in carrying away 
the serpentine, but tliis tax vaiies according 
to circiiinstances; and on the return of the 
Chinese to Mogoung, the serpentine is apprais¬ 
ed and a tax of 10 per cent, taken on its va¬ 
lue. The last dutv levied is a quaitcr ofa 
tiral from every individual, oil his aiiival at 
the village of Topo, and thcie the Chinese de¬ 
liver up all the curlifieatcs they have had, 
granting them permission to proceed to the 
mines.” 

On the Olh of Apiil, no intelligence having 
been icceivcd of the messengers sent into 
^ssitia. Captain lluitnay duteruuiied to letuni 
to Am, and, eiuhaikiiig on a small boat, he 
leached Bamo in four days, and aiiived at 
Am, on the l.st of May. Tho time occupied 
in returning fioni Mrinitk/twnn to Ava was 
only eighteen days, wliile the journey to that 
lioiiticr post was mil completed iu less than 
forty-,"ix nf actual travelling,—a very .stiiking 
proof ot Mie extieme diSiculty ot estimating 
the disiHiice hetween remote points, by the 
nmnber of days oec'ipiod in passing fioin 
one to the other, unless the eircumslanccs 
under which the journey was made are 
particularly deserihed. That poitioii of the 
route between ^Ifingkhwon and Stem in 
Atsam, which Captain llauuny was picvent- 
visiting, will probably in a short time 
e as well known as the territory lie lias 
alicady .so siiccesfuliy explored, and the re¬ 
searches in which he is now engaged, extend¬ 
ing Bum in Assam to Meingkhma'n in the Hu~ 
koag valley, will complete the examination 
of a line of country not surpassed iu interest 


by any, which our existing relation with the 
empiio of Ava have atl'orded os an uppoitniiiiy 
of visiting. His labours have filled tho void 
necessarily left in the leseaiclies of Wilcox, 
Biiriton, and Bedford, and have greatly contri- 
bbted to dispel the doubt and ancertainiy 
which they had not the nppoitnnity of reinuv- 
I iiig.

A 
piineo dies, the widow is allowed toaiiopt an 
heir. She adopts the youngest she can get 
that hcrioign may he ns long ns possible; and 
when ho grows up she tiies to dispose of him 
that sho may adopt another infant. In order 
to get the sceptre ns soon as possible they 
have been suspected of dispoung ol theii 
lords ; and in order to retain it ns long ns pos 
sildc when they have got it, they dispose oi 
their adopted children and even of their sons. 
The Rajah of .Fhainne, the finest of tho nun- 
dlcciind Fiefs, died in IWIR, willionl nn heir, 
and Ins fief should hnvo eseheated to the Su- 
pieiiic Governnicnt. Ifis widow, a young girl 
whom he had married from a private and oli- 
senro family, was allowed to adopt an heii, 
and she adopted her own brother as the pci-

.Sirs, - I was bilely induced to take a jour¬ 
ney inlij^lho moiiulaiiriiis district inhabited by 
the .sid'gulai people who are described in thix 
paper. The objeet of that jonincy wa.s to 
asecitain wlielliei they .spoke tlio Oiiyalai'. 
guage or not, and whether this hitherto iiii- 
kiiowii region might not be liAiuglit within 
the opciation of our Mission. 

Vniions and contradictaiv accounts had 
been given by persons icturning from (ho 
Hold. 1 tbgiotore determined in January, to 
set oir*and cxploie what is hcie called the 
country above ihogliats. Tins couiitiy,w?htcli 
is up to the pre.seut time has had no particu¬ 
lar dcsignatton, being, till the Gliuinsora 
I'itistuibanco, cntiicly unknown to Kuropean,v, 
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has latoiy, for convenience sake, been,time-: are an oiiginal people,—f suspect tnneh m-irc

country of the Kliunds. That pai t of it wb^ch 
has boon tiiiveiscd by the Ooinpany’s t oops 
diirin;; the Kite disturbance, as a kind of 
dependency upon the Kajii oi Oliuuisuia, 
allhoiigfh, as !■, usually the rase ainnn^'st sa- 
vajtes, bis power was cxpi-edin»ly limited. 

The coiiilitiiin ot the people with rc;;.ird 
to civilization is the lowest ainiost which can 
be ima!;incd, with the sin:;ie exception that 
they arc not canuib.iis. The a^jpearance of 
many of the people is wretched at fnsi si^ht: 
hut, like many other ohjects, this, when it 
becomes common, ceases to strike you. Seve¬ 
ral of their Chiefs are spoken of as powerful 
and fine-iookinjr men. The only chiet of 
moeli note whom I saiv, w.is a man wliu, un¬ 
happily, had influence, ciioii^li to ruiisc the 
people of the hills to join ill the insunectiun. 
Some of the leadeis, who were native Khunds, 
(whom f saw,) senlied the descriptions; hut 
it appealed mure suited to the assassin's tlinii 
the soldiei'.s characlci. Like most savai^es 
the) dcstioy without nieicy : neither a!;o, s<'V, 
guilt nor iniiucence is sp.iied. They war to 
exterminate, not subdue; foi revenue, and 
not henor. Many instances of their ciuei and 
blooil-iliirsty di.s(^sitioii have oeeaired dii- 
ing '!'• l,ito conicst. One instance ns an 
example may he noticed. A tlMu was ii- 
tuining with lOiueothe, seivanls fioiii a tank, 
at a distaneo, but uuloitunatelv staiin:; bo 
hind, was attacked and cut lu iiieu'"*, thuugli 
an unarmed man. 

The qoiiutry we are describing is a rauiin 
tainous region: its elevation is, on an ave¬ 
rage, flora two to three thousand feet above 
t()e level of the sea. The cold is s'Aiuctiiiics 
considerable, and the bent .iNo ufien veiy ex¬ 
treme. The transition fioiii h'Mtto eoirt is oticn 
xciy suden and ice, a tlifhg u’lkiiown ni t\c 
lowlands of Orissa, is drnmnuuly iuund hcie 
Were this country leciaiiiied ftoni the wilder¬ 
ness, and runieniencos made for the huhita 
tioii of civili/od man, an agiceablc change, 
if not a pcitcct sanatariuiu iTii>;lit be pic 
sented to the seorehed inhahiiaiits oi (he 
plains. Where this wretched race now wan¬ 
der front bill to bill, and from glen to glen — 

' where the haibarons Kliund now langos 
wrcckicssly the mountain and vallcv, with the 
murderous war-axc aad deadly arrow, we tiust 
that cities may yet arise, and villages “ with 
their teeming population," not only bus^v with 
the aits which minister to the oomfoit and 
moral cultivation of life, imt we hope also 
that here the piaises of the Redeemer will be 
sung, and that tliej^o hills and valleys, now con 
signed to SStan’s bondage, will one day 
re*aoho the sound of the 6 u.spel. The coun¬ 
try has now been opened, let the friends of 
the Redeemer be awake. Here are fresh calls 
for renewed exertions in the Missionary field, 
let the Missionary of the Cross enter. «

(honi. The oithogiaphy ot the names liy winch 
the castes ate dislingni.shod, 1 am compelled 
of coni'ie' to foiiii in the best iiiannoi lean 
fiom the sounds given me liy the natives. 
The Sdndi appears, tiOm many ciioninstanccs, 
to he the piincipal caste, 'riieywill not cal vie- 
tiialspiepared by the bands of any other easte, 
although, as will be .seen, sovuial eai>te.s will 
oat Iroiiithcii bands. The principal eiiiplu)- 
mrtit*nl this caste is to prepaie the ariack, an 
intoxicating liquor—a thing lielil in high esli- 
maiiun amongst the Kliiinds as wclla'-.imong-.t 
otliei savage tribes. Thev extiact .ilsii a 
liquor truni the wild palm tice. The ti.iniidi 
OI (I'aoii.i arc pcison.s engaged in l•nylng and 
selling and are in tact the Men ii.inls of the 
contiiiv.

Thus he was, by (ho inteiveii- 
lion of the powdor horn, providentially and 
almost miraeiilnusly saved from death. The 
Ddna are weavers or persons who work in 
vaiious ways in the prepaiation of cloth. 
The e.otton tree grows in tlie.so hills; but whe- 
tliei the Hikaa prepare their own cotton thread 
from this tree or not, I do not know ;—sumo 
sugposo they obtain it from below. 

The last distinotion of much note I have been 
able to discover, is the Panna caste, supposed 
to he a degenerate race of Hindus from the 
plains, who have obtained a footing here. 
They are husbandman, labourers, man of busi¬ 
ness, who I suppose without a conscience make 
themselves useful In any way to others for pur¬ 
poses of profit, and are always ready to join in 
a speculation without regard to its moral qua¬ 
lity. • These ard the detested wretches, who 
deal in the infamous traffic of human sacre- 
fices, hereafter to be described. 
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I am far Ft 0 in iliinkin;; that tht>so dNtinc- 
tions ate always obseivcil by the diffcioaf 
gidiles: HI inothei paits of this peninsula, and 
more spuci.iliy in Europe, men often follow 
their own inclinations and ciietiiiisUnccs 
tho choice of avocations, but I believe tire 
distiiictions are cotnnioiily kept up heic 
iSonio of these castes will eat with snnio others, 
hut some will not.

Their traditions extend only to a 
few vn;;ne notions, a.s improbable astheyaie 
surpri.sing. They appear to consider the eartl. 
a diety, whom they sometimes called Deirne, 
or some sueh a name ; and they pay a kind of 
adoration to the sky «nd elements. They ap¬ 
pear to be oonfase4 nnd indefiflite in all their 
ideas on religion, and show in all they say,

<ind pipe. S lun aftci noon the Jaiii, or pre¬ 
siding priest, with aid of his assistant, fastens 
the unfurtunatc victim to a post which has beeu 
Urmly ti.xed in tile giound, and there, sttyiding 
srect, the perS'Oi sulTets the ciuci tortuie 
'humanity .shuddets at the recital) of having 
the llosli cut fiom his bones in small pieces by 
the knives ot the savage ciowd who rush upon 
lim, and contciiii with each other for a portion, 
(xiea^ value is attached to the first mor¬ 
sel* out from the victim’s body, for it is 
supposed to possess gr^nt virtues, and a 
pioportioQate eagerness is evinced to ac¬ 
quire it; but considerable danger to the 
person oi the operator attetfds the feat, for 
it happens also that equal virtues .are attiibnt- 
edtotbe flesh of the fortunate holder of the 
first slice. To guard against .so disagreeable 
an apprqpriation, a village will peihaps de> 
put* one of its numbei to endeavour to seoare 
the much dcsiied object, and they ai^ordtnglj

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arm Iiiih with a knife (inftfri): thev al ')0 
tic clothes round him, and, lioldine' on hy Uiu 
<‘iids, at the appointed siirnal rush with tinecrei 
fuiir thousand iiiuin at the niisuiahle saeitliec, 
—when, if the iinn ah 'iiid he aiieccsstul in 
liiii aim, tliev evert their utmost clfoits to 
drait liim o/f from the eiovvd. Should heesoape 
iiiihiiit, the whole town tiiin their faces to 
their homes: for in oider to seouie its foil 
etlieacv, they must deposit in the held i hefore 
the day has passed, the uhaiinthuy have so 
Cl nelly w'oii.” 

The intention of theso infernal lites. itis 
said, is to propitiate the earth and make it 
fiHitfiil. llow honiblethe secnes heiopie- 
scnlcd, so ionit piaetised almost within siiciit 
of the Eiiropcan station, and vet nono knew 
It till the lecent I'lsiiiiiM'iiiin. At Ciiidd.ipiir, 
another and eqnarllv ciuel saciiliuc frequentiv 
preccds the iorinci alieady dese.iihed. A 
liench is duj seven le«*l Ion" ovei whieh a 
human bcinj' is sii'-peiidcd alive, tied hv the 
neck and heels by eords fastened to slakes 
at each end of tlie tienoli ; so that, t<i pi event 
stiaiifrulation, the ntiseralile hein" holds him¬ 
self up hy the hands on eaeh side of this 
Rravo. The inonstci notiit" as piiesl comes, 
and, wi'h an a\e. infliets six cuts ftoni the 
hack ' i' the ncek'to the heels at equal dis- 
tanres, repeatintr the n unlx'is, one, two, JSc<', 
&0. &o, as ho proece'is , md lastly, he deea- 
pitates the vv'iefehed hein j, whose maii"t«d 
body is then siilTeied to drop iiiio l!ie <xi ive, 
and is covered with u.irih hy tho niultiludc. 
Scveial persons intended as victims have 
been rescued besides (ho one now with m<*. 
Tlioie aie .several ehildren at Chnltcrpiir 
plucked as brands from the biirniii", Tiiov 
aro«i.now under the protection of It^r. Slo- 
venson. May tlie.y return astain anolhor dav 
to tliese “ liii|s of daikness”and Icaelithes" 
wictched savages the waj; ol eternal life ! ' i 

Tho origin of these lioiiililc «aorilieos 
is said to bo founded in th<* lollowinst tiadi- 
tion. At the time, s.ay they, that our i.illieis, 
a thoKsund ffpnfratiOHK ago, first settled in 
these nionntains, they had just conic from 
a mountain in the south called Dodali, They 
wcre4ed hy a Rani oalled 'Attnh.* When, 
she being leader, (they go on to say) vve fust 
airived in these parts, the earth was unstable 
and Slink under onr feet, and thus was un* 
auited for the habitations of man. AH things 
were then without order. Attah, however, 
either by aeoident or design, cut her ftn^er, 
and the blood falling upon tlic ground, it not 
only become firm and fruitful, but also de¬ 
sirable as a place to dwell in. Attah, seeing 
the efficacy ofljiiman blood, insisted upon 
being sacrificed herself. Hence, say these 
people, we attarh such value to human sa¬ 
crifices, the blood of which falling upon the 
earth causes such benefits. Some time after 
her death, Attah appealed to some of the 
people, and complained of being alonb in 
the other, world and lequcstcd that a man

might be sent her foi company, whorcapnir 
'sevetai human sacriliees were oll'uriul, and 
the piactico has continued ever .since. It 
> is said that theso people aic in the utmost 
'leiioi le.ast tho fioveriiment should interfere 
ltd prevent human s-iciifiees, siipposiiiglIi.it 
' from heneo the earth vvould again In eoine 
{iinl'iniiriil, unstable, and sink uiidei tiiem. 
When one oi the duels is ill, somi thing 
imiisthe done ill tho wav ol saoiilific to save 
bun. Ill such a ease, if it is not the iisiiiil 
time of saeiilice, it is thought .siiffieieiil to 
eiit off the hair of one of the vit tuns designed 
lorfiitiiie saciifico and bury it, but tlio per¬ 
son himself may bo kept till the ye.uly sa- 
erifiee. It is difiieiiit to sav wliat lelatioii 
to money the value of a vieiim hems, as tlm 
pi ice is almost alw.avs paid in kind. Of 
the fie.q’ieiK’V of these saeiitiee the. e < aa bo 
no doubt, (’apt.

In asecnding 1 passed thioiigh thiek 
clouds .aiiil become completely wet. When 
litriivcd at the summit just before siiii-iise, 
thesuironnding scenety was inteicsting and 
even magnificent. The deep valleys weie, 
partly covered by the clouds rolling in thicks 
volniViCS beneath. Tho sun had by thus 
time lisen, and, shi ning in hLs splendor, 
presented the assure vault of heaven in beau¬ 
tiful perspective, the clouds being all below, 
cuveiing the plains and bases of the moun¬ 
tains with the appearance of white foam. 
The declivity of the lyfli, only broken hy an 
unfrequented 4 )atb, was inexpressibly wild. 
At the foot of this pa.ss lie the ruin.s of seve¬ 
ral villages lately burned. The insurrection 
was as yet hardly* suppressed : murders had<- 
I been hole vfery numerous, and but as of yes- 
jterday. Any solitary piece of jungle or

Soirielinics tiie wltoln is siiiroiinded bv a bam- 
boc^fciiee Ol sinck.ido; thus the whole peo|>le 
sloep as secure as ravages usually sleep. Tho 
dioiises of like Kiiunds aro as nnilorin as their 
iiowns. O le iinitoiin plan obtains amongst 
Itlicin: like tlni cells of a boe-bivc, tho one 
Is the faesiinile of Ihc other. The pHtiioiHn

1 he. method ol hiiilding.iniongst the Khunds 
is dillerent to anv thing ( have ever before seen i 
in any pait of llindiisl.in, Tlioy byiid and 
Liiltiv.iK; btlween the bills, leaving tliesc In* 
the bcaisan 1 ligeis. p iiBe.ul.ii valley is 
.seleeiei] bv a .so* iety oi Khunds* vvlicie Ihev 
dwell tngctlici. It is not (heir euUom to 
build a consideiahic Iowa, they picfcr a 
number of .small villages at a distance funi 
each other, and often in sight of each other. 
These conjointly foiiA propcily one commti , 
nilV, called by the natives a mloA Here,' 
irtrlo.sedfiutn all the wuild, they live and die ; | 
ages and ages pas.s away in silcuec, and leave ' 
not a tiaee behind. Hcie they incioasu and ' 
decrease, war and luako peace, alike nnknow-, 
ing and unknown. What is beyond* the' 
neighbouring mountain they know not, nor' 
desire lo know. All the world to them i.s' 
included in the apace inclosed by the adja¬ 
cent hills, and, like tho savages of the Ame¬ 
rican deseit, they appear to hold little inter¬ 
course with any but iheir own tribe. Why it 
is that they prefer building a nofnber of small 
1 ilinges instead of ono considerable town, it is 
aitiieult to say; safety would seem to intimate 
the latter. Perhaps coatonf alone^ is the rea¬ 
son which can bo assigned. Forty or fifty 
seems to be about tbe aumbor of bouses ia 


I liave observed in the niunaerot e(in.stinoting 
houses among the Rhumis. Time i.v a looiii in 
which the taiiiily sit and c it, wliieli, being pret¬ 
ty Itiigc.i.s ltt*((U('iiily also oeeiipied with store, 
consisiiiig ot haskeis ot giain and misIi .sort of 
vcgctahics-Is tlieciiuiilry a/riiiils. The other, 
loom, much smaller, is occupied a.s .i sleeping 
loom: this loom IS niiich more iclircd siiaii 
the mom liist mii'ilionud. The whnlo is hiiilt 
vvitli wood unlike jhc houses of the people of 
.tlio pl.iins who b'lild^with mud. Those houses 
muit ho dioadfnily iitirumfoi t-ihlu dining flic 
h.it c.isoti. lus not vuiy e:isy to ooiK'civo bow 
liii ii:iii beings (■■tii, in su.-'i a uoiiatrv as this, 
and in snob i)l,*( os as (hose, avoid•.siill'ooation. 
They mu'Iil Ik* i ili'iahic lit Ihc cotd*sd:).son,but 
loh.id how tiiov cvi'il diiiing thcliut ii>onlhs is 
to us, thniigli 1 S'lnposo not so lo Ihrint the 
g'l'filc.! diiifoiill''.'l !ii.ir h lUscsaie sul]i«icntly 
batge to adiiiii III lay poisons,and high enough 
(oi any :naii to st.uid in verv c.oinforlably. 

U'lspeotnig their hatnls little c<in be 

kiiovrii at picsent, allbiiigli perhaps as much 
a.i ii^ftally known of the secret and rotiicd ha¬ 
bits of the people of many other parts of this 
great country. Like other savage nations, they 
eat apart frnin the women. The men pcifurin 
the labors of the Held, and,the women tho 
'vork of the house, as in most otlier parts. 
The dress of the Khund is similar to (hat of 
other people of this country, and appears to 
' be well snited to the cUniatc. The women wear 
\ nearly tli« same clothes as the men, but soine- 
Iwhaf differently put on. Thp} t' peoular 
kind of neckiaoe made of wood uiuuiHjl dyed 
[ red. The body is to a great extent wposed, 

' but the frequency of the sight takes ioS from 
tho juintl any auploasant effect. They are 
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sai<l to Ko^with their neck>* uncovered till'thej' 
are inariied, and have oliililrun. 

The people me usually ul the anme siz*' 
as other people aliout tliesi* parts. Sonio oi' 
the men aie tine, |>(iv«i<itiil-loukinir peisoiia 
and sonic of the \ioiiien me I'liod lookin;;, 
and wou^d he mure decidedly so if thcr 
weie well'-'tlicsyed. The men allow then 
hair to Kirrw Iook ; they then bind it up into 
a Imge knot, and fasten it to the fiontor 
aide of the head with a sin.ill conih oi iioii 
linir pin. The hair also in niaisv eases ap¬ 
pears tu be dyed with a suit of hlaek color, 
which makes it shine like jet. The otnamanis 
they wear, hotli men and women, are of the 
simplest kind, made eit'icr ot the imn, oiot 
sonic soit of hone esecedinojy hard ; some 
are also made of wood dved by n simple pic- 
pmation of then own, They liaie no >v*l'l oi 
bilver, and they li.lvo no need ot it in the eoin- 
luon eoneciris of life : noi wo iM he he the 
best tiiendto them who should introduce li 
unioinist them, tt>vni4 tlieni, avarice tui go 
lunusilv, and luxiiiv loi siinplirilv oi life. 

Tlii-Mpialilics winch apply to most iineiviliz- 
ed nations applv hIso to tlicso people, -such 
as hospitality and a certain kind ofeooliilciiee 
when a pledge is given ; and ni ceiiani cases 
tlnne i-* •! dezreenf, honesty in t'leir ti nisic- 
tioiis , .nittheic is also eonsiimni'ite eiii'ltv 
ill Win, taking no ptrsoneis, heemisn s|iaiing 
none in the lionr ot lo nUst, Tliey nse cun 
suinin.ite art and treachuiy in conip.i'-Mog ilie 
ilestiiiction ol an imended vieiim. Tiicy are 
palicnt in fatigue, peiM'veiing in dilliculiies. 
They piiisiio tluir oliiect with aiiielentiiig 
lialied, fiiviolahle secteev, and with al'iri-’t 
. eci tain SCI cess. The csc.ipu of Ooia Bi.s.im 
marks strangely (he rlimaetei of these peo- 
pldr “Give lip, sav (he Goiernnient, Dora 
Jlisayc and theothei leadeisand yuni villages 
will cease to biiiii, and yoniselves ami 
yonr helpless wives and children will cease 
tosuflVi. It is inip'issihle to suppose that 
Dora liiSi'iye c mid have escaped 'vithoot the 
coniiivmiee of the siiiroiing people. The lead 
ei.s of the msiirieetion that wcic l.itely taken 
by snipiisc is a circnuistanec which strongly 
niaiksilic honor the people have of a viola¬ 
tion hr hospitality, and it shows to what cx- 
lieines they were driven hcfoio they would 
even connive at the delivciing up of any of 
their chiefs. 

The anforliinato chiefs lately taken and 
hanged,weie not exactly betiayed aftcr^ll hy 
the people who had given them refuge. On 
the appin.ie.h of the detachment, these men 
were left behind, the place itself being de¬ 
serted. They weie induced by some cireum- 
atance to go to ttiiothor place where no pledge 
bad been given them, and hy these people 
they wcie pointed out to the military and thus 
weio taken. One only of the leader.s appear¬ 
ed with a straw in his mouth—a siffn of deep 
supplication; the othms shewed-nofear** in¬ 
deed there was a sullen sort of daring mani¬ 
fested fd. me plaoe of execution by ino.st of 
these ofifortunate men. 

The country is capable of much iniprove- 
meat by the application of labor. The valleys 


are rirli, the trees and plants, springing 
spniitaneoiisly, are sneh as will suppoil life. 
It least fui a time. The palm tiee, ns heloie 
intimated, supplic.s the people with an iii- 
tUxicatiiig liipioi. The top ot this tiee giow- 
iig wild, supplies a kind of vegetahic, seme- 
thiiiglike acaiih.ige, and the haik, when pio- 
(lerly pimnded, supplies a sort nl Hour, fioiii 
wliicli Is nude .1 eake eaten by the natives, 
this, when c.|t and diied, will keep for a veir 
I have picserveii a eakc m-nle of this hark —it 
IS not vt ry niiple.isant, lint is not ci|iial tu 
liread m.idu of wlie.it or even iiec. llieegrows 
lieie in abundance ; and ani'iiigst loots, the 
vain is ill gieat peilection. I have no doubt 
hut most ol tile English plants •ind vegetables 
would tloiirisli here. The suit is thought in 
mafiy places to he peciiliailv suited to the 
giowtli^if potatoes, hnl nutiiing ncaiertoUic 
not iloo lli.iii tile yam, i.s found lieieat present. 

Themouiit.iiti toirents are pielty niiiii'-ions, 
<ind miglit, l>v llie application of iiiaclniieiy, 
hennde to iiiig'ile the gioand. Ily ioiruing 
tanks and apply in-’ wliat the Orivas cal! /kvi- 
r/u/dv (simple iiiaeliiiies for throwing up water 
into na//n.« iiKtdo for the pnipose), the w;il-r 
whieli now iisflcssiV traveises the desi-il iiiigiit 
I us, hy a little iiidii-iii V, lie 111 ide to l< itilizo 
these pliiins, and caiisu (lie -«il ieriiess lo stiiilo 
ns the fiiiitfnl garden. Add to tins the moral 
enltivaiion ot eiviliacd man, .intI, iiioieilmn 
all, give to the people the enlightening tnll'i- 
eneo of tlii' (iospel, and llieii how li.appy will 
he these I mils, till now ntiknown, and open¬ 
ed now lo oiir view only by the opeiation of 
hostile armies, and the desolating hand 
of war. 

AVar is a tiade that these people engage in 
amongsi thi'msi-lves I have b -fore notiee<| 
that <i npinhar of villages situated in the s.imu 
valid are coiiiieetcd with legaid lo tlieirpo- 
litical and social relations : these ate soiiie- 
tiines bioiiglir intoalio.stilo reialiuii with aiio- 
tliei glci! or mhf&. The seeds of contention aic 
as iiumcious lieij^as in any other country , hut 
wli'it have principally piesented theinsoivcs 
..s Mihjects of (irigry dispute, are questions 
of boundary. These mUl&» or collection of 
viil.'iges arc ilistingiiisiied by a paitirolar 
name, and the people under their own leaders 
obtain a distinct .soeial (elation with peculiar 
interests and vested rights, and are distinct 
from cvoiy other tiibe. Each of these sepa- 
latc communities are expected to keep within 
their ow'u limits, and not to encioach upon the 
boundaiies of their neighbor. A misunder¬ 
standing on these subjects leads to tciribie re¬ 
sults and a great loss of life. The collector 
has settled some questions oftbis kind, which, 
if adhered to, will be productive of good. Se¬ 
ven or ten years have sometimes been wasted 
in these disputes, hod the fatal how and hat¬ 
chet has often been the sad arbiter of these 
boundary (^u%rrels. Tlieir instruments of war 
may be noticed. They are the small hatchet, 
the bow and arrow,—the arrow is .sometimes 
poisoned; fire-arms are, I believe, very iin- 
frequent, but they know the use of the match 
look. They are, as we have seen, pretty good 
marksmen, and do terrible execation with the 
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war-liatchet in the moment of cxoitcmeift and for hoy could a commaniljr be held 'together 
at close (|uurtei.s. There are no details, how- wi^iout? Still it is the strongest hi ni boars 
ever, of battles fought or Helds lust or won. rulip, and fuieo is often the arbiter of right und 
The laurels have faded on the blow as soon as wrong. Our inteieourse with the Khnnds is 
placed there: for here is no “ storied urn, so recent, and the medium of cotnuiuriicaUon 
animated bust,” or uiinistrel,or grave historian^ so imperfect, that iiiueii, very iniicli, is still 
or eloquent oiator td perpetuate beyond the in unccit.iinty.

The Sitekehoonnees 
and Ptttenm, or the ghosts of wOmen, aie of 
amaaingtail staturei They fame conical face.s, 
acquiline noses, and heels turned in the op¬ 
posite direction. They are groat lovers of 
naikteenmuch and are the constant residents 
of bogs, morasses, paykamhs, nnd all suoh dis¬ 
gusting mausiuos .aa ate dedicated to the 
OooDBsr ov Filth. < The ghosts of thL Ma- 
kotnedans. are vailed Mtunaoes, They are''of n 
very tuthdlent and ferocians nature^andai e far 
loperior to ilia vootet and dhumet, at the ghosts' 
of lit^JUtndoot, in point of > strength and 'agi¬ 
lity, They livei in high musjeeds, maydauni, 
and bariat grounds. The Jonii Patui are eoit' 
aidered a. vpeoies of devils. They iabahrt 
deld foresis aad'U'^iteby lands. Atnighttkey 
come.out frdm dieir dens to satia^ reieir 
lunu cries of their IseUies, aud whenever they, 
gape to take iu nMffh of cither leaves or in'- 
loets, a tt-ansienf glare Is to bo pereeived fat 
a dlftftiroe. They are said to reli on the 


ground merely with a view of bewildering and 
perplexing travelleis. Besides tlio seveinl 
dosurijflions of devils intMitioiicd above, tlieio 
are also ghosts of cows, hoises, and of bc- 
iicaded persons, all paitaking ot the same evil 
nature, and invisible to mortal lye except 
when they please, 

Ttis supposed that there aic still witches in 
CRlotitt.i, whose^pccupatioii is tn suck hiimari 
blood by .some magical munterf, but wliirli ciiii 
be prevented by llirowiiig a iKtie qiiiMitiiy of 
salt upon them, pievious to tlieii (■oiuiiicii<'iiit> 
t» stare. When any c.hildicii are iiutisposcil, 
particulai care is taken in concealing ihrm 
in some private place, for if once the dhticms

“ This i.s, indeed, a noble instruhient of 
beneficence, but much cieditis also due to 
the hand wbicli lias so eflectualiy applie.l it, 
Thu grand uliaractcnstio of Loid William, 
Hotiliuck's measures is, that they were dfrcct-i 
cd to the peiinanont beneiit of the «ms of tht< 
luoplf. Heucc the dislike with which ho is 
regarded by the piiviloged fow, and Iho^vene-j 
lation in wliicUhi.s n.iinc is held by the people I 
of India. No renown was likely to atte-id the j 
suppression of Thuggee, There wore no 
iiiountcjl hordes to bo subdued by biiiliantj 
military acliicvemeAts. The work could be 
performed only by the silent operation of 
uninteicstingjudiuialproceedings. Therwiing 
class in India, who are the dispensers of Eu> I 
ropoan fame, were not eoncerned in the mat* 
ter. The Thugs- had never molested them. 
They once hold a consuitatioo on the sabjeot, 
and icsol ved against everaftaefcing Europeans; i 
for three reasons ; ono of which was, that Ku*j 
lopeans generally carry pistols when on 
Journey; the second, that they seldom ea^rry; 
money; and the third, that if they were mo- 
moltwted, saob a storm'would' be raised'as 
niasi£ end w the destrootion of tbeasihoiation.

Hence a Governor- 
Generai may be held up to leprobatioa in 
Europe fur the very reason for which he Is 
entitled to praise,—becanse he consults the 
interest of the mtftiy in preference to that of 
the fow. The remedy foi this state of things, 
as far as it admits of a remedy, is to unite ail 
iiiturests by subjecting tho^ natives tfnd the 
Euiopean settlers to common laws. Indian 
Guveiiiorj will then no longer be distracted 
between the inteiests of the powerless many, 
and (he powerful few; and European energy 
wilj untie with native acuteness and local 
knowledge in improving institutions in whieh 
the welfare of all will be equally concerned.” 

This has certainly been one of the greatest 
errors of the Uritish Indian administration. 
The life and property 41 aJBuropeanr partieu* 
laily a member of tho service, has been looked 
upon in a very diffcient light from tliaf in 
which the lives of the natives have been re¬ 
garded. Xbousands of the latter might perish, 
without exciting alarm, whilst the loss of one 
life among tho former would be n(;^ced from 
atte end of India to the other, The/ resolution 
of the Thuggsalluded to in the above extraet, 
is a etdar proof of the feeling on this subject 
which then prevailed in India, and the remains 
of which may to, this d<^ be seen on different 
occasions. .

And, 
with respect to the Straits, if having been 
ascertained, that no Opium remained there 
unsold ontho Ist of June, they conceived thai 
all shipments to the Straits before the 1st o 
May might fairly be excepted from conipensa- 
tion, and that subsequent shipments to llio 
Stiuits and also all re-shipments to Chinn, 
ihould be put outlie same footing as direct 
sliipnients to China from Calcutta. 

Mr. Pnikcrtlien read a letter fiom Mr. Sc

I grumble not at this, because, if his Lord¬ 
ship inCoiineil thinks proper to pi op up u par¬ 
cel of gamblers, let him bv all means do so. 
The Court of Directors arc tho parties to whom 
ho must render an account cuircnt of his 
stewardship. ■ 

But one remark will I make here, and that 
is, that if tho appropriation had been dealt out 
equitably, not onlv would those putieswho 
folfilled to the letter the conditions of sale 
have li.ad the prefeiennc over dcfanUeis, but 
they sliould have been allowed interest on the 
amount of the purchases from the time ih p were 
so cleared up to this date.

Another proposition was then brought forward, 
that all the papeis relative to the lute appli- 
Cation to Government be submitted to the 
Chamber. An amendment to this was moved 
and carried by a iaige majority, to the effect 
that the chamber as a body havl no copccin 
with the relief afforded by Government to the 
apecttlatois, biUUiattlie management of the 
monopoly and the mode of conducting the 
sales aie proper subjects for the cousideiation 
of the Chamber, and that Ihoir committee, 
asfoonasthe pcw^ plan, which is niKleistood 
to be in prepaiatioh by the Board of Opium, 
shall be made public, bo instructed to examine 
and repoit upon it. After tliis rusnluiiou had 
passed, a second attempt to get up a vote of 
thanks to Government was made, which was 
mot by an aiiiendnient that the mooting ad¬ 
journ sinedie, which wa.s,al 80 carried by a large 
nmjorit];,. By these resolutions the Chamber, 
we undOrsiaiid, merely decline iiueifeimg in 
a matter on which they have not been ronsuit- 
cd, and appioving of a petition wlVich has 
been studiomsly kept soeiet, not having been 
shewn even to pci sons interested in the opium 
trade, whose opinions it was supposed nugV 
.ililTer fioin thOi>o wlirf drafted the petition. 
Tliete is no doubt that unanimity on such aif 
occasion was important, but it would have 
been a better course, ^jtbink, to have agreed 
as to the ujain facts and then to have appoint¬ 
ed a committee to draw up the petition, which 
might aif have been done in one day. But after 
pret'eriing secrecy, it was a singolar proceed¬ 
ing to call a meeting of a public body like the 
Chamber of Commerce, which represents the 
whole oommerclal interests ofBengal,aadto ask 
them to su uporC by vote a petition, Uie prayer of 
which had been already granted, and ‘to give 
tbauks to Ooverniiient for a liberality rtom « 
paiticipation in which the plovers of thanks 
Were attempting to exclude a number of those 
whose votes they expected .on the pceaston. 
We life informed that a large majority of .the 
Chamber, though they object sircngly to the

In a Liverpool paper of 1632 there appeared 
an account of 70,000 nutmeg plants being 
about^ 0 .be planted on thisislan^i Rnd the 
statement is partly corroborated by Mr. Poa-

in ,1863. It is tberetn stated as follows:

The teak grows 
generally close to the river on plains contain¬ 
ing day and sandy particles, and seem not to 
like rich soil or monntains, hot an elevation 
joAabovp the alluvial soil. I observed that 
the lower vegetation is always more scanty in 
teak forests than in other places. , 

l4tb March.—Exenrsion in a W. direction 
over the isolated limestone> muuntain. Great 
difficulty in coming over, on account of lip 
footpath ; high perpeuiiicular walls of stone 
masses, and aiich growth of bamboo, the most 
difficnlt harrier always to overcome. Beanti- 
fnl trees in the chains, ohiefly the znkonsain, 
a speeies hitherto entirely, tike the Thiiigan, 
neglected, bothy the natives in several cases 
preferred to leak. Ills the bebt for every kind 
of work,wiiioh requires',flexibility and dura¬ 
bility of wood. Several of those trees grow 
200 feetor higher. A large cave in the took filled 
with-italaitists, contains water estimated as 


to be not subjected to tl annual iniindatiun 
of the nvci. But much ot thq best land is 
st by ficqnent inroads of the iiver at high 
water, which liaveformed many cliantieNci her 
filled with stagnant water or with inutl. Al- 
nidst the whole island lavs waste. Bcautitul 
timber tiecs intcispcrscd with a few' teak grow 
ill some parts abniidantly. In other paits the 
foiests arc buint down, and have civeri plaec 
in low tracts to thick jungle ; in higher pniu 
to exuberantly growing tiger glass, tilled with 
deer, hogs and uiliei wild aiiimal.s. 

17lh,March,—We we.nt on again the next 
morning. Wc were obliged to go back round 
thesuiithein corner of the istand to come in 
the main channel. The stream is very lapid ; 
the men wore obliged to dtag the boats over 
the most difficult places. Pulled the .wlioio 
day and made scarcely 6 miles. Remained the 
night close to a Caiean village wilhuiil name. 

18th M^h.—Proceeded again in the mor¬ 
ning, soon afterwards we came, to a place 
from whore now teakwood is brought to Moiil- 
iiiciii. It is very good, and estimated stiong, 
and of the best quality, but its supply will not 
last lonv,'. If the demand for teakwood coii- 
tiiiues as now, which is almost certain, the 
foiests near the river will be in 15 or 20 veais 
pretty void, wnd this estimable branch of tiade 
must by and hy expire.

He bore the se¬ 
paration with more hinincss than was expect¬ 
ed ; hnt the disxiliitioii of suoh a union, re- 
inenti-d by the noblest of all nndc*ituklii!ts and 
sanctified by itino, made a deep and visible 
iiiipres.sion on his mind. All the vcncratjon 
and afTeelion of his yoiin»cr assoviates,* conid 
not fill up the void cieated by the lo‘'S of Dr. 
Caicy. He a p»ared amoiijt ns as the solitaiy 
refit of a j ast a^e of great men. The ac¬ 
tivity of his mind, however, thmigh with 
oee-isiminl inteiiuptions, eontinued till the 
mind itself appealed to he woin out. The 
e.alamiiy whu-li befcl his daughter, Mrs. Ila- 
veloclc, at li.indout, in Oetohei l.ist ycai, pio- 
daecd a .severe siioek to his feeliiu's, which, 
adiled to iiieirnsing infiimities, brought him 
gtadiiali} lower and lower. About sixjveek.s 
iieloie Ills deatli. he, was taken nut on the river 
hj the advice of Di. Nirholson and J>r- Voigt, 
liut his roiistiiiition was cxliansted. Yet when 
the (xcitemeiit of this short exclusion, which 
w.is uxiended to Fort Glosler, had given him 
a sm.nil retuin of stiength, both liodily and 
mental, the energy of former days seemed 
again to come over him, and he pa-aed sevciai 
daj-s in airangiiig plans of usefulness, the ac- 
cuinplishmcnt of whieh vveoJd liave *icqnired 
years. At length, on Tuesday, the filli of. 
Deeembtr, ho gently sunk to lest, without 
pain or soi'iow, in the lively enjoyment of 
that hope which is foil ot iminoilaitty. * 

Ilis form was tail and aUi1e’tA% His coiisli- 
tuiion ap)»eaied to bo constructed of iron. He 
exposbfi himself to all the sevmiiies of an 
Indian CiAuato^with pcifoct impunity. He 
enjoyed, till wufrt 4 (tho last yeai of his life, 
such uiiintcriuptedVealth, as falls to^he lot 
of few ill India. Dniing thirty-seven years 
he had not taken mcdtifiue to the value of ten 
rupees. The strength of his body seemed to 
be admirably adapted with the structure of 
his mind, to fit him for the long career of use¬ 
fulness ho was permiltod to run. He was pe¬ 
culiarly remaikablfl for ceaseless induBlry. He 
.usually rose at tour, and despatched half the 
business of the day before breakfatit. When 
extiaordinary exertions appeared nccessaiy, 
he seemed to have a perteot command over 
sleep, and has been known for days together, 
to take less than half his u.sal quantity of rest. 
His memory was great beVond that of most 
mtn. He recalled faota, with all thoir tainoto 
associations^ with the utmost f^olUty. . ,7hiji 
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faculty the enjoyed to the last day of his oxit- 
lence. Dating the last month of hig life, when 
unable even to turn on liis coneb without as- 
'sistnnee, he dictated to his daughter, Mrs. 
Voigt, lii» recollections of the caily esta¬ 
blishment of the ldis.sion at Serampore, with a 
cieatnessand iiiimitcness perfectly astonish¬ 
ing. The vast stores of knowledge which 
lie had laid up in early lile, niid too which he 
w<ts making constant addition, rendered his 
peisunal iiitcicoiiisc in society a great enjoy¬ 
ment. His m.-vnner.s and dcpoitiiieiit, parti- 
ciilaily towaids his mfciiors, were leinnrk- 
uhle fui amenity and hiitiiilit). To Ilis family 
he was devoted ulniott to a fault, so that his 
enemies found in this subject a fertile field 
for ciiininatioii—with what geneiosity of 
feeling let every parent judge. During a 
,'nninnof more than forty-six years, he was 
the must devoted of litishaiids, and as the 
father of a family ol twelve childcro, of whom 
only six lived to an ago to apicci,a(e iii.s wor^i, 
and only hve stiivived to deplore his loss, 
■he was the most alfeclionatc of parents. 

The ie.ading tiaits of liis character, morn 
e.speniaiiy in the earlier paitof his eaieer, 
weic energy and firmness. These, combined 
vvitli a spirit ot stiong prise,cinnee. eiiahied 
him to assist in cairying amt into eU'ert'thoad 
largo views which he and his colleagues de- 
lighted to indulge in. His piety was deep 
and geuuin?. His religious sctit.nieiits wero 
wiihuut bigotry. But the most dtstjngni.<ih- 
ing feature in his life, was his ardent zeal 
for the cause of Missions, This zeal never 
fur a moment suffered any abatement, but 
seoiued to gather ktiongth Irutii every new 
(litficuitv. Tiio preciottf c.iiytc, as he latterly 
denoiiiii^ated it, occupied liU dyiffg thuiiglita 
as it had oee.upied his living excitions ; 
and the Kist question vvtiieb he asked oi ftioso

With the nicau.s of ainas.sing an atiipli* for¬ 
tune, bo did not«leavc beliind liiin, of all liia 
own earnings III India for tliiit^eight years, 
more than the amount of a single yeai’a in¬ 
come of liU seminary in its palmy days.

It is only necessary to keep in mind this 
division to perceive what a tremeiidnus de¬ 
gree of power will )>e thrown into the hand* 
ot the revenue Officers by the proposed at* 
laiigeineni.

Bhutlaehargees.—Shanuth ponjnh Is celebrated 
to eoiimiemoi.iietheexiiaoidiiiaiv biaveij anc 
wondei till might of .S'/oima or Kali. It take' 
place on a vciy daijt night, and niany a goat 
lain, and biillalo aie saciiliecd bcloie her 
‘ The place wheie the goddess adoied is puii 
(led with cow dung, and lilled w-ilh riee, ghee 
fruits of dilferent .sorts, sweetmeats and mataees 
Sorao of the I ich natives give to the pddes: 
•gold oinaiQciitSy which eycnta&iiy go into tb 


pockets of the Brahmins. This poojah lasts 
also one night, and the goddess drowned in 
the river the next day. 

In the day of this pnojali the tlindoos, who 
are pioveihially a duty set of people, clean 
their houses and suffer not a speck of dirt to 
be near them. The fcinales gcneiallj^ last, and 
make, on siii.ill sertions of i laiitatJi tices, tioms 
f Luchme and Ah Luehme (Uodoess of pover¬ 
ty *<iiid niiseiy) ot pvuiiidcd licc, lamp-black 
and tii^meiic powdoi, wliieb are kept in a 
room, the Hour ol wliieh exliihiting a portrai- 
tiiio ot lloweis, thiones, legs, &e. decked out 
oy gentleJingers with the while of peelolee. As 
soon as (he liiight simah hVings tA gljmtiier
